It  will  doubtless  be  conceded  that  the  current  expenses  for 
maintenance  and  repairs  of  the  public  institutions,  the  interest 
on  the  public  debt  and  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  clerks  are 
expenditures  absolutely  essential  to  the  conduct  of  the  State's 
business. 

In  making  the  following  estimate  of  the  General  Fund,  from 
which  is  paid  all  the  expenses  of  the  State  Government  and  its 
institutions,  the  receipts  from  the  several  sources  are  estimated 
as  being  in  amount  the  same  as  last  year,  with  the  exception 
of  the  delinquent  revenue,  to  which  I  have  added  ten  per  cent., 
being  satisfied  from  the  large  delinquencies  of  last  year  and  the 
statement  of  revenue  in  the  settlement  sheets  of  the  several 
counties  returned  to  this  office  since  October  31, 1885,  that  such 
an  estimate  will  be  fully  justified.  And  the  expenditures  shown 
are  based  on  the  actual  disbursements  of  the  past  year.  The 
following  is  an  estimate  of  the  receipts:

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
1886  is  the  year  fixed  by  law  (and  every  six  years  thereafter) 
in  which  there  is  to  be  a  general  appraisement  of  real  and 
personal  property,  and  the  indications  are  that  at  best  the 
present  valuations  will  not  be  increased,  and,  therefore,  the 
amount  of  revenue  derived  from  the  present  rate  of  taxation 
will  not  be  increased. 


PUBLIC  DEBT  STATEMENT. 


There  lias  been  added  to  the  public  debt  of  the  State  during- 
the  year  ending  October  31,  1885,  the  sum  of  one  million  one 
hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars,  as  follows  :

There  has  been  paid  of  our  foreign  indebtedness  four  bonds 
of  $1,000  each,  known  as  the  live  per  cent.  State  Stock  Cer- 
tificates, held  by  the  United  States  Government. 

The  United  States  Government  also  holds  six  five  per  cent. 
Internal  Liiprovement  Bonds  of  $1,000  each,  payable  July  1,. 
1886. 

The  Temporary  Loan  Bonds  for  $585,000,  issued  April  1, 1879,. 
bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent.,  were  payable  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  State  after  April  1,  1884.  Conclusion  was 
reached  that  the  rate  of  interest  required  on  this  issue  of  bonds 
was  too  great,  and  that  better  terms  could  be  had  if  authority 
was  given  to  fund  them.  The  General  Assembly  therefore 
authorized,  by  an  act  approved  February  21,  1885,  the  funding 
of  the  $585,000  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest,  which  funding 
bonds  were  to  run  for  a  term  of  ten  years.  The  time  given 
made  the  bonds  a  very  desirable  investment.  The  sale  of  the 
bonds  was  consummated  through  public  bidding,  the  time  for 
the  letting  being  fully  advertised.  The  Board,  which,  by  the 
terms  of  the  act,  consisted  of  the  Governor,  Auditor  and 
Treasurer  of  State,  were  enabled  to  replace  the  loan  at  the  un- 
usually low  rate  of  three  and  one-half  per  cent,  interest,  pay- 
able semi-annud,lly,  securing  at  the  same  time  1|  per  cent, 
premium  on  the  amount.  Thus,  aside  from  an  annual  reduc- 
tion of  interest  amounting  to  $8,775  on  the  original  loan,  there 
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was  also  secured  in  premiums  on  such  sale  the  sum  of 
965,75,  which  was  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  General  Fund. 
These  bonds  Avere  denominated  "Registered  Funding  Bond, 
Temporary  Loan."  The  Temporary  Loan  Bonds  issued  April  1, 
1879,  were  taken  up  and  properly  cancelled  by  the  State  Board 
of  Finance,  and  the  funding  bonds  were  substituted  therefor, 
bearing  date  April  1,  1885,  and  payable  April  1,  1895. 

The  additional  temporary  loan  of  six  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars was  authorized  by  the  same  act  as  the  foregoing,  through 
the  same  Board,  and  bids  were  invited  by  general  publication. 
The  provisions  of  the  act,  however,  in  this  case  limited  the 
length  of  the  term  of  the  loan  by  making  it  redeemable  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  State  after  five  years  and  within  ten  years,  and, 
therefore,  while  the  rate  of  interest  secured  was  the  same  as  in 
the  funding  loan,  three  and  one-half  per  cent.,  the  premium 
ottered  was  only  Ig.  This  loan,  therefore,  aggregated  in  prin- 
cipal and  premium  |608,250,  which  amount  was  secured  and 
placed  in  the  Treasury  of  the  State  to  the  credit  of  the  General 
Fund.  These  bonds  were  denominated  "Registered  Bond, 
Temporary  Loan,"  and  are  dated  March  1,  1885,  interest  paya- 
ble semi-annually. 

THE  NEW  STATE  HOUSE  LOAN. 

By  and  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, approved  March  31,  1885,  the  Governor,  Auditor  and 
Treasurer  of  State  were  authorized  to  make  a  temporary  loan 
of  $500,000,  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  ISTew  State  House 
Fund,  the  interest  on  which  was  not  to  exceed  four  per  cent., 
payable  semi-annually.  After  properly  advertising  the  sale  of 
bonds  and  inviting  bids  the  Board  made  an  excellent  sale,  se- 
curing a  3J  per  cent,  rate  of  interest  and  a  premium  of  one  and 
one-half,  which  resulted  in  securing  to  the  j^ew  State  House 
Fund  the  sum  of  $507,500,  which  was  properly  placed  to  the 
credit  of  said  fund.  These  bonds  were  denominated  "Regis- 
tered State  House  Bond,  Temporary  Loan,"  and  are  dated  May 
1,  1885,  and  are  payable  ten  years  after  date. 

The  sale  of  these  last  named  bonds  was  not  as  good  as  pre- 
vious sales.  This  was  caused  by  a  change  in  the  financial  con- 
ditions throughout  the  country  and  an  increased  demand  for 
money.     Still  the  sale  was  universally  regarded  as  a  good  one.

Hon.  James  H.  Rice,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — This  being  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  I  now  submit  and 
make  the  following  report,  adjustment  and  settlement  of  all 
money  that  has  come  into  my  hands  as  the  Attorney  General 
of  the  State  of  Indiana,  now  due  the  State  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  October  31,  1885. 

I  have  placed  on  the  records  io  my  office,  to  which  I  invite 
your  attention,  an  itemized  statement  of  all  money  that  has 
come  to  my  hands,  setting  forth  specifically  the  fund  and  the 
sources  from  which  it  was  derived,  and  the  manner  of  its  appli- 
cation or  payment. 

In  compliance  with  the  uniform  policy  of  my  predecessors  in 
the  collection  of  school  or  trust  funds,  that  the  same  might  re- 
main unimpaired,  as  far  as  possible,  the  general  funds  of  the 
State,  including  docket  fees,  that  have  come  to  my  possession, 
have,  in  some  instances,  been  applied  to  the  satisfaction  of 
commissions  ;  otherwise,  when  the  State  funds  were  insufiicient 
therefor,  fees  were  deducted  from  the  fund  collected. 

I  have  provided  a  record  of  collections,  and  a  journal  and 
ledger,  in  which  appear  in  full  the  collections  made  by  this 
ofiice,  journalized  and  posted  in  double-entry  form. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1885,  I  have  made 
collections,  and  after  deducting  the  fees  allowed  by  law,  have 
paid  the  moneys  into  the  proper  treasuries,  as  follows :

James  Orin,  a  resident  of  Gribson  county,  Indiana,  having- 
died  without  heirs,  and  being  possessed  of  certain  real  estate,  I 
brought  suit  at  the  May  term,  1885,  of  the  Gibson  Circuit 
Court,  under  section  2478  (R.  S.  1881),  to  have  the  same  de- 
clared escheated  to  the  State  of  Indiana,  in  trust  for  her  com- 
mon schools.

township  three  (3),  south,  range  nine  (9),  west,  containing  one 
hundred  and  sixty  (160)  acres,  more  or  less.

LAND  DEPARTMENT. 


This  department  is  now  as  nearly  complete  as  it  can  be  made. 
All  records  pertaining  to  the  lands  of  the  State  have  been,  as 
far  as  they  are  known  to  exist,  collected  and  placed  in  this 
office. 
B  There  are  still  some  records,  which,  if  they  are  now  in  exist- 
ence, would  greatly  add  to  the  value  of  the  department. 
Among  these  ai'e  the  field  notes  of  the  surveys  and  the  plats 
of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal.  I  have  been  unable  to  find 
any  trace  of  them.  These  would  be  of  particular  value  at  the 
present  time,  as  purchasers  of  the  canal  bed,  under  the  sale  by 
the  Federal  Courts,  are  asserting  their  rights  under  that  sale; 
and  where  the  canal  bed  has  been  filled,  there  are  many  dis- 
putes as  to  its  course,  width,  and  the  location  and  dimensions 
of  its  basins  and  reservoirs.  Could  the  records  of  the  surveys 
be  found,  these  disputes  could  be  easily  settled  and  much  litiga- 
tion avoided.  There  is  nothing  among  the  canal  records  and 
papers,  surrendered  to  the  State,  that  furnishes  any  of  this  in- 
formation. 

.SWAMP    LAND    PATENTS. 

In  the  issuance  of  Swamp  Land  Patents  there  were  many 
errors  made  in  the  description  of  the  tracts  intended  to  be  con- 
veyed, and  in  the  names  of  the  patentees;  and  in  many  cases 
two  or  more  patents  have  been  issued  for  the  same  tract.  This 
causes  confusion  in  titles  and  has  resulted  in  some  litigation, 
which  will  be  greatly  increased  as  the  value  of  the  land  is  en- 
hanced by  drainage.  There  is  no  law  in  existence  authorizing 
the  correction  of  these  patents. 

In  1847  a  law  was  enacted  authorizing  the  correction  of 
patents  where  any  error  has  occurred  which  maybe  material  in 
the  conveyance,  but  by  the  repealing  act  of  1852,  this  was  re- 
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pealed,  except,  probably,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  Wabash  and' 
Erie  Canal  and  Michigan  Road  lands.  While  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  Governor  has  the  power  to  issue  patents  in 
correction  of  these  errors,  it  is  an  open  question,  and  there 
should  be  such  legislation  as  will  remove  all  doubt  of  his 
authority  in  the  premises. 


WABASH    AND    ERIE    CANAL    PATENTS. 

There  still  remain  in  this  ofhce  a  large  number  of  patents, 
convejdng  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  lands.  The  law  directs  that 
these  be  recorded  in  the  county  where  the  land  is  situate,  and 
until  this  is  done  there  will  be  a  defect  in  the  title  to  these- 
lauds.  Patents,  some  issued  by  the  State  as  early  as  1832,  and 
others  by  the  trustees  of  the  canal  as  late  as  1876,  are  here  for 
lands  in  Allen,  Benton,  Carroll,  Cass,  Clay,  Crawford,  Daviess, 
Dubois,  Fulton,  Gibson,  Greene,  Huntington,  Jasper,  Knox, 
Kosciusko,  Lake,  Lawrence,  Marshall,  Martin,  Miami,  Monroe^ 
Newton,  Noble,  Orange,  Owen,  Park^,  Perry,  Pike,  Posey,  Pu- 
laski, Putnam,  Spencer,  Sullivan,  Vanderburgh,  Vermillion,. 
Wabash,  Warrick,  White  and  Whitley  Counties.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  owners  of  canal  lands  in  the  counties  named,  who  have 
not  yet  obtained  their  patents,  and  had  them  recorded,  will  da 
so  at  once,  in  order  that  their  title  may  be  made  perfect. 


OLD  LAND  RECORDS. 

In  my  last  report  I  called  the  attention  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  the  deplorable  condition  of  many  of  the  old  and 
valuable  land  records  of  the  State,  but  no  action  was  taken- 
looking  to  their  preservation.  If  some  action  is  not  soon  taken 
they  will  be  so  far  destroyed  that  it  will  be  next  to  impossible 
to  restore  them. 

SWAMP    LAND    ACCOUNT. 

I  submit  herewith  a  letter  from  William  A.  Meloy,  Esq.,, 
agent  of  the  State  in  prosecuting  the  Swamp  Land  Claims  of 
the  State  against  the  General  Government,  giving  the  present 
status  of  these  claims.     It  is  as  follows  : 
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Washington,  D.  C,  November  6,  1885. 

Hon.  James  H.  Rice, 

Auditor  of  State, 

Dear  Sir: 

In  pursuance  of  your  recent 
request  for  a  brief  report  of  the  present  status  of  the  Swamp 
Land  Claims  of  Indiana  against  the  J^ational  Government,  I 
have  the  honor  to  state  as  follows: 

After  having  for  more  than  eighteen  months  vainly  sought 
to  obtain  the  attendance  of  some  agent  of  the  General  Land 
Office  in  the  field,  to  make  a  final  examination  there,  on  which 
the  character  of  the  lands  selected  on  behalf  of  the  State  as 
swamp  lands  might  be  finally  adjudicated,  becoming  satisfied  that 
no  progress  towards  the  settlement  of  the  State's  rights  in  that 
-way  could  be  hoped  for  at  any  definite  period,  very  reluctantly 
I  applied  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  and 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  to  have  the  Swamp  Land 
Claims  of  Indiana  adjusted  "upon  the  basis  of  the  evidence 
furnished  by  the  field  notes,  and  the  plats  of  survey  remaining 
•of  record  or  on  file,"  etc. 

On  the  15th  of  July  last  I  was  officially  advised  of  the  De- 
partmental consent  to  the  proposed  mode  of  adjustment. 

Under  this  new  departure  the  former  selections  had  all  to  be 
withdrawn,  and  the  lists  again  made  up  from  an  examination 
of  the  field  notes  and  plats  of  survey. 

This  preliminary  examination  is  still  going  forward,  but  is  so 
far  advanced  that  for  some  time  past  there  has  been  before  the 
-Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  tor  his  official  verifi- 
cation and  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior: 

One  partial  list  of  lands  selected  as  accruing  to  the  State  of 
Indiana  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  September  28,  1850, 
•comprising  upwards  of  13,400  acres,  sold  by  the  United  States 
notwithstanding  the  grant,  between  its  date  and  that  of  March 
^,  1857,  for  which  cash  indemnity  is  asked. 

One  further  list,  estimated  to  comprise  20,000  acres  of  lands 
along  the  Kankakee  and  other  rivers  and  beds  of  lakes  and 
lands  originally  meandered,  which  are  claimed  to  have  passed 
from  the  general  to  the  State  government. 

Many  thousands  of  acres  of  similar  lands  have  been  from 
time  to  time,  since  1850,  sold  and  patented  to  individuals.     A 
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number  of  such  instances  have  occurred  within  the  past  two 
years.  There  seems  to  he  no  way  to  prevent  this,  except  by 
assertion  of  the  State's  title  and  procurement  of  patent  for 
what  remains. 

Lists  of  far  greater  areas  of  swamp  lands  are  in  course  of 
preparation  from  the  field  notes  and  surveys,  which  have  been' 
since  the  28th  of  September,  1850,  patented  to  individuals  upon 
location  entries  prior  to  March  3,  1857,  and  since  that  date  to- 
the  present  time;  and  yet  other  lists  of  such  lands  have  been 
patented  on  cash  sales  since  the  last-mentioned  date. 

No  part  of  these  selections  has  yet  been  laid  before  the  Com- 
missioner, as  under  the  present  law,  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  remains  now  in  Indiana  no  unpatented  lands  not 
already  equitably  the  property  of  the  State,  no  indemnity  can 
be  obtained  without  the  intervention  of  Congress.  Immediate 
action  is,  therefore,  in  respect  to  these  lands  of  no  importance-

title  to  these  lands,  most  of  it  will  be  found  to  still  belong  to- 
the  State,  although  it  was  not  so  reported  under  the  act  of  1883. 
In  many  cases  where  the  State  has  sold  the  land  1  think  it  will 
be  found  that  the  purchasers  have  failed  to  complete  their  pay- 
ments, and  the  title  has  thus  reverted  to  the  State.

INSURANCE. 


Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  transactions 
of  fire,  life,  accident  and  casualty  insurance  companies  trans- 
acting business  in  this  State  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1885. 
The  tax  collected  from  the  various  companies  for  the  six  months 
ending  December  31,  1884,  was  ^29,505.45,  and  for  the  six 
months  ending  June  30,  1885,  was  $20,448.87,  showing  a  dif- 
ference of  $9,056.58  in  favor  of  the  first  six  months. 

The  losses  of  both  fire  and  life  companies  were  large,  but  the 
fire  companies  were,  in  the  aggregate,  called  upon  to  pay  the 
largest  amount.  During  the  fiscal  year  just  closed  the  follow- 
ing companies  have  withdrawn  from  the  State,  viz;.:  Home 
Mutual,  San  Francisco,  Cal.;  Mechanics',  Brooklyn,  IST.  Y.; 
Transatlantic,  Hamburg,  Germany,  and  the  Washington  Fire 
and  Marine,  Boston,  Mass.  During  the  same  time  the  follow- 
ing have  been  admitted,  viz.:  Citizens',  St.  Louis,  Mo.;  Ger- 
man, Quincy,  111.;  Oregon  Fire  and  Marine,  Portland,  Ore.; 
United  States  Fire,  ISTew  York,  N.  Y.,  and  the  Mutual  Reserve 
Fund  Life,  New  York,  N.  Y. 

In  my  last  report  to  the  General  Assembly  I  called  attention 
to  the  act  passed  in  1883,  regulating  assessment  companies,. 
pointing  out  its  defects,  and  suggesting  its  repeal,  but  nothing 
was  done.  Of  this  class  of  companies  organized  outside  of  this 
State,  the  following  have  been  admitted  during  the  year,  viz.: 
Mutual  Trust  Fund  Life  Association,  Kew  York,  JST.  Y.,  and 
United  States  Mutual  Accident  Association,  j^ew  York,  N".  Y. 
It  is  probable  that  the  companies  of  this  State  organized  under 
the  act  referred  to  will  soon  be  extinct,  as  but  ten  of  them  filed 
reports  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  last.

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Two  new  banks  were  organized  during  the  year,  viz: 

The  Dubois  County  State  Bank,  Jasper,  capital $25,000 

The  Jackson  County  Bank,  Seymour,  capital 40,000' 

The  Dubois  County  State  Bank  is  the  successor  of  the  Dubois- 
County  Bank,  which  was  a  private  institution.  It  began  busi- 
ness under  the  State  laws  July  25,  and  its  officers  express  satis- 
faction at  the  progress  they  have  made. 

The  Jackson  County  Bank  is  a  new  organization  throughout.. 
Neither  of  its  officers  or  owners  have  had  any  connection  with 
a  bank  heretofore,  but  they  have  been  successful  in  other  busi- 
ness ventures.  The  opening  is  certainly  favorable.  Seymour 
and  Jackson  County  have  never  had  but  one  bank  in  the  past. 
It  is  a  rare  thing  to  find  a  town  of  the  size  and  business 
importance  of  Seymour,  surrounded  with  such  a  large  and  rich 
tributary  territory,  with  but  one  bank. 

The  Franklin  Bank,  of  Franklin,  which  had  formerly  been  a 
national  bank,  after  operating  under  the  State  law  for  two 
years,  has,  within  the  past  year,  gone  back  to  the  national 
system. 

Two — the  Citizens  Bank,  of  Union  City,  and  the  State  Bank, 
of  Warsaw — have  increased  their  capital,  the  first  from  |32,000 
to  $80,000,  and  the  second  from  $50,000  to  $100,000.  In  making 
this  change  the  surplus  which  had  been  accumulated  was  made 
a  part  of  the  new  capital.  The  surplus  thus  absorbed  was 
$8,000  belonging  to  the  Citizens  and  $11,000  to  the  State  Bank. 

The  Citizens  Bank,  of  Rockport,  was  reorganized  as  the  Rock- 
port  Bank,  Its  capital  was  reduced  from  $67,800  to  $45,000, 
and  the  surplus  of  $5,385  was  distributed  to  the  stockholders. 
Including  the  $8,500,  surplus  belonging  to  the  Franklin  Bank 
withdrawn,  this  account  has  been  reduced  $62,885.  The  actual 
falling  off  has  not  been  so  much  as  the  increase  in  other  banks,, 
of  $21,722.06,  distributed  as  follows:

The  reserve  of  the  banks  this  year  is  39  per  cent,  of  the 
deposits  to  37  per  cent,  last  year  and  the  year  before.  In 
estimating  this  reserve,  all  cash  on  hand  and  all  the  money  in 
the  hands  of  correspondents  known  to  be  good  are  included. 
In  some,  where  this  reserve  is  the  smallest,  yet  it  is  equal  in 
amount  to  the  demand  deposits.  This  is  the  case  with  the 
Farmers  State  Bank,  of  Sullivan,  where  nine-tenths  of  the 
deposits  are  made  on  time  certificates. 

The  deposits  in  some  of  the  banks  have  had  a  very  encour- 
aging increase,  but  others  have  hardly  held  their  own,  and  in 
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some  there  has  been  a  very  heavy  falling  off.  But  all  regard 
the  prospects  for  the  future  as  favorable',  for  throughout  the 
State  nearly  all  kinds  of  crops  have  been  very  heavy.  They 
claim  that  they  do  not  thrive  on  the  misfortunes  of  others,  but 
they  prosper  most  when  others  prosper  and  there  is  an  abund- 
ance in  the  land. 

Expenses  in  all  the  banks  are  kept  down  to  a  low  figure.  In 
not  one  are  the  officers  and  clerks  overpaid,  nor  did  I  find  any 
unnecessary  expense  in  other  respects. 

The  business  is  done  on  a  sound  basis.  No  unearned  divi- 
dends are  being  paid,  and  perhaps,  with  one  exception,  were  any 
paid  when  they  should  not  have  been. 

^o  serious  losses  have  been  sustained  during  the  year,  and  all 
have  been  able  to  make  some  money,  and  several  have  been  very 
prosperous.  One — the  St.  Joseph  Valley  Bank,  of  Elkhart — 
paid  a  dividend  of  twenty-nine  and  a  half  percent,  and  earned 
over  thirty.  Two  or  three  paid  fifteen^  and  carried  good  round 
sums  to  the  surplus  fund.  The  majority  paid  ten  per  cent,  and 
carried  balances  to  surplus,  and  one  earned  and  paid  but  five. 
The  Huntingburg  Bank  took  all  of  its  earnings  to  surplus,  and 
that  will  be  its  policy  for  a  time. 

In  compliance  with  your  instructions,  I  made  particular 
inquiry  as  to  whether  any  of  the  banks  held  township  orders. 
I  did  not  find  to  exceed  three  thousand  dollars  worth  in  all, 
and  in  every  case  th^y  were  regularly  issued  and  given  for 
improvements  in  or  materials  furnished  to  the  townships  in  the 
county  where  the  banks  are  located.  Neither  have  done  busi- 
ness with  R.  B.  Pollard  or  any  of  his  associates.  One  cashier 
received  a  letter  from  Andrews  &  Co.,  of  Chicago,  offering  to 
sell  him  this  class  of  paper,  of  which  Andrews  &  Co.  said  they 
received  large  amounts  in  exchange  for  school  furniture. 


THE    STATE    BANK    SYSTEM. 

This  system  grows  in  favor  with  those  operating  under  its 
provisions.  It  has  given  them  strength  and  credit  with  the 
people  in  the  severe  trials  through  which  all  banks  have  been 
compelled  to  pass  during  the  last. few  years  and  in  which  so 
many  have  gone  down;  but  no  State  bank  has  been  forced  to 
close  its  doors. 
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This  is  the  third  time  I  have  visited  these  banks  in  an  official 
capacity,  and  my  relations  with  the  officers  and  employes  have 
at  all  times  been  very  cordial  and  pleasant,  though  I  am  not 
conscious  that  I  have  at  any  time  relaxed  in  that  thoroughness 
in  making  examinations  which  you  require.

EXAMINATION  OF  SAVINGS  BANKS. 


Hon.  James  H.  Bice, 

Auditor  of  State:  "*" 

Dear  Sir — A  careful  examination  of  the  Savings  Banks  of 
the  State  finds  them  in  sound  condition.  The  assets,  with  rare 
exceptions,  are  unquestionably  good,  and  could  be  readily  con- 
verted into  cash  if  an  exigency  should  arise  to  require  it. 
Township  Trustees'  orders  were  not  found  in  either  of  them. 
This  blight  did  not  overtake  any  of  these  institutions.  The 
deposits  amount  to  about  the  same  as  at  the  examination  last 
year.  In  all  cases  the  officers  of  the  banks  seemed  anxious  in 
making  loans  to  conform  strictly  to  law,  and  I  noticed  that 
large  loans  to  few  parties  had  been  materially  curtailed  since 
the  last  examination.  The  careful  management  of  these  insti- 
tutions entitle  them  to  the  confidence  of  the  community  in 
which  they  are  located,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  more  of 
the  same  character  are  not  in  existence.  And  why  are  there  not 
more? 

This  question  has  a  solution.  In  the  first  place,  building 
associations  have  occupied  their  place.  And  then  savings  banks, 
in  the  way  they  are  constituted,  to  a  great  extent,  must  be 
regarded  as  charitable  institutions,  and  those  who  have  charge 
and  manage  them  perform  the  service  without  compensation, 
or  so  small  as  not  to  invite  it.  In  the  active  business  life  of 
our  population,  it  is  difficult  to  find  persons  who  are  willing  to 
give  the  time,  or  perhaps  can  do  so,  without  interfering  with 
their  own  avocations,  that  will  be  required  to  manage  these 
institutions,  and  it  is  only  by  careful  supervision  and  strict 
economy  that  they  can  be  made  successful. 

The  banks  in  this  State  make  five  and  six  per  cent,  annual 
dividends,  and  it  is  claimed  that  only  by  the  payment  of  such 
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"dividends  deposits  can  be  invited.  The  law  requires  that  a 
certain  per  cent,  of  the  ^ross  earnings  shall  be  reserved  and  set 
aside  as  a  surplus  fund,  until  it  reaches  a  certain  percentage  of 
the  deposits;  then  a  considerable  amount  of  money  must  be  kept 
■on  hand  or  on  deposit  subject  to  call  at  a  low  rate  of  interest, 
to  meet  demands  of  the  depositors  or  exigencies  that  may 
xirise,  and  often  a  considerable  amount  of  deposits  accumulates, 
that  can  not  be  securely  invested  at  a  high  rate  of  interest. 
Thtls  it  will  be  seen  that  only  by  careful  managemei^t  and  safe 
invesliuents  the  earnings  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  large 
•dividends  upon  deposits,  carry  what  the  law  requires  to  the 
:^urplus  fund,  and  the  necessary  expenses.  And  then  the  repu- 
"tation  of  savings  banks  must  be  beyond  doubt  as  to  their  safety 
and  honest  management;  a  suspicion  of  either  would  be  as  the 
hlight  of  frost  upon  :he  the  tender  bud  or  plant. 

The  savings  bank  law  of  Iowa  has  been  a  success.  There 
"the  stock  plan  has  been  added  to  the  law,  similar  in  other  re- 
spects to  that  under  which  our  banks  are  organized  and  opera- 
ted. An  amount  equal  to  10  per  cent,  of  deposits  is  required 
to  be  subscribed  as  stock,  and  that  adds  not  only  to  the  security 
of  the  deposits  but  furnishes  the  stockholders,  who  are  the 
managers,  some  compensation  for  their  services  and  responsi- 
bility in  the  management  of  the  banks.  Thirty-four  banks 
have  been  organized  in  that  State,  and  all  have  been  doing  a 
-successful  business,  with  very  large  deposits.  Under  this  sys- 
tem there  is  an  incentive  for  the  establishment  of  these  banks, 
which  our  law  does  not  present. 

In  the  older  States,  savings  banks  have  been  very  successful 
in  accumulating  large  deposits  by  wage-workers  and  other 
•classes  who  are  inclined  to  save  their  surplus  earnings.  For 
instance,  the  Maine  Savings  Bank,  of  Portland,  has  accumulated 
large  deposits.  It  makes  the  following  exhibit  of  its  condition 
in  January  last.

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The  detailed  statement  of  the  loans  of  this  large  sum  is  verjr 
interesting.  Over  four  millions  of  dollars  are  invested  in  pub-  ; 
lie  funds,  numbering  over  two  hundred  investments,  a  large  j 
amount  of  which  are  Western  securities,  and  quite  a  number 
are  located  in  this  State.  Outside  of  these  securities,  only 
$378,059.05  were  loans  of  mortgages  on  real  estate.  It  had  de- 
posited in  bank  subject  to  call,  at  3  per  cent,  interest,  $78,- 
350.08,  and  only  $6,548.20  cash  on  hand.  Its  surplus  over  all 
liabilities  was  $665,319.24.  The  rate  of  interest  charged  on 
loans  is  5  to  6  per  cent.  The  number  of  depositors  was  14,719, 
Its  annual  expenses  $9,500.  The  dividends  are  4  per  cent.,  net,, 
the  bank  paying  all  taxes. 

The  Rochester  (N.  Y.)  Savings  Bank  was  incorporated  in^ 
1831,  and  has  been  in  operation  fifty-four  years.  The  last 
report  makes  the  following  exhibit:  Resources,  $11,504,379.04; 
liabilities,  $10,196,782.69,  showing  a  surplus  of  $1,307,596.35. 
The  number  of  open  accounts  was  23,923.  It  pays  dividends 
of  4  per  cent,  per  annum.  This  institution,  during  its  many 
years  of  existence,  has  been  of  vast  benefit  in  aiding  the  sav- 
ings of  the  thousands  upon  thousands  of  wage-workers  whO' 
deposited  their  surplus  earnings  with  it.  And  its  trustees  have 
been  mainly  persons  who  are,  or  were,  engaged  in  active  busi- 
ness pursuits ;  and  it  seems  there  is  no  valid  reason  why  what 
has  been  so  successfully  accomplished  elsewhere  can  not  be 
done  in  Indiana. 

Unfortunately  three  savings  banks  in  this  State  were  com- 
pelled to  go  into  liquidation.  One,  however,  paid  its  depositors 
in  full,  another  wound  up  with  a  small  loss  to  its  creditors,  and 
the  third,  which  has  not  yet  wound  up  its  affairs,  makes  a  bad 
showing;  but  an  examination  of  the  character  of  its  assets, 
however,  tells  the  story  of  incompetent  management.  This 
unfortunate  experience  of  savings  banks  is  not  calculated  to 
inspire  confidence  in  them  for  the  deposits  of  savings,  but  we 
find  that  under  conservative  management  other  institutions 
have  been  successful  and  have  been  useful  to  the  class  whom 
they  are  intended  to  serve. 

As  there  have  been  in  the  savings  banks  which  have  been 
successful,  certainly  enough  citizens  of  integrity  and  business^ 
qualifications  can  be  found  in  locations  where  they  would  be 
of  service,  who  will  be  willing  to  give  enough  time  to  promote 
so  good  an  object.

No  doubt  it  would  be  sound  and  conservative  policy,  unless 
the  earnings  are  too  large,  to  reduce  dividends  so  as  to  carry  a 
larger  per  cent,  of  earnings  to  the  surplus  fund,  which  would 
be  additional  guarantee  of  safety  to  the  depositors  and  increase 
the  ability  to  meet  any  contingency  that  may  arise.  Another 
consideration  in  favor  of  such  a  policy  is  that  safer  loans  can 
be  secured  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest,  and  then  the  additional 
demand  for  loans  at  a  lower  interest  would  not  leave  any  of  the 
deposits  idle  for  want  of  safe  investments.

valued for  taxation.  It  was,  also,  askfed  by  them  that  the 
^oard  should  give  to  that  city,  to  be  placed  upon  its  tax  dupli- 
:ate,  and  not  to  be  distributed  over  the  entire  length  of  the 
•oads,  an  increased  and  the  total  assessment  of  the  railroad 
i^roperty  within  that  city,  which  they  regarded  to  be  just. 
I  In  reply,  the  representatives  of  the  railroads  within  the  limits 
)f  Evansville,  stated  that  the  valuations  of  property  they  had 
yiven  in  their  annual  returns  to  the  Board  for  taxation  were

The  Board  met  upon  the  call  of  the  Secretary. 

All  the  members  were  present. 

During  the  sessions  of  the  Board,  the  representatives  of  vari- 
ous railroads  within  the  State,  presented  with  earnestness  and 
force,  many  considerations  and  arguments  for  the  reduction  of 
the  assessment  of  railroad  property  for  taxation  in  the  levy  for 
this  year.     Briefly,  they  may  be  thus  stated : 

The  general  depression  in  business  which  has  reduced  mate- 
rially and  generally  the  earnings  of  railroads. 

The  decrease  in  the  cost,  estimated  from  twenty  to  thirty  per 
cent,  of  all  materials  that  enter  into  the  construction  of  rail- 
roads, the  improvements  thereon  and  in  the  rolling  stock, 
which  lessens  materially  the  physical  value  and  cost  of  con- 
structing railroads. 

The  construction  and  operating  of  parallel  lines  of  roads, 
the  eflect  of  which  has  been  damaging  competition  in  transpor- 
tation, and  a  large  reduction  in  the  earnings  of  the  lines  thus 
brought  into  competition.  The  result  of  which  is  that  the  few 
roads  or  companies  that  have  paid  dividends  will  be  compelled 
to  pass  them,  and  the  deficits  of  the  roads  that  have  not  paid 
fixed  charges  and  running  expenses  heretofore,  will  be  increased. 

The  construction  of  railroads  has  largely  increased  the  value 
of  property  in  the  State  generally,  by  giving  outlets  and  fur- 
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shing  markets  for  its  surplus  industry;  hence,  railroad  prop- 
■ty  should  not  be  discriminated  against  in  the  levy  for  taxa- 


on. 


That  the  intent  of  the  law  authorizing  annual  valuation  of 
lilroad  property  for  taxation  was  to  give  elasticity  in  its  assess- 
lent,  so  as  to  increase  or  decrease  as  the  earnings  should  rise 
V  fall,  or  as  business  prosperity  or  depression  should  affect  this 
iterest. 

It  was  urged  in  favor  of  a  decrease  in  the  assessments  of  rail- 
^ads,  that  upon  the  basis  of  valuation  it  was  not  one-lifteenth 
f  the  total,  yet  it  was  assessed  more  in  proportion  than  other 
roperty ;  that  it  was  small  in  comparison  with  the  other  in- 
arests  of  the  State.  The  mileage  of  railroads  is  2.7  per  cent., 
Ihile  the  valuation  for  assessment  is  7.1  per  cent.  Taking  last 
ear  as  a  basis  of  cost  of  construction,  the  average  assessments 
Ilf  railroads  should  not  exceed  |7,213  per  mile,  while  circum- 
ii:ances  should  control  in  the  assessment  upon  this  average  as 
he  condition  of  diiFerent  roads  would  suggest. 

There  was  a  wide  difference  of  opinion  among  the  railroad 
•epresentatives  as  to  the  rule  which  should  be  observed  in  as- 
essing  railroad  property.  Some  thought  it  should  be  governed 
^y  the  cost  of  construction  and  furnishing ;  some  upon  a  basis 
3f  gross  earnings,  and  others  as  to  its  value  as  an  income-pay- 
ing property. 

A  general  complaint  was  in  regard  to  the  assessment  of  side 
jracks.  It  was  argued  that  the  roadbed  and  main  track  having 
Ueu  assessed  their  full  value,  the  side  tracks,  which  were  upon 
:he  same  bed  and  were  constructed  with  cheap  and  refuse  ma- 
terials, should  be  materially  lessened. 

)  The  considerations  and  arguments  presented  for  an  abate- 
ment in  the  assessment  of  railroad  property  were  carefully 
considered  by  the  Board,  but  it  was  obvious  that  the  same 
influences  which  make  taxation  now  an  increased  burden  to 
Lilroad  interests,  equally  affected  all  others.  The  act  concern- 
iing  taxation  provides  for  the  assessment  of  the  property  of  the 
State  every  sixth  year,  which,  when  made,  continues  six  years. 
jOnly  personal  property  and  additional  improvements  are  sub- 
ject to  annual  assessment  during  that  period.  In  that  regard  rail- 
iroad  property  is  under  the  same  rule  as  all  other.  It  is  not  the 
Iprovince  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  to  change  the  as- 
sessments that  have  been  made  upon  railroad  property  generally 
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from  year  to  year,  only  upon  the  improvements,  rolling  stock 
and  personalty  that  have  been  added  in  the  interim,  or  to  in- 
crease the  assessment  when  roads  have  been  extended,  or  new- 
roads  constructed,  and  for  the  correction  or  modification  of 
erroneous  assessments.  As  a  new  assessment  of  the  property 
of  the  State  will  be  made  next  year,  whatever  inequality  exists 
in  taxation  can  then  be  remedied,  and  the  Board  fully  concurs 
in  the  sentiment  that  the  burdens  of  taxation  should  be  equally 
imposed  upon  all  interests.  In  the  discharge  of  their  duty  the 
Board  regards  it  as  incumbent  upon  them  to  continue  the  val- 
ulation  of  railroad  property  as  heretofore  fixed,  only  making 
such  changes  as  equalization  of  taxation  suggests,  adding  the 
improvements  that  have  been  made  since  the  last  assessment 
and  assessing  extension  of  roads  and  new  roads. 

The  valuation  of  railroads  was  resumed,  and  all  of  the  roads 
having  been  considered,  the  following^ valuation  per  mile  of  the 
various  railroads  in  this  State,  and  the  improvements  on  the 
right  of  way  in  use  by  such  railroads,  was  unanimously  agreed 
upon,  and  the  same  was  ordered  to  be  spread  upon  the  record, 
and  to  stand  as  the  assessment  of  the  railroad  property  denom- 
inated railroad  track,  rolling  stock  and  improvements  on  right 
of  way  for  the  year  1855,  which  assessment  is  in  the  words  and 
figures  following:

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  His  Excellency,  Hon.  Isaac  P.  Gray, 

Gocernor  of  Indiana : 

The  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  State  iformal  School  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  sixteenth  annual  report  of  the  work  of 
this  institution. 

■  At  the  close  of  the  last  school  year,  which  expired  in  June, 
the  school  suffered  a  loss  in  the  resignation  of  President  Geo.  P. 
Brown,  who  had  for  six  years  stood  at  the  head  of  the  faculty, 
and  had  ably  represented  the  institution  on  the  State  Board  of 
Education. 

We  feel,  however,  that  in  the  election  of  Prof.  W.  W.  Par- 
sons to  the  vacancy  thus  occasioned,  the  school  has  secured  a 
gentleman  in  all  respects  eminently  qualilied  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  President.  It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  his  report 
to  the  Board  that  the  school  is  in'  a  highly  prosperous  condi- 
tion— 868  different  students  having  been  enrolled  during  the 
past  year,  an  increase  of  91  over  the  previous  year ;  84  counties 
of  Indiana  having  been  represented  by  students  in  the  institu- 
tion, an  increase  of  seven  counties  over  the  previous  year. 
Reference  is  made  to  President  Parsons's  report  for  further  in- 
teresting statistics  of  the  character  of  the  students,  and  to  his 
clear  and  exhaustive  discussion  of  the  "  Objects  and  Methods 
of  the  School."

YOCATIONS  REPRESENTED. 


A  record  has  been  kept  of  the  vocations  of  the  parents  of 
the  students  who  have  entered  school,  from  which  the  following 
table  has  been  constructed: 

Children  of  farmers 69  per  cent. 

Children  of  mechanics 12        " 

Children  of  merchants 8        " 

Children  of  those  practicing  some  profession S        " 

Children  of  laborers 3        " 

The  average  age  of  those  who  have  attended  during  the  past 
year  is  twenty  years.  This  does  not  differ  materially  from  the 
average  of  any  preceding  year. 

Of  the  868  different  students  who  have  attended  during  the 
past  year,  343,  or  40  per  cent.,  were  males,  and  525,  or  60  per 
cent.,  were  females. 

The  number  who  have  graduated  from  the  school  since  its 
organization  is  257;  of  this  number  185  are  now  teaching. 

If  from  the  number  of  graduates  is  deducted  the  number  of 
ladies  who  have  married,  and  left  the  profession  for  this  rea- 
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eon,  and  also  the  number  who  have  died,  it  is  found  that  88  per  j 
cent,  of  the  remainder  are  now  engaged  in  teaching.  Of  the 
entire  257  graduates  in  the  past  fourteen  years,  3  per  cent,  have  j 
died,  9  per  cent,  are  wives  and  mothers,  9  per  cent,  are  living  j 
at  home  with  their  parents,  2  per  cent,  have  entered  some  other 
vocation,  and  77  per  cent,  are  now  teaching. 

We  have  no  means  of  determining  how  many  of  the  under- 
graduates, who   number  more   than    5,000,   are,  now  teaching  j 
in  the  State.     The  proportion  is  not  so  large  as  is  that  of  grad- 
uates, for  obvious  reasons.

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THE    OBJECTS    AND    METHODS    OF    THE    SCHOOL. 

On  the  20th  of  December,  1864,  it  was  enacted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  Indiana,  "  That  there  shall  be  established  and 
maintained  as  hereinafter  provided,  a  State  Normal  School,  the 
object  of  which  shall  be  the  preparation  of  teachers  for  teach- 
ing in  the  common  schools  of  Indiana." 

This  statute  defines  clearly  the  object  of  the  State  Normal 
School.     Its  sole  function  is  the  preparation  of  teachers  for  the 
common  schools  of  the  State.     The  Normal   School  is  not  a 
i school  for  general  culture,  for  its  own  sake.     It  is  a  professional 
school.     Its  central  idea  is  to  confer  that   knowledge  which 
constitutes  the  science  of  education,  and  to  train  students  in 
the  art  of  instruction  and  school  management.     Its  leading  aim 
is  to  give  that  knowledge  and  training  which  belong  as  dis- 
tinctively to  the  teacher  as  does  the  science  of  medicine  to  the 
physician,  or  tHe  science  of  law  to  the  legal  practitioner.     A 
school  is  a  Normal  School,  in  the  sense  contemplated  in  the 
statute  quoted,  only  when  it  makes  these  its  controlling  ends. 
j  To  hold  the  State  Normal  School  to  its  one  object  as  a  profes- 
!  sional  institution,  only  those  are  admitted  to  its  privileges  who 
]  intend  to  prepare  for  the  work  of  the  school-room,  and  who  in 
j  good    faith  promise  to   teach,  if   practicable,  in  the  common 
j  schools  of  the  State  a  period  equal  to  twice  that  spent  in  the 
I  school.     This  regulation  is  rigidly  enforced.     To  the  work  of 
preparing  teachers  for  the  common  schools  of  the  State  the 
State  Normal  School  has,  during  the  sixteen  years  of  its  ex- 
istence, addressed  its  entire  energies. 

By  what  means  does  it  seek  to  give  this  preparation  ?  The 
answer  may  be  made  as  follows: 

I.  It  seeks  to  lead  the  pupil  to  acquire  a  thorough,  scientific 
knowledge  of  the  branches  he  is  to  teach.  This  knowledge  is 
the  prime  condition  of  any  success  in  the  school-room.  The 
teacher's  instruction  in  a  given  subject  can  never  rise  above  his 
own  knowledge  of  that  subject.  No  knowledge  of  methods  of 
instruction,  however  excellent  in  themselves,  no  fund  of  gen- 
eral information,  however  accurate  and  extensive,  can  be  sub- 
stituted for  the  specific  and  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subjects 
which  the  individual  is  required  to  teach.  He  must  at  least 
know  these.  General  culture  and  information  will  greatly  aug- 
ment the  teaching  power  of  one  already  possessing  the  requisite 
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knowledge  of  what  is  to  be  taught,  as  will  also  correct  methods 
of  instruction  ;  but  these  are  auxiliaries  to,  not  substitutes  for, 
a  definite  understanding  of  the  matter  of  instruction.  The 
teacher  must  himself  know  that  which  the  pupils  are  expected 
to  acquire  under  his  tuition.  His  mastery  of  these  subjects 
must  be  thorough  and  complete. 

Other  things  equal,  he  is  the  best  teacher  of  a  subject  who 
has  the  most  thorough  and  complete  knowledge  of  it. 

ISTot  only  must  the  teacher  be  conversant  with  the  facts  of  the 
various  branches  he  teaches,  but  he  must  know  these  in  their 
logical  connections.  It  is  only  thus  that  they  form  a  subject  of 
study.  The  facts  of  Arithmetic,  for  example,  constitute  the 
science  of  Arithmetic  only  when  viewed  in  the  necessary  rela- ' 
tions  that  exist  among  the  facts  themselves. 

Knowledge  proper  is  to  be  distinguished  from  mere  informa- 
tion. The  latter  is  the  knowledge  of  facts,  as  facts,  i.  e.,  in 
their  isolation  ;  the  former  is  the  comprehension  of  facts  in 
their  organic  connections.  Information  is  not  education.  A 
mass  of  information  systematized  by  thinking  it  under  the  re- 
lations which  inhere  among  the  facts  and  principles  themselves, 
becomes  knowledge,  and  as  such  has  great  educational  value. 
The  teaching  of  the  various  branches  of  study  in  the  common 
schools  must  result  in  this  latter  form  of  knowledge.  This 
alone  confers  real  power  upon  the  pujul.  ]Many  persons,  under 
the  usual  test,  show  a  fair  degree  of  familiarity  with  the  sub- 
ject-matter of  this  or  that  branch  of  learning;  but  when  re- 
quired to  think  the  subject  as  a  system,  independently  of  a 
text-book  treating  it,  they  are  found  to  possess  no  adequate  co- 
herent knowledge  of  it.  It  is  a  necessarj^  part  of  a  teacher's 
knowledge  that  he  shall  have  thought  the  facts  of  the  various 
subjects  of  instruction  into  a  coherent  and  systematic  whole. 

While  such  a  knowledge  as  this  is  the  only  true  one  lor  an}' 
educational  purpose,  it  is  pre-eminently  the  teacher's  view. 

Nothing  less  than  this  orderly  knowledge  of  the  subject  will 
sutiice  for  the  teacher.  As  the  primary  requirement,  then,  the 
Kornial  School  seeks  to  ground  its  students  thoroughly  in  the 
knowledge  of  the  branches  required  to  be  taught  in  the  com- 
mon schools  of  the  State.  ' 

IL.  As  a  second  element  of  a  teacher's  preparation  for  the 
work  of  the  school-room,  the  IsTormal  School  endeavors  to  give 
its  students  a  knowledge  of  the   nature,  processes,  laws  and 
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Iproducts  of  the  human  mind.  Mind  is  the  subject  of  the  edu- 
cating process.  The  teacher  is  in  the  presence  of  from  thirty- 
five  to  fifty  children  from  five  to  six  hours  per  day.  It  is  his 
function  as  teacher  to  train  and  develop  each  of  these  individ- 
ual minds,  to  strengthen  them  in  every  correct  power  and 
habit  of  thought,  to  purify  and  chasten  their  feelings,  and  to 
present  such  motives  as  will  tend  to  the  discarding  of  all  bad 
habits  of  body  and  mind,  and  to  the  formation  of  correct  ones. 
:  To  train  a  faculty  or  power  of  the  mind,  it  must  be  exercised 
upon  its  proper  objects  and  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  its 
nature.  Exercise  is  the  condition  of  mental  growth  ;  but  men- 
tal activity  without  the  guidance  of  a  rational  end,  and  not  in 
obedience  to  the  proper  laws  of  the  faculty  exercised,  may  pro- 
duce a  distorted  and  abnormal  growth.  The  human  mind,  in 
its  natural  and  leading  forms  of  activit}^  with  their  conditions, 
laws  and  products,  bears  a  relation  to  the  art  of  teaching  simi- 
lar to  that  of  the  bodily  nature  and  functions  to  the  physician's 
art.  For  the  teacher  to  attempt  to  pursue  his  art,  with  all  its 
complicated  and  responsible  duties,  without  a  clear  knowledge 
of  the  processes  and  laws  of  mind,  is  hardly  less  irrational  than 
would  be  the  practice  of  medicine  without  an  adequate  knowl- 
edge of  the  principal  organs  of  the  body,  and  their  laws  and 
functions. 

Moreover,  the  teacher's  methods  of  instruction,  if  based  upon 
reasons  or  principles,  and  not  derived  from  mere  authority  and 
experiment,  must  spring  largely  from  the  study  of  mind.  The 
mind  is  to  be  educated.  The  instruments  of  the  process  are 
the  various  subjects  of  study.  These  two,  then — mind  and 
matter  of  study — must  be  the  main  factors  in  a  rational  or 
scientific  method  of  instruction.  In  this  thought  the  study  of 
mind  in  all  its  manifestations  occupies  a  prominent  place  in 
the  course  of  study  in  the  Normal  School.  The  effort  is  made 
to  study  mind  itself,  in  its  conditions,  activities,  laws  and  re- 
sults. Too  often  the  study  of  mental  science  is  made  the  mere 
learning  of  text,  without  verification  by  appeal  to  individual 
and  personal  mental  experience.  The  true  method  of  pursuing 
this  subject  is  by  introspection,  using  the  text  mainly  as  a  guide. 
For  the* teacher's  purpose,  it  must  be  chiefly  a  direct  study  of 
mind.  It  is  only  in  this  way  that  the  study  of  mental  science 
can  become  an  efficient  aid  to  the  teacher.  It  must  ever  be  ad- 
mitted and  emphasized  that  knowledge  of  the  subject  is  of  the 
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lirst  importance  to  whoever  would  teach  the  subject.  The 
teacher  must  know  that  which  he  is  to  teach.  Nevertheless, 
it  is  probably  true  that  more  failures  in  the  school  room  are 
due  to  ignorance  of  child  nature  than  to  any  other  cause.  The 
chief  weakness  in  the  public  schools  to-day  is  on  the  side  of 
mind,  not  ignorance  of  subjects.  Knowledge  of  motives,  con- 
ditions, processes,  and  laws  of  mind  activity  is  the  key  to  scien- 
tific instruction,  and  it  is  not  held  by  the  majority  of  teachers. 

III.  But  the  teacher's  preparation  must  include  more  than 
the  knowledge  of  the  branches  to  be  taught,  and  the  nature 
and  operations  of  mind.  It  is  all  important  that  the  teacher 
have  clear  and  correct  ideas  as  to  the  true  ends  of  the  educa- 
ting process.  His  theory  of  education,  i.  e.,  his  views  concerning 
the  main  results  to  be  accomplished  by  the  process  will  go  far 
toward  determining  the  spirit  and  methods  of  the  school  in 
all  its  work.  If  the  teacher  regards  the  informing  of  the  mind 
as  his  chief  work,  this  view  will  manifest  itself  in  all  he  does. 
If  to  him  the  prevailing  aim  of  the  school  is  to  lead  the  pupil 
to  acquire  a  large  fund  of  systematic  knowledge,  receiving  such 
training  of  the  intellectual  faculties  as  the  acquisition  of  this 
incidentally  and  necessarily  gives,  this  theory  will  in  a  great 
degree  determine  the  character  of  the  work  done  in  the  school. 

If  the  teacher  holds  information  and  systematized  knowl- 
edge, valuable  and  important  as  they  are,  to  be  necessary 
means  only,  and  the  quickening  and  unfolding  of  all  the  in- 
tellectual, moral  and  spiritual  faculties  to  be  the  abiding  aims 
of  the  school,  the  instruction  given  and  the  discipline  admin- 
istered will  look  to  this  end.  The  Normal  School  holds  that 
character  and  power  are  above  learning.  While  in  nowise  un- 
derestimating or  depreciating  the  value  of  knowledge,  it  yet 
teaches  that  the  ultimate  outcome  of  all  school  work  must  be 
the  individual  with  trained  powers  of  intellect,  acute  moral 
perceptions  and  sentiments,  a  will  trained  in  the  habit  of  obe- 
dience to  the  right,  and  a  reverential  spirit.  The  man  or  wo- 
man rounded  and  trained  in  every  natural  capacity  must  be  the 
aim  of  the  school. 

The  correct  theory  of  the  school  is  sought  to  be  imparted  by 
a  study  of  the  training  schools  in  their  actual  work,  by  an  ex- 
tended study  of  the  history  and  science  of  education,  and  by 
the  method  of  performing  the  daily  class-work  in  all  the  de- 
partments. 
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IV.  If  iu  a  fair  degree  litted  by  natural  aptitude  for  the 
work  of  instructing  and  managing  a  school,  a  person  trained 
in  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subjects  he  is  to  teach,  pos- 
sessing a  theoretical  knowledge  of  mental  activities  and  laws, 
and  grounded  in  a  correct  theory  of  education,  will  ultimately 
succeed  in  the  school-room.  The  problem  now  is,  how  to  re- 
duce the  period  of  actual  experiment  to  the  minimum.  The 
person  who  has  made  the  three-fold  preparation  indicated  is 
prepared  for  two  phases  of  work  which  should  precede  his  tak- 
ing charge  of  a  school,  namely,  (1)  the  study  of  methods  of 
instruction,  and  (2)  a  period  of  actual  practice,  under  compe- 
tent direction,  in  instructing  and  governing  schools. 

To  these  two  lines  of  work  the  ISTormal  School  gives  great 
prominence.  It  has  a  department  of  methods  and  a  system  of 
training  or  practice  schools.  Both  of  these  are  under  the  su- 
pervision and  direction  of  the  teacher  of  methods.  In  the 
first,  sufficient  instruction  is  given  to  enable  the  student  to  em- 
ploy his  knowledge  of  the  subject  and  of  mind  iu  determining 
a  rational  method  of  procedure  for  teaching  the  subject.  Spe- 
cial attention  is  given  to  methods  of  primary  instruction,  since 
in  the  lower  grades  the  foundations  of  knowledge  are  laid,  and 
the  immature  mind  has  less  power  to  seize  and  assimilate  know- 
ledge not  skillfully  presented.  The  schools  for  observation  and 
practice  include  all  the  grades  below  the  High  School.  They 
are  in  charge  of  competent  critic  teachers,  and  the  instruction 
given  in  them  is  in  harmony  with  the  theories  of  education 
and  instruction  taught  in  the  Normal  School.  Students  are  re- 
quired to  observe  and  interpret  the  work  of  the  practice 
schools  during  the  time  they  are  receiving  instruction  in  meth- 
ods, and  in  the  later  stages  of  the  course  of  instruction,  they 
are  required  to  spend  a  considerable  period  in  actual  teaching 
in  each  of  these  schools,  under  the  criticism  of  both  the  regu- 
lar critic  teacher  and  the  teacher  of  methods.  They  are  thus 
enabled  to  leave  the  school  possessing  a  fair  degree  of  skill  in 
the  instruction  and  management  of  classes,  attained  by  actual 
experience. 

The  State  Normal  School,  then,  undertakes  to  fulfill  the  pur- 
pose of  its  organization  by— (1)  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
branches  required  to  be  taught,  the  professional  aspects  of  the 
subject  receiving  attention  during  this  study;  (2)  by  giving  a 
comprehensive  knowledge  of  mind;  (3)  by  the  study  of  the  his- 
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tory  and  the  science  of  education;  and  (4)  by  a  system  of  in- 
struction in  methods,  and  an  extended  period  of  observation 
and  actual  teaching  in  the  training  schools  connected  with  the 
institution. 

As  a  means  of  conferring  special  preparation  for  the  work 
of  primary  instruction,  as  well  also  for  the  purpose  of  enlarg- 
ing and  completing  the  idea  of  education  in  the  minds  of  the 
students,  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  added  a  kindergarten  de- 
partment to  the  schools  for  observation  and  practice. 

This  is  designed  to  be  used  regularly  for  purposes  of  obser- 
vation, not  with  a  view  to  preparing  teachers  for  kindergarten 
work,  though  incidentally  it  will  do  this,  but  to  aid  them  in 
giving  life,  reality  and  vividness  to  the  primary  instruction  in 
the  public  schools.  The  benefits  arising  from  the  observation 
of  this  phase  of  instruction  and  school  management  are  deemed 
sufficient  to  justify  the  slight  additional  outlay  thus  made  nec- 
essary.

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COURSE    FOR    GRADUATES    OF    HIGH    SCHOOLS. 

( 7x00    Years.) 

All  graduates  from  commissioned  high  schools,  by  which  is 
meant  high  schools  whose  graduates  are  admitted  to  the  Fresh- 
man Class  of  the  Indiana  University  without  examination,  are 
admitted  to  this  course  upon  presenting  the  diploma  which 
would  entitle  them  to  admission  to  the  University.  Students 
in  this  course  must  complete  all  the  professional  work  of  the 
regular  English  course,  and  also  the  work  of  that  course  in  the 
common  school  branches,  including  History  and  Composition. 
This  work  must  all  be  done  in  the  institution.  If  they  can  pass 
a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  other  subjects  of  that  course 
they  will  not  be  required  to  study  them  in  the  school.  If  the}^ 
possess  the  scholarship  requisite  for  this  upon  entering,  they 
can  graduate  in  two  years. 

COLLEGE  GRADUATE  COURSE. 

Graduates  from  the  classical  course  of  our  colleges  and  uni- 
versities, and  those  who  have  ecjuivalent  scholarship,  will  make 
a  thorough  revicAV  of  the  common  school  branches,  and  will 
make  a  professional  stud}^  of  the  same,  and  complete  all  the 
work  set  forth  above.  Satisfactory  evidence,  in  addition,  that 
they  have  completed  the  course  of  study  in  the  college,  or  that 
they  have  equivalent  scholarship,  will  entitle  them  to  a  grad- 
uating certiiicate  from  the  Normal  School. 

The  instruction  given  embraces  the  following  subjects: 

First.  A  term's  work  (thirteen  weeks,  one  hour  per  day)  in 
each  of  the  common  scliool  branches,  viz:  Arithmetic,  Gram- 
mar, Reading,  Geography  and  United  States  Histor}'.  The 
purpose  of  this  study  is  to  lead  the  student  to  organize  his 
knowledge  of  these  subjects  in  accordance  with  the  method 
which  he  shall  discover  to  belong  to  each.  This  is  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  him  a  clear  view  of  the  method  of  teaching  each 
subject,  in  so  far  as  such  method  is  determined  by  the  method 
that  is  in  the  subject  itself. 

Second.     Educational  Psychology  for  one  term. 

Third.  The  theory  of  methods  to  be  employed  in  teaching 
Reading,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  Grammar  and  Composition. 
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In  this  study  the  student  is  led  to  discover  the  method  of  teach- 
ing by  making  a  conscious  application  of  the  laws  of  mental 
activity  and  growth  to  the  method  that  has  been  found  to  exist 
in  each  subject. 

Fourth.  A  study  of  the  schools  for  practice  for  one  term,  in 
order  to  establish  a  standard  of  instruction  and  government. 

Fifth.  A  study  of  the  theory  of  the  school,  and  the  prin- 
ciples and  rules  of  school  government  and  instruction. 

Sixth.  Practice  in  teaching  in  the  difierent  grades  of  the 
training  schools  under  the  criticism  of  critic  teachers  and 
teachers  of  method  for  two  terms,  until  the  student's  power  to 
instruct  in  every  grade  has  been  thoroughly  tested. 

Seventh.  A  study  of  the  organization  of  courses  of  study,  of 
the  gradation  of  schools,  of  the  legal  relations  of  the  teacher 
to  the  child,  and  of  the  mutual  relations  of  teachers  and  super- 
intendents. 

Eighth.  The  History  of  Education.  This  is  a  strictly  pro- 
fessional line  of  studies,  and  is  as  different  from  the  college 
curriculum  as  is  the  study  of  law  or  of  medicine.  The  time  is 
fast  approaching  when  mere  scholarship  will  not  serve  as  a 
passport  to  lucrative  positions.  The  demand  for  trained  teach- 
ers is  increasing  each  year.  It  is  possible  to  obtain  this  train- 
ing by  practice  in  teaching,  but  when  thus  obtained  it  is  at  too 
great  expense  of  time  on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  and  at  too 
great  cost  to  the  children.  A  year's  professional  study  will 
give  the  teacher  a  better  preparation  to  solve  the  numerous 
complex  and  difficult  problems  that  arise  in  school  manage- 
ment than  he  will  be  able  to  gain  in  five  years  of  practice. 
And  until  he  can  do  this  he  is  debarred  from  the  better  positions. 

ADVANCED    COURSE    OP    STUDY. 

Man}'  who  graduate  from  this  school  enter  from  the  common 
schools,  and  receive  their  entire  scholastic  training  here.  The 
severe  mental  discipline,  incident  to  the  work  required  of  them, 
makes  them  strong  and  methodical  thinkers,  and  establishes  hab- 
its of  reflection  and  power  of  discrimination  and  judgment  that 
enable  them  to  discharge  successfully  the  duties  of  superintend- 
ents or  teachers  of  high  schools,  with  the  exception  that  the 
regular  course  does  not  afford  a  sutficiently  extended  scholar- 
ship for  these  higher  positions. 
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To  give  this  higher  scholarship  a  post-graduate  course  of  in- 
struction has  been  provided  as  follows:

SPECIAL  C0URSE  FOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  GRADUATES. 

{One   Year.) 

Many  cities  can  not  maintain  a  city  training  school  for  edu- 
cating their  own  teachers.  Only  two  cities  in  the  State  sup- 
port such  schools.  The  N'ormai  School  Board  has  organized 
a  course  of  training  for  the  graduates  of  high  schools  contin- 
uing through  one  year,  which  gives  such  preparation  for  teach- 
ing in  the  primary  and  intermediate  grades  as  can  be  made  in 
so  short  a  time. 

It  is  designed  to  have  this  course  in  the  State  Normal  School 
supply  the  place  of  training;  schools  for  those  cities  that  do  not 
have  training  schools  of  their  own. 

This  will  be  a  strictly  professional  course,  in  which  a  large 
portion  of  the  time  of  the  student  will  be  spent  in  observation 
and  teaching  in  the  practice  schools  connected  with  the  insti- 
tution. Those  who  complete  this  course  will  not  be  entitled  to 
the  diploma  granted  by  the  school.  The  purpose  of  the  course 
is  to  relieve  the  school  officers  of  cities  from  the  necessity  they 
feel  of  employing,  as  teachers,  the  graduates  of  their  high 
schools  who  have  had  no  training  in  teaching.  A  year's  train- 
ing in  the  Normal  School  will  add  more  to  their  efficiency  as 
teachers  than  would  several  years'  practice  in  teaching,  and 
the  schools  will  be  supplied  with  a  much  better  class  of 
teachers. 
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THE    DISCIPLINE    OF    THE    SCHOOL. 


A  school  designed  to  be,  and  conducted  as,  a  school  for  the 
training  of  teachers,  should  be  in  all  particulars  a  model  school. 
The  instruction  given  in  all  the  departments  of  such  school 
should  be  of  the  best  type;  the  discipline  should  be  one  of  the 
highest  order,  and  the  general  spirit  and  tone  of  the  school 
should  be  such  as  ought  to  prevail  wherever  teacher  and  pupils 
meet  for  the  purpose  of  education. 

One  step  in  the  preparation  of  the  teacher  is  for  him  to  sub- 
mit himself  to  the  conditions  and  the  laws  of  behavior  which, 
later,  he  will  impose  upon  those  whom  he  instructs  and  gov- 
erns. The  aim  of  the  discipline  in  the  Normal  School  is  to 
lead  the  student  to  become  self-governing.  It  is  held  that  the 
rules  of  the  school  requiring  obedience  to  the  laws  of  prompt- 
ness, regularit}^,  silence,  industry,  etc.,  arise  from  the  nature  and 
ends  of  the  school  itself,  and  do  not  ground  themselves  merely 
in  the  teacher's  will. 

The  teacher  discovers,  states  and  enforces  these,  but  he  does 
not  make  them.  It  is  held  to  be  the  end  of  school  discipline 
to  lead  the  pupil  to  form  a  high  standard  of  behavior,  and  to  ac- 
quire the  habit  of  cheerful  and  prompt  obedience  to  the  voice 
of  duty  under  all  circumstances. 

CONDITION   OP    THE    SCHOOL. 

By  reference  to  page  8  of  this  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
number  of  students  attending  the  Normal  School  during  the 
past  year  was  ninety-one  in  excess  of  the  highest  enrollment 
for  any  previous  year.  The  current  term  shows  an  increase  of 
nearly  fifty  students  over  any  previous  enrollment  for  a  fall 
term.  This  healthful  growth  of  the  institution,  notwithstand- 
ing the  stringency  of  money  during  the  year,  is  very  gratify- 
ing. But  it  is  a  still  more  significant  fact  that  the  students  of 
the  past  year  have  possessed  a  higher  grade  of  scholastic  at- 
tainments than  those  of  former  years. 

Recognizing  the  necessity  for  professional  instruction  eleven 
graduates  of  colleges  and  thirty-two  graduates  of  commissioned 
High  Schools  of  the  State  have  been  in  attendance  during  one 
or  more  terms  of  the  year,  while  many  of  the  students  pursu- 
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ing  the  longer  course  of  study  are  teachers  of  extended  experi- 
ence, many  of  whom  hold  twenty-four  and  thirty-six  months' 
license  to  teach. 

This  indicates  that  higher  scholastic  and  professional  attain- 
ments are  demanded  than  were  formerly  required.  It  also 
shows  a  growing  approval  of  the  work  done  in  the  institution 
under  your  charge.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Indianapolis,  Inc.,  February  2,  188ii. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  Hospital  for  Insane; 

This,  the  thirty-seventh   annual  report,  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. 

The  general  results  of  the  year  show  that  we  had  at  the  be- 
ginning, November  1,  1884,  thirteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine 
(1389)  patients.  We  admitted  seven  hundred  and  seventy-four 
(774)  during  the  year.  Discharged  as  recovered,  improved,  un- 
improved, and  not  insane,  five  hundred  and  eighty-seven  (h87). 
There  were  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  deaths  (128).  At  the 
end  of  the  year,  October  31, 1885,  we  had  on  hand  fourteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-eight  (1448).  The  average  number  under  treat- 
ment, daily,  was  fourteen  hundred  and  twenty-one  (1421).  For 
more  detailed  account  of  movements  of  population  I  refer  you 
to'the  tables  in  the  appendix.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the 
percentage  of  deaths  is  less  in  the  past  two  than  at  any  period  ; 
in  ten  years.  , 

The  total  discharged  as  cured  is  small,  because  our  increased  i 
capacity  by  change  in  the  dining-room  has  enabled  us  to  gather  ; 
in  from  County  Poor-House  a  large  number  of  chronic  and  in-, 
curable  cases,  who  will  only  be  discharged  by  deatli.  The 
past  year  will  ever  be  remembered  as  one  fraught  with  disaster 
to  Hospitals  for  Insane.  No  less  than  five  institutions  have 
been  subject  to  the  flames,  and  in  several  the  lives  of  the  in- 
mates were  a  sacrifice  to  man's  cupidity  and  negligence ;  there 
is  no  reason  in  building  any  but  fire-proof  structures  for  the 
unfortunate  insane.  Without  magnifying  the  horrors  of  this 
subject,  I  will  state  that  from  December,  1884,  to  February, 
1885,  we  had  three  fires,  and  in  every  case  the  origin  was  from 
a  steam  pipe  in  contact  with  combustible  matter.     Fortunately 
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no  patients  were  injured.  The  cost  to  State  by  lire,  to  repair 
damages  and  provide  against  such  accidents  in  future,  has  been 
about  sixty  thousand  dollars  ($60,000). 


WORK. 

Besides  the  ordinary  work  upon  the  farm,  garden  and  lawn, 
the  patients  have  made  all  the  excavations  for  the  new  boiler- 
house  and  trenches  for  steam  pipe  connecting  the  same  with 
the  buildings ;  also  made  improvements  upon  the  new  avenue 
and  east  roadway.  Their  labor  is  estimated  by  contractors  as 
being  of  the  value  at  least  thirty-five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500) 
to  the  State.  In  the  Department  for  Men  patients  have  en- 
gaged in  all  kinds  of  labor  of  garden,  farm  and  household. 
Since  June  all  our  brooms  have  been  made  and  repaired  by  pa- 
tients. AyUumber  are  engaged  in  the  Upholsters'  and  Painters' 
Department,  while  all  our  lock  repairing,  picture  framing,  etc., 
has  been  done  by  them. 

SCHOOL. 

It  has  been  regarded  by  the  most  advanced  alienists  for  the 
past  half  century  that  education,  moral  culture,  mental  and 
manual  exercise  were  the  best  avenues  to  the  diseased  mind. 
The  slight  observation  of  the  results  in  our  very  limited  school 
for  the  past  year  convinces  me  that  not  only  should  the  body 
be  treated  to  a  healthful  condition,  but  the  mind  also  ;  and  that 
teaching  the  insane  is  a  powerful  means  of  cure.  There  is  lit- 
tle doubt  that  the  day  is  near  when  the  services  of  a  well-qual- 
ified teacher  upon  each  ward  will  be  deemed  as  necessary  as  the 
physician  or  the  apothecary.  Insane  persons  are  in  a  second 
infancy,  mentally ;  thoughtless,  willful,  acting  without  reason 
or  self-control.  Instruction,  added  to  proper  medical  treat- 
ment, will  do  in  a  degree  the  same  for  them  that  it  does  for 
children.  It  is  hoped  by  the  end  of  the  next  fiscal  year  it  will 
be  demonstrated  that  our  funds  are  sufficient  to  greatly  extend 
I  this  means  of  treatment  of  patients  by  a  properly  arranged 
school  system.  Be  it  remembered  that  our  school  is  now  lim- 
iited  to  the  Women's  Department,  and,  for  lack  of  facilities,  re- 
stricted to  about  two  hundred  persons. 
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I  am  convinced  that  in  education  and  manual  training  we 
have  a  means  at  hand  tenfold  more  powerful  to  cure  or  content 
the  insane  than  the  Materia  Medica,  cheerless  wards,  and  prison 
discipline  can  ever  offer.  I  append  the  report  of  our  excellent 
kind  teacher,  Mrs.  S.  J.  Lewis. 


EXERCISE. 

In  suitable  weather  all  our  patients,  except  an  average  of 
about  thirty-six,  go  out  from  the  wards  either  to  work  or  to 
walk,  or  engage  in  foot  ball,  base  ball  or  swinging  in  ham- 
mocks, etc.  The  women  manifest  at  all  times  a  more  lively 
disposition  than  the  men,  and,  strange  to  say,  prefer  foot  ball, 
whereas  the  men  ie-nore  it. 


RESTRAINTS  AND  ALCOHOL.  ^ 

In  the  thirty-sixth  annual  report  the  fact  was  noted  that 
alcoholic  beverages  had  been  abandoned  here,  as  well  as  mechan- 
ical restraints  in  the  treatment  of  insanity.  With  time  the 
evidence  grows  stronger  that  in  our  hospital  they  are,  as  a  rule, 
useless  as  well  as  injurious.  The  use  of  stupefying  and  sleep- 
producing  medicines  have  been  greatly  reduced,  while  we  have 
fewer  attendants  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  patients  than 
ever  before,  the  proportion  being  one  to  thirteen. 

FOOD  AND  WHAT  IT  COSTS. 

During  the  year  greater  attention  has  been  given  to  changing 
the  form  and  quality  of  food.  Milk  has  been  used  freely,  each 
patient  having  all  they  desired;  fresh  fruits  in  their  season  have 
been  supplied  abundantly ;  eleven  thousand  one  hundred  and 
twenty  quarts  of  strawberries,  fresh  from  the  garden,  were 
consumed,  and  five  car-loads  of  large  watermelons  in  their 
season.  Ripe  apples,  grapes,  oranges  and  bananas,  when  other 
fruits  and  berries  were  not  good  or  abundant,  were  dispensed 
upon  the  wards  two  or  three  times  each  week.  When  we  add 
these  luxuries  to  our  substantial  food,  as  seen  in  the  following 
bill  of  fare  (taken  at  random  from  daily  reports),  one  is  aston- 
ished at  the  small  expense  incurred  by  the  State. 
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BILL   OF   FARE. 


Breakfast — Meat,  hash,  butter,  coffee,  tea,  milk*,  bread  and 
butter. 

Dinner — Boiled  potatoes,  roast  fresh  pork,  sweet  potatoes, 
cabbage,  pickles,  and  ginger  cake. 

Supper — Peaches,  bread,  butter,  and  tea. 

Those  who  are  feeble  or  sick  have  selections  from  the  special 
diet  list,  which  has  within  its  range  milk,  cream,  tea,  coffee, 
chocolate,  beef  tea,  beef  essence,  eggs,  oysters,  poultry,  bread 
of  any  kind  ordered,  and  fresh  meats  as  desired. 


ESCAPES. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  we  have  no  fence  worth  men- 
tioning, and  two  villages  close  upon  our  north  and  south  bound- 
ary, and  but  one  day  watchman,  it  is  remarkable  that  so  few 
escapes  occur.  The  popular  opinion  that  a  large  number  of 
persons  get  away  arises  from  the  fact  that  as  soon  as  a  patient 
is  not  accounted  for,  we  telephone  the  Police  Station  and  the 
daily  papers,  as  the  surest  means  of  recovering  the  person 
escaped  in  case  they  are  in  the  city  or  attempting  to  get  away 
on  the  cars;  but  in  reality  the  patient  usually  returns  or  is 
found  within  an  hour  or  two,  but  the  latter  does  not  appear  in 
public  prints. 

Of  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-nine  (2,929)  per- 
sons under  treatment  during  the  year,  all  who  escaped  were 
returned  Or  found  but  two;  one  of  these,  a  professional  tramp, 
probably  left  the  State,  the  other  one  we  are  still  looking  for. 


SUICIDES. 

Two  suicides  occurred  during  the  year ;  one  a  man,  harmless 
patient,  working  in  the  dining-room,  escaped  to  a  wood  on  an 
adjoining  farm  and  hung  himself.  The  second  a  young  woman, 
slight  melancholy,  had  been  a  privileged  patient  for  some 
months,  became  despondent  at  the  news  of  her  being  discharged, 
walked  to  a  creek  half  a  mile  from  the  Hospital  and  drowned 
herself. 
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HOMICIDE. 


During  the^  hot  days  of  August  many  of  our  male  patients, 
with  their  attendants,  were  in  the  park,  some  of  the  former 
dozing  in  the  shade  on  benches  or  on  the  ground.  One  very 
quiet,  feeble  and  consumptive  individual,  who  had  never  man- 
ifested violent  tendencies,  suddenly  pulled  a  portion  of  fence 
slat  off  and  struck  a  sleeping  patient  a  blow  over  the  temple, 
killing  him  instantly. 

The  two  patients  were  not  believed  to  have  quarreled  at  any 
time.  The  murderer  did  not  seem  the  least  excited,  and  gave 
as  excuse :  "  He  was  my  enemy,  and  I  had  to  kill  him."  I 
I  will  state  that  in  the  above  cases  the  Coroner  was  instantly 
called  and  the  press  given  the  facts.  To  keep  the  large  number 
of  suspected  suicides  constantly  in  that  seclusion  and  restraint 
which  would  put  it  beyond  their  power  to  commit  the  act  would 
cause  a  larger  number  of  deaths  than  would  occur  from  suicides. 
The  question  is  as  to  whether  we  shall  slowly,  by  restraint  and 
life  imprisonment,  deteriorate  the  lives  of  many  on  suspicion 
that  some  might  kill  themselves  quickly,  or  give  all  a  chance  at 
restoration  by  liberty  under  surveillance. 

CHANGES. 

Formerly  each  ward  had  its  separate  dining-room.  We  had, 
therefore,  forty-eight  meals  to  divide  and  subdivide,  and  to  send 
a  long  distance  to  the  ward  dining-rooms,  when  the  food  was 
again  divided  into  as  many  portions  as  there  were  patients  and 
attendants.  The  objection  to  this  was  :  First — Food  not  hot 
or  in  sTOod  condition  in  the  more  remote  wards.  Second — Un- 
equal  distributions  of  food  on  the  plates  of  patients  by  the 
hurried  and  the  hungry  attendants.  Third — There  could  be  no 
ofiicial  supervision  at  forty-eight  tables.  Fourth — All  food  un- 
used was  returned  as  "slop,"  and  great  waste  of  bread,  meats, 
etc.  Fifth — There  were  many  cases  of  injury  and  quarrels 
among  the  patients  at  meal  time.  To  obviate  all  this  I  abol- 
ished the  system  of  ward  dining-rooms  in  the  department  for 
men,  and  took  two  wards  at  either  end  of  the  building  and 
made  two  long  dining-rooms  for  the  patients,  of  capacity  for 
about  three  hundred  and  fifty  each.  The  same  was  done  in 
the  north   half  of  the  department  for  women;    the  old  ward 
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dining-rooms  are  now  used  as  ward  dormitories.  This  has  given 
us  much  needed  space ;  now  it  is  easy  to  serve  food  hot.  The 
patients  are  waited  upon  by  "  trusties,"  supervised  by  two  dining- 
room  stewards,  and  the  whole  meal  and  its  being  served  can  be 
easily  watched  by  a  supervisor  or  medical  officer.  In  this  way 
attendants  get  a  quiet  meal  away  from  the  patients,  and  the 
bread,  meat,  butter,  etc.,  is  given  by  the  waiters  to  each  in  quan- 
tities desired  ;  the  remainder  is  sent  back  and  served  for  another 
meal.  There  is  a  saving  of  about  fifteen  per  cent,  in  the  cost 
of  subsistence  by  this  method  over  the  old  plan  ;  besides,  pa- 
tients like  the  change,  and  after  a  short  time  become  accustomed 
to  their  places  at  the  table  and  are  quiet  and  well  behaved.  The 
Fourth  of  July  our  picnic  was  held  in  the  park,  where  over 
fourteen  hundred  patients  sat  down  at  one  great  radiate  table. 
I  am  convinced  that  in  every  way  a  common  is  better  than  the 
special  table  plan.  There  are  many  overcrowded  hospitals  for 
insane  that  could  find  a  cheap  means  of  increasing  capacity  by 
building  a  long,  general  dining-room. 


MEN    AND    THEIR   WIVES    AS    ATTENDANTS    ON   MALE    WARDS. 

Since  May  I  have  been  gradually  introducing,  as  attendants, 
men  and  their  wives  on  the  wards  of  the  department  for  men ; 
and  now  have  six  wards  so  attended.  I  think  the  plan  has 
many  advantages,  and  when  we  remember  that  there  are  large 
hospitals  for  insane  under  charge  of  Sisters  of  Charity,  it  is  un- 
doubtedly feasible.  As  a  rule  the  male  patients  are  better  at- 
tended, there  are  fewer  quarrels  on  the  wards,  and  the  patients 
are  more  attentive  to  t?ieir  clothing,  when  the  hand  and  voice 
of  a  woman  can  reach  them. 


DENTIST. 

The  appointment  of  a  dentist  has  been  fraught  with  much 
good  to  a  large  number  of  our  patients;  the  insane  either  have 
very  poor  teeth,  or  through  neglect  of  them  suffer  greatly,  and 
have  aches  which  prevent  thorough  mastication  of  food,  thus 
rendering  them  irritable  and  dyspeptic.  Many  improvements 
in  mental  condition  have  been  noticed  since  some  of  the  teeth 
were  extracted,  or  new  ones  made  for  them. 
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PATHOLOGY. 


For  the  purpose  of  further  improvement  in  our  science,  the 
medical  staff  of  the  Hospital  have  organized  a  Pathological  So- 
ciety, and  appointed  a  non-resident  pathologist,  whose  report 
is  appended.  Many  of  our  leading  institutions  have  a  pathol- 
ogist who  is  paid  by  the  State,  and  devotes  his  whole  time  to 
investigations.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  and  I  hope  in  another 
year  our  Hospital  will  number  among  them. 

SURGICAL.  I 

I  am  pleased  to  report  another  case  of  insanity,  caused  by  a  1 
blow  upon  the  skull  three  years  ago,  cured  by  cutting  away  | 
the  bone  and  removing  the  depressed  portion  from  the  brain.  | 
The  patient,  a  healthy  temperate  Englishman,  aged  forty-eight,  i 
a  machinist  in  this  city  (Indianapolis,  Ind.),  in  a  quarrel  was  1 
struck  by  a  stove  lid  lifter,  May  7,  1882.     The  blow  was  fol-  ,' 
lowed  by  partial  unconsciousness  for  several  days,  from  which  j 
he  gradually  recovered  sufficiently  to  return  to  work  in  a  few  I 
months;   "but  things  never  went  right  after  that,"   he  says;  J 
melancholy  and  despondency,  with  suicidal  tendency, developed,  i 
Business  was   given   up,  and  he  was   finally  admitted   to  the  ! 
Hospital,  July  30,  1885.     Examination  showed  no  depression  [ 
— save  a  little  spot  near  the  vertical  center  of  the  skull,  as  large  ; 
as  a  small  bird  shot.     August  25th,  I  made  a  triangular  flap  in  ! 
the  scalp,  leaving  the  spot  as  a  center,  in  placing  the  point  of  | 
the  Trephine  in  this  spot  the  blood  instantly  spouted  in  almost  i 
a  continuous  stream  from  the  depression.     The  trephine  was 
abandoned  and  chisel  used  to    gouge  out  a  lenticular-shaped 
island  of  bone  an  inch  long  and  half  an  inch  wide,  the  curv-  , 
ature  of  this  bone  extended  to  the  parietal  suture;  a  spicula  ■ 
of  bone  was  found  in  shape  of  a  short,  headless  carpet  tack, 
driven  into  the  brain,  at  a  point  I  would  judge  at  the  junction  ; 
of  the  posterior  central  convolution  with  the  upper  parietal,  or 
at  the  upper  end  of  the  fissure  of  Rolando.     The  loss  of  blood 
was  very  great,  and  although  the  chloroform  was  withdrawn  j 
some  fifteen  minutes  before  the  operation  was  finished,  he  had' 
the  appearance  of  being  dead;  but  finally  he  came  round  withj 
easy  respiration  and  perceptible  pulse.    In  an  hour  he  was  per-j 
fectly  conscious,  and  he  declared  he  "felt  like  a  new  man."} 
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The  scalp  wound  healed  first  by  intention,  and  the  patient  left 
the  Hospital  the  sixth  day,  and  has  resumed  his  work  "  with 
'  a  new  life." 

REPAIRS. 

During  the  past  year  the  repairs  on  our  buildings  have  been 
extensive  and  valuable.  The  roofs  were  reslated  over  large 
tracts;  the  cornices,  towers,  gutters,  etc.,  have  been  repainted. 
Most  of  the  rooms  in  the  section  of  the  building  injured  by 
fire  and  water  have  been  replastered.  All  the  steam  pipes  in 
both  buildings  have  been  covered  with  double  layers  of  asbes- 
tos and  felt.  New  chairs  have  been  purchased  to  replace  those 
worn  out  and  broken.  Some  fifteen  wards  have  been  tastefully 
painted  and  decorated,  and  the  floors  covered  with  wood  pre- 
servative, which  is  preferable  to  oil.  During  the  year  religious 
services  have  been  kept  up  each  Sabbath,  and  a  variety  of 
amusements  presented  each  week,  in  which  the  patients  take 
great  interest,  music  with  dancing  being  the  favorite  form  of 
enjoyment.  A  ward  has  been  set  aside  for  all  who  are  sick  in 
bed,  or  require  special  care;  upon  this  ward  a  night  nurse  has 
charge,  of  attending  to  the  wants  of  the  sick  during  the  night. 
No  changes  have  occurred  during  the  year  in  the  medical  stafi", 
except  the  promotion  of  Dr.  W.  J.  Browning  from  his  position 
as  interne  to  assistant  physician.  Dr.  Sarah  Stockton  has  con- 
tinued her  duties  upon  the  women's  wards,  giving  special  at- 
tention to  their  peculiar  diseases,  with  perfect  satisfaction  and 
good  results  (see  report  of  special  work).  Dr.  A.  J.  Thomas, 
first  assistant  in  the  department  for  men,  has  conducted  his 
department  in  a  most  successful  manner,  making  many  valued 
improvements  upon  his  wards. 

THANKS. 

To  J.  C.  Jameson,  druggist,  we  are  all  indebted,  not  only  for 
the  perfect  manner  in  which  he  has  conducted  his  specialty,  but 
for  his  general  good  service  in  every  department  where  his  sci- 
entific knowledge  and  mechanical  ability  were  called  for.  To 
Mr.  Jameson,  along  with  engineers  Edward  Cain  and  Thomas 
Stewart  and  the  fire  brigade,  the  whole  State  is  indebted  for 
cool,  prompt,  continuous  and  useful  work  during  the  dreadful 
fire  of  Jan.  26,  1885.     And  to  Eva  Smith,  Hospital  clerk,  not 
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only  for  the  careful  management  of  books  and  papers  pertain- 
ing to  the  patients,  but  for  the  coolness  and  energy  she  dis- 
played in  remaining  at  the  telephone  desk  for  six  hours, 
receiving  and  sending  out  the  hundreds  of  orders  and  commu- 
nications while  the  fire  was  raging,  special  thanks  are  hereby 
tendered.  To  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Indianapo- 
lis, who  so  promptly  responded  to  our  call  for  aid,  and  pre- 
vented the  total  destruction  of  this  Hospital,  my  thanks  were 
as  nothing ;  they  should  be  tendered  them  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  Hospital  and  by  the  State  Legislature.  There  are  a  large 
number  of  friends  of  the  Hospital  who  have  favored  the 
patients  by  excellent  music  and  entertainments  at  various 
times,  and  also  delighted  them  by  donations  of  packages  of 
magazines,  illustrated  papers,  etc.;  they  have  the  grateful  re- 
membrance and  thanks  of  the  whole  institution. 

Finally,  to  you,  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  I  desire 
to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  uniform  kindness  with  which 
you  have  borne  with  the  many  errors  that  occur  in  the  man- 
agement of  so  large  an  institution,  and  for  the  generous  sup- 
port you  have  given  me  in  every  undertaking  to  insure  the 
safety,  comfort,  and  restoration  of  the  patients.

REPORT    OF    SPECIAL   WORK   IN    THE    DEPARTMENT    FOR   WOMEN. 

In  December,  1883,  an  appointment  in  the  Department  for 
Women  enabled  me  to  commence  the  work  of  making  exam- 
inations, and  applying  treatment  for  the  relief  of  the  derange- 
ments and  diseases  of  the  pelvic  organs  by  which  both  mental 
and  physical  health  of  insane  women  might  be  benefited.  I 
have  continued  such  work  in  connection  with  my  service  as 
ward  physician,  having  been  assigned  duty  as  a  member  of  the 
medical  staff. 

In  cases  where  an  investigation  of  the  condition  of  the 
pelvic  organs  was  indicated,  I  have  invariably  found  some  form 
of  disorder.  Ninety-four  cases  were  examined,  but  only  those 
were  treated  whose  mental  and  physical  condition  would  justify 
the  efforts  made  for  relief,  or  cases  in  which  it  was  only  possi- 
ble to  promote  physical  comfort.  The  derangements  which  I 
have  found  most  frequent  are  the  various  displacements  and 
inflammations  of  the  uterine  and  ovarian  tissues.     Occasionally 
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such  complications  as  laceration  of  the  cervix  uteri.  Tumors 
^nd  abnormal  growths  are  seldom  met  with.  Irregularities  of 
menstruation  are  common  among  insane  women,  but  I  do  not 
believe  that  in  every  instance  it  takes  part  in  causing  insanity. 
The  menstrual  secretion  may  be  influenced  by  strong  mental 
■emotions.  Agitation  of  the  mind  from  external  influences,  or 
increased  cerebral  excitement  that  calls  for  a  greater  amount 
of  blood  and  nervous  energy,  will  for  a  time  arrest  the  men- 
strual flow.  In  those  cases  removal  of  the  exciting  cause,  with 
remedies  that  will  aid  in  restoring  the  nervous  and  mental 
■equilibrium,  will  usually  result  in  a  return  of  menstruation, 
and  prove  to  be  the  first  evidence  of  recovery.  Dysmenorrhea, 
due  to  accidental  causes,  undoubtedly  exerts  more  or  less  influ- 
•ence  in  mental  disorders.  In  my  work  here  several  cases  of 
melancholia  and  hysterical  mania  have  yielded  to  well  directed 
•eftbrts  for  relief,  and  with  the  return  of  the  menstrual  flow 
there  was  restoration  of  the  mind  as  well  as  body.  Soon  after 
the  commencement  of  my  work  my  attention  was  called  to  a 
case  of  melancholia  in  which  there  had  been  persistent  suicidal 
tendencies  early  in  the  attack.  General  treatment  had  resulted 
in  some  improvement,  but  there  was  still  derangement  with  de- 
cided symptoms  of  endometritis,  and  at  each  menstrual  period 
severe  dysmenorrhea.  The  difiiculties  soon  yielded  to  treat- 
ment. The  mental  as  well  as  physical  health  improved  to  such 
an  extent  that  the  patient  has  been  enabled  to  go  home  to  her 
friends,  apparently  as  well  as  she  had  ever  been.  As  such 
work  is  comparatively  new  in  our  Institution,  time  will  be  re- 
quired for  further  investigation.  The  perverted  ideas  and  loss 
of  self-control  incident  to  the  mental  disturbance  render  a 
course  of  special  treatment  of  insane  women  more  diflicult, 
and  in  some  instances  form  a  barrier  to  success.  Many  of  the 
cases  do  not  come  under  observation  until  the  derangement  has 
assumed  a  chronic  form,  or  has  passed  beyond  the  possibility 
of  .any  thing  but  temporary  relief. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1885,  more  than 
seventy  cases  were  examined  and  treated.  The  results  have 
confirmed  my  opinion,  formed  from  the  work  of  the  previous 
year,  regarding  the  influence  of  sexual  disorders  upon  the  men- 
tal and  physical  health  of  insane  women.  A  small  number  of 
cases  were  not  materially  benefited  by  treatment.  Some  left 
the  hospital  before  the  extent  of  improvement  could  be  ascer-

tained.  In  some  cases  the  result  was  most  gratifying.  After 
returning  to  their  homes,  they  have  reported  better  health  than 
they  have  enjoyed  for  years  previous  to  treatment.  On  March 
30,  1885,  a  patient,  thirty-iive  years  of  age  was  received,  with 
the  history  of  being  violent,  hysterical,  destructive  and  homi- 
cidal. She  had  attempted  to  kill  her  children,  and,  when  ad- 
mitted, was  restrained  with  handcuft",  to  prevent  her  from  in- 
juring herself  or  others.  It  was  with  difficulty  that  medicines 
were  given  by  any  method.  She  would  destroy  clothing  made 
of  the  strongest  material,  often  using  her  teeth  as  well  as  her 
hands  for  that  purpose.  She  was  profane  and  filthy  in  her 
habits,  and  so  vicious  that  it  was  hazardous  to  those  who  had 
care  of  her. 

Occasionally  for  a  short  time  she  would  become  more  quiet 
and  manageable,  but  there  was  no  evidence  of  permanent  im- 
provement. She  had  not  menstruated  since  she  was  admitted,, 
but  there  was  no  history  of  uterine  derangement. 

Early  in  August  I  was  called  to  the  ward  to  see  her  and 
found  the  uterus  in  a  state  of  complete  procidentia.  The  day 
previous  she  was  unusually  excitable,  and  passed  urine  fre- 
quently which  seemed  to  cause  a  great  deal  of  pain.  Chloro- 
torm  was  administered,  the  uterus  replaced  and  a  tampon  with 
an  astringent  application  introduced  to  retain  it  in  position. 
The  patient  was  confined  to  her  bed  by  means  of  narcotics  given 
hypodermically  until  she  was  sufficiently  improved  to  admit  of 
further  examination.  The  uterus  was  found  to  be  enlarged  and 
soft,  with  a  condition  of  severe  endometritis  existing.  Appli- 
cations were  made  to  the  uterine  cavity  and  vagina.  No  other 
treatment  was  given  excepting  tonics.  September  ]8,  menstru- 
ation returned.  The  patient  was  so  much  improved  that  she 
was  permitted  to  have  the  freedom  of  the  hospital  grounds,  and 
was  discharged  October  5.  Since  she  returned  home  she  reports 
excellent  health,  both  mentally  and  physically. 

But  little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  surgical  procedure. 
During  the  year  there  were  three  operations  of  trachalorraphy. 
One  of  the  cases  was  restored  and  left  the  hospital  in  good 
health.  A  second  case  was  improved,  but  there  were  other 
complications  that  interfered  with  recovery.  The  third  case 
was  one  of  recurrent  insanity,  and  was  not  benefited  by  the 
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operation.  There  was  one  operation  of  perineorraphy,  which 
resulted  successfully.  The  patient  has  returned  to  her  home 
very  much  improved. 

There  was  one  operation  of  laparotomy,  but  without  success ; 
the  patient  dying  of  peritonitis  in  five  days  after  the  operation. 
The  necessity  for  attention  to  disturbances  peculiar  to  their  sex 
is  as  obvious  among  insane  women  as  it  is  with  the  patients  of 
the  general  practitioner  or  the  specialist.  I  can  not  regard  its 
value  as  over  estimated  when  such  services  are  indicated. 

It  would  be  as  reasonable  to  suppose  that  any  set  of  organs 
could  be  excluded  as  the  cause  of  ill  health,  either  mentally  or 
physically,  in  any  other  department  of  medicine,  as  among  the 
insane.  There  are  many  cases  of  insanity  in  which  uterine  and 
ovarian  diseases  take  no  part,  and  again  cases  in  which  no  other 
cause  can  be  ascertained. 

Physicians  engaged  in  endeavoring  to  relieve  those  afilicted 
with  such  a  deplorable  malady  as  disease  of  the  mind,  should 
use  any  means  within  their  power  to  relieve  and  restore,  and 
when  the  insanity  of  women  is  either  due  to,  or  aggravated  by, 
reflex  causes,  special  treatment  will  undoubtedly  aid  them  in 
their  efi'orts.  Dr.  Sarah  Stockton. 

SCHOOL    REPORT. 

In  presenting  this  first  annual  report  of  the  school  at  the 
Indiana  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  we  feel  that  only  a  very  slight 
idea  of  it  can  be  given.  Yet  the  necessity  for  an  exposition  of 
the  work  being  so  great,  we  can  not  shrink  from  performing 
the  task.  The  huge  proportions  of  the  Hospital,  so  over- 
whelming at  the  beginning,  the  best  means  of  reaching  and 
arousing  an  interest  in  those  hitherto  unconcerned  continues 
to  be  our  thought  and  care. 

The  final  success  of  the  work  depends  largely  upon  the  pro- 
vision of  rooms,  teachers,  etc.,  for  the  execution  of  plans  in 
contemplation.  The  organization  of  the  school  began  on  the 
17th  of  March,  1885.  The  first  efibrt  towards  instruction  a  few 
days  later. 

Then  we  proposed  to  reach  the  whole  hospital,  or,  indeed, 
such  patients  as  might  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privi- 
lege of  the  school,  and  accordingly  four  separate  schools  were 
established,  each  school  meeting  one  day  out  of  each  week,  and 
each  alternate  week  a  half  day  extra. 
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This  plan  was  pursued  until  the  middle  of  August,  when,, 
determining  that  more  could  be  accomplished  by  successive 
days  of  work  and  study,  the  four  schools  were  merged  into  two^ 
and  thus  each  class  now  enjoys  two  and  one  half  days  each 
week.  The  sessions  have  always  consisted  of  four  hours  daily 
— two  in  the  morning  and  two  in  the  afternoon. 

As  we  have  hoped  to  see  the  work,  each  school-room  shall 
be  arranged  to  accommodate  thirty  pupils  in  a  class,  these 
classes  coming  as  regularly  as  possible  every  morning.  School- 
rooms to  be  supplied  with  every  needed  appliance  in  the  way 
of  books,  pictures,  etc.,  and  one  teacher,  with  an  assistant. 

Afternoons,  if  a  large  room  can  be  found,  greater  numbers 
may  assemble,  and  work  in  endless  variety  shall  be  provided. 
Music  and  calisthenics,  with  marching,  shall  here  form  a  promi- 
nent feature  of  the  school. 

Doubtless  4iiany  will  say  this  will  involve  great  expense.  So 
it  will ;  but  is  it  not  better  to  make  the  Hospital  what  it  pur- 
ports to  be,  a  retreat  where  the  unfortunate  may,  by  every 
possible  humanitarian  means,  be  lured  back  to  sanity  and  hap- 
piness, than  to  have  it  a  place  where  those  who  suffer  only 
slight  mental  derangement  are  driven  to  positive  insanity  by 
confinement  and  monotony?  To  those  who  attend,  school  days 
are  regarded  as  the  one  bright  spot  in  their  lives;  then  why 
not  make  this  recreation  in  every  way  as  attractive  as  we  can  ? 

Since  the  work  began,  over  two  hundred  and  fifty,  perhaps 
three  hundred,  patients  have  enjoyed  its  advantages;  some  for 
study,  others  to  see  what  was  going  on,  but  the  largest  number 
for  work. 

Knitting,  plain  sewing,  crotcheting  and  embroidery  have 
been  given  them.  Thirty  have  done  creditable  work  in  linen 
embroidery ;  six  have  done  equally  well  in  silk.  A  great  number 
crochet  or  knit  beautiful  lace,  and  seem  content  with  making 
yard  after  yard  of  it  for  the  mere  pleasure  of  doing  it.  More 
than  six  hundred  yards  have  been  made  in  the  last  six  months. 

The  best  lace  makers,  as  a  rule,  do  not  come  to  school,  prov- 
ing conclusively  that  some  occupation  with  which  they  are 
content  is  the  thing  needed  for  these  people. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  pupils  now  belong- 
ing to  the  school,  with  an  average  attendance  of  forty.  All  of 
them  do  a  greater  or  less  amount  of  work,  with  the  exception 
of  twenty-five,  who  come  to  hear  the  singing  and  for  the  pleas- 
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ure  of  being  there.  Sixty  take  an  interest  in  lessons.  These 
have  been  mainly  reading  and  writing  lessons ;  the  latter  on 
slates  necessarily.  Geography  and  arithmetic  are  to  be  added 
to  the  studies  as  soon  as  practicable ;  also  writing  in  copy 
books.  This  we  have  been  unable  to  do,  owing  to  our  limita- 
tions in  every  respect.* 

Some  patients  enjoy  making  paper  flowers;  one  in  particular 
excels  in  this  direction,  and  we  hope  to  induce  her  to  teach 
others.  Another,  who  is  possessed  of  genuine  artistic  skill, 
has  finished  a  picture  in  oil,  which  would  reflect  credit  upon  a 
more  fortunate  mind.  She  also  draws  flowers  very  naturally^ 
and  has  done  some  painting  on  satin. 

The  success  of  this  undertaking  is  largely  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  inclination  of  pupils  has  been  consulted.  We  have 
tried  to  have  each  one  happy  in  what  she  was  doing. 

Regretting  often  that  the  regular  work  of  the  kindergarten 
must  be  deferred,  we  have  applied  its  principles  and  look  for- 
ward hopefully  to  its  work  as  being  very  attractive  to  many  of 
Ithe  ladies. 

^Notwithstanding  the  many  discouraging  circumstances  to 
[which  we  have  been  subjected  so  far,  an  interest  is  awakened 

n  certain  localities  where  it  was  least  expected,  and  for  this  we 

re  grateful.  If  a  few  of  the  almost  hopeless  lives  throughout 
^he  wards  are  enabled,  by  some  simple  employment,  to  forget 

heir  troubles  for  even  a  few  hours  daily,  we  ought  to  feel  re- 
paid. 

I  There  is  an  inclination  to  the  belief  that  large  numbers  of 
phese  people  can  be  instructed  together;  our  experience  war- 
rants this  conclusion,  that  in  classes  of  over  twenty  or  twenty- 
live,  the  work  is  most  harassing  to  both  teacher  and  pupils. 
I^few  hours  spent  daily  with  this  number  will  accomplish  more 
|n  every  way. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  state  that  peculiar  quali- 
.|ications  are  required  in  the  successful  teacher  in  this  work; 

U8t  anybody  can  not  teach  them.     Nervous  people  need  not 

lope  to  succeed.  Any  one  aspiring  to  the  place  should  have  a 
pod  education — this  should  embrace  music  —  should  have  un- 
limited patience,  gentleness  and  kindness,  with  a  genuine  in- 

erest  in  and  love  for  the  work  for  its  own  sake. 
The  field  is  ripe  for  the  mature  and  thoughtful  mind  possess- 

ng  the  stated  qualities  and  acquirements. 
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Said  a  dear  friend,  when  told  of  the  discouraging  features  of 
the  work,  "Ah,  yes,  I  see,  it  is  all  sowing  and  no  reaping;" 
and  surely  we  often  think  it  is,  for  to-day  our  pupil  may  be 
kind  and  docile,  ready  to  do  all  we  desire ;  to-morrow  the  flash- 
ing eye  and  disheveled  locks  tell  us  "hands  oflf." 

But  at  last  there  is  reward.  When  the  door  of  the  hospital 
closes  behind  them  and  they  go  out  slowly,  with  blessings  for 
the  little  the  school  did  for  them. 

"Without  it,  what  should  I  have  done?"  is  the  verdict  of 
many;  and  so,  through  months  of  anxiety  lest  wh%t  we  were 
doing  might  not  be  the  right  thing  for  them,  our  conception 
of  the  work  has  been  wrought  out.  May  we  not  hope,  since 
God  is  just  and  right  is  might,  that  the  years  to  come  may  wit- 
ness its  growth  into  strength  and  perfection. 

Considering  the  embarrassments  incident  to  this  undertak- 
ing, we  are  pleased  to  annex  the  work  of  the  different  classes, 
feeling  that  it  reflects  great  credit  upon  them:

Of  this  long  list  of  articles  in  fancy  work  alone,  nearly  three 
hundred  and  fifty  in  all,  not  one  was  injured  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  render  it  unsalable,  and  but  one  was  lost. 

Feeling  the  incompleteness  of  this  report,  it  is  with  reluct- 
ance that  we  leave  it.  Only  an  actual  association  with  the  work 
can  convey  a  true  idea  of  it  in  all  of  its  details.  It  is  useless 
to  write  further,  hoping  sufiicient  has  been  said  to  excite  an  in- 
terest in  those  hitherto  unconcerned.

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PATHOLOGY. 


I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  by  the  Patho- 
logical Department  during  the  short  period  since  its  establish- 
ment in  this  Hospital.  The  observations  thus  far  made  refer 
to  post  mortem  examinations  and  to  urinary  analyses,  and  have 
been  facilitated  by  the  organization  of  a  society  for  pathological 
study,  the  membership  of  which  comprises  the  Hospital  staff, 
and  a  pathologist  in  the  present  case  not  a  resident. 

In  accordance  with  medical  experience  in  post  mortem  ex- 
amination of  those  who  have  died  insane,  a  certain  proportion 
of  the  cases  examined  here  have  afforded  no  gross  evidence  of 
cerebral  disease.  It  is  thought,  however,  that  lesions  of  impor- 
tance, too  minute  for  detection  without  the  aid  of  the  micro- 
scope, exist  in  this  class  of  cases  generally,  and  with  this  view, 
especial  attention  has  been  given  to  the  cerebral  vascular 
system. 

Valuable  information  has  been  gained  in  this  most  important 
branch  of  the  pathology  of  insanity.  In  fact,  the  changes  most 
€onstantly  found  post  mortem  in  the  series  of  examinations 
covered  by  this  report,  relate  to  the  cerebral  blood  vessels. 

At  times  the  microscopical  appearances  of  disease  are  suffi- 
<3iently  obvious,  but  more  frequently  the  vessel  wallshave  been 
found  by  microscopical  examination  to  be  the  seat  of  organic 
changes,  the  result  of  tubercular  or  syphilitic  deposit,  whereby 
the  coats  are  thickened  and  the  lumen  narrowed,  very  materi- 
ally interfering  with  the  blood  supply. 

Senile  atrophic  conditions,  with  thinned  and  friable  vessels, 
have  been  also  repeatedly  noted.  Only  once  has  a  red  softened 
apoplectic  spot  been  observed,  but  capillary  hemorrhage  has 
not  uncommonly  appeared  in  association  with  acute  congestive 
mania,  resulting  fatally.  Tubercular  nodules  along  the  course 
-of  arteries  have  been  occasionally  found. 

An  interesting  question  concerning  the  relation  of  phthisis 
to  insanity  has  received  some  attention,  the  association  of  the 
two  maladies  being  of  the  closest.  It  must,  however,  remain 
debatable  in  most  instances,  inasmuch  as  the  way  of  life  neces- 
sarily incidental  to  the  latter  condition  is,  of  itself,  favorable  to 
the  development  of  tubercle,  and  would  possibly  produce 
phthisis  in  persons  not  insane. 

Nevertheless,  there  are  many  instances  of  insanity  where  the 
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brain  tissue  is  found,  on  examination,  to  contain  the  so-called 
cells  of  tubercle,  where  all  gross  evidence  of  disease  is  wanting. 
Deviations  from  a  normal  standard,  found  in  the  brains  exam- 
ined in  this  Hospital,  and  which  aiforded  obvious  abnormalities, 
comprise  asymmetry  of  the  lateral  halves,  thinning  of  the  corti- 
cal substance,  flattening  the  convolutions  and  changes  in 
consistency.  Tumors  have  not  heretofore  been  observed. 
Asymmetry  is  common  enough,  probably  not,  however,  by  any 
means  confined  to  the  insane.  Thinning  of  the  cortical  sub- 
stance was  noted  in  two  cases  of  dead  epileptics. 

Flattening  of  the  convolutions  was  seen  in  three  cases  where 
the  brain  was  oedematous,  associated  with  the  last  condition  of 
change  in  consistency.  Once  there  appeared  a  general  indura- 
tioti  of  the  cerebral  n>asses  with  marked  anaemia.  The  patient 
had  been  the  subject  of  dementia  for  many  years,  and  the 
neuroglia  was  found  greatly  developed  at  the  expense  of  the 
nervous  elements.  Among  epileptic  patients  there  has  not  been 
found  any  constant  abnormalities,  but  it  may  be  mentioned 
that  the  brains  of  dead  epileptics  have  not,  thus  far,  appeared 
to  be  anaemic,  often,  on  the  contrary,  being  found  rather  hyper- 
aemic  than  otherwise. 

Among  this  class  of  cases  where  epilepsy  has  developed  after 
puberty  and  before  senile  changes  appear,  syphilis  almost  in- 
variably stands  in  a  causative  relation,  and  the  various  syphilo- 
dermata  and  visceral  changes  have  justified  this  opinion  as  well 
as  the  clinical  history  of  the  patients. 

Where  syphilis  has  attacked  the  vessel  wall  in  the  cerebral 
tissue  the  portion  nourished  by  the  vessel  has  undoubtedly  been 
meagerly  supplied  with  blood,  but  the  brain  as  a  whole  has  not 
been  an?emic  where  syphilis  and  epilepsy  combined.  One  woman,^ 
dead  from  an  acute  attack  of  violent  mania  developed  in  the 
course  of  an  insanity  of  many  years  duration,  presented  a  brain 
with  intense  congestion  and  efi'usion  beginning.  One  death 
from  peritonitis,  following  an  operation  of  oophorectomy  for 
the  relief  of  menstrual  epilepsy,  where  insanity  was  periodic 
and  rapidly  becoming  constant,  aiforded  the  usual  post-mortem 
appearances  in  this  disease.  Pulmonary  thrombosis  was  a  cause 
of  death  in  one  case.  Cancerous  disease,  resulting  in  an  intes- 
tinal perforation,  and  death  by  peritonitis  was  once  seen. 

'^o  case  of  death  from  uncomplicated  nephritic  disease  has 
been   observed,  although   organic  disease  of  the   kidney   was 
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three  times  witnessed,  associated  in  one  case  with  a  calcareous 
degeneration  of  the  muscular  wall  of  the  left  ventricle. 

With  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  relationship  between  insan- 
ity and  renal  disease  the  urine  of  many  patients  has  been  ex- 
amined. Sugar  was  found  but  once  in  iifty  cases.  Albumen, 
associated  with  tube  casts,  appeared  fifteen  times,  mostly  among 
epileptics.  This  large  proportion  is  significant,  and  will  be 
made  the  basis  of  extended  observations  hereafter  as  indicat- 
ing a  decided  causative  influence. 

In  conclusion  it  may  be  said  that  the  Department  is  well 
provided  with  necessary  apparatus,  but  there  is  great  need  for 
a  suitable  dead-house  where  extended  observations  may  be 
made,  in  the  hope  of  casting  some  light  upon  this,  the  darkest 
field  of  medical  investigation.  •  •

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We  are  happy  to  report  to  Your  Excellency,  that  very  many 
improvements  have  been  made  in  the  Institution  since  our  last 
report. 

The  buildings  are  in  a  good  state  of  preservation,  far  better 
than  for  many  years.  We  have  so  repaired  the  roof  of  the 
main  building  so  as  to  make  it  good  as  new. 

Also,  we  purchased  and  had  placed  in  position  two  new  boilers 
and  steam  apparatus,  sufficient  to  keep  the  buildings  in  a  com- 
fortable condition. 

The  bath  tubs  have  all  been  made  good,  as  well  as  the  pipes 
and  gas  fixtnres. 

A  new  and  commodious  green  house  has  been  built  near 
enough  to  be  heated  by  the  new  boilers,  thus  saving  much  fuel. 

It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  us  to  able  to  state  to  Your 
Excellency,  that  the  Institution  is  in  excellent  condition. 

The  Superintendent,  teachers  and  employes  have  all  been 
faithful  and  conscientious  in  the  discharge  of  their  many  duties. 
The  progress  of  the  pupils  in  the  regular  work  has  been  very 
satisfactory,  and  the  moral  training  has  been  of  a  high  order. 

We  call  your  special  attention  to  the  Superintendent's  report 
set  forth  in  detail,  and  made  a  part  of  this  report.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentleman — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  state- 
ment of  the  progress  of  the  Institution,  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  October  31,  1885: 

We  have  been  favored  perhaps  more  than  during  au}^  former 
3^ear,  in  the  enjoj'ment  of  general  good  health  and  the  good 
will  existing  between  the  officers  and  teachers,  and  their  zeal- 
ous co-operation  in  advancing  the  prosperity  of  the  Institution, 
while  the  frequent  visits  of  influential  citizens  of  the  State 
would  indicate  a  growing  interest  in  the  work  of  the  school. 

The  appropriations  made  for  maintenance  and  repairs  have 
been  suificient  for  the  number  of  pupils  that  can  be  admitted 
to  the  Institution  at  the  present  time,  and  while  provisions,  etc., 
are  as  low  as  now. 


THE    HEALTH. 


During  the  summer  the  pipes,  sewer,  etc.,  were  carefully  over- 
hauled, and  every  precaution  taken  in  all  manners  of  ways  to 
prevent  sickness  of  any  sort.  While  the  general  health  of  the 
pupils  has  been  most  excellent,  two  deaths  occurred  within  the 
year  in  the  Institution. 

John  W.  Moore,  of  Titusviile,  Eipley  county,  was  admitted  to 
the  institution  in  September,  1884,  and  died  of  typhoid  fever 
November  4,  1884,  sick  and  with  a  vitiated  system  when  he 
entered  the  institution,  it  was  only  a  few  days  until  he  was  con- 
fined to  his  bed. 

Benton  W.  Paxton,  of  Burket,  l*alaski  county,  entered  the 
Institution  September  15,  1881,  and  died  of  t^-phoid  fever  Nov- 
ember 23,1884.  The  body  of  the  former  was  buried  in  the  In- 
stitution lot,  at  Crown  Hill,  Indianapolis,  and  the  body  of  the 
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latter  was  taken  home  by  friends.  Both  while  sick  had  the  best 
of  medical  treatment  and  nursing,  and  nothing  was  left  undone 
to  ease  and  comfort  them. 

Clias.  Kugelberger,  of  Seymour,  Jackson  county,  who  entered 
the  Institution  December  29,  1888,  was  permitted  to  return 
home  early  in  past  year  because  of  ill  health,  and  during  the 
summer  his  death  occurred  at  home,  caused  by  an  abscess  in 
his  side. 

THE    ATTENDANCE. 

The  fiscal  year  includes  a  part  of  two  school  years,  which 
will  explain  a  seeming  discrepancy  in  the  number  of  pupils 
present  at  any  one  time.  I  beg  leave,  therefore,  to  report  that 
the  number  of  pupils  admitted  to,  enrolled  and  having  received 
instruction  in  this  Institution  during  the  year  ending  October 
-31,  1885,  was  as  follows : 

Number  admitted:  Boys,  203;  girls,  169.  Total,  372.  Num- 
ber dismissed:  Boys,  16;  girls,  25.  Total,  41.  Number  re- 
maining on  roll,  331.  Number  in  actual  attendance  at  end  of 
year:  Boys,  174;  girls,  132.  Total,  306;  leaving  enrolled  and 
not  in  attendance,  25.  Of  this  number  some  are  absent  on 
account  of  sickness,  some  are  detained  at  home  by  parents 
who  demand  their  services,  while  others  remain  away  for 
<iauses  unknown. 

NEW    PUPILS    RECEIVED. 

The  number  of  new  pupils  received  into  the  Institution  dur- 
ing the  year  was  as  follows  : 

Boys,  29;  girls,  15.     Total,  44. 

The  causes  of  dismission  of  pupils  during  the  year  were  as 
follows:  Graduated  from  Academic  Department,  5;  graduated 
from  Primary  Department,  5 ;  dismissed  on  account  of  expira- 
tion of  time,  14;  incapacity  to  receive  further  instruction,  10; 
moved  out  of  State,  4;  deaths,  3.  Making  the  whole  number 
of  pupils  who  have  ended  their  connection  with  the  Institution 
within  the  year,  41,  of  whom  16  were  boys  and  25  girls. 

As  the  law  requires  the  Superintendent  to  report  to  the  Board 
not  only  the  number  of  pupils  received  and  dismissed  during 
the  year,  but  also  the  counties  from  which  they  came,  I  beg 
leave  to  refer  you  to  a  tabulated  statement  in  a  subsequent  part 
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of  this  report,  showing  the  number  of  pupils  received  from  the 
several  counties  of  the  State,  the  number  dismissed  from  each 
and  the  number  remaining  and  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the 
Institution,  and  to  the  accompanying  catalogue  containing  the 
names  of  the  pupils  received  into  the  Institution  within  the 
year,  and  the  counties  and  towns  where  they  reside.  From 
these  it  will  be  seen  that  pupils  have  been  admitted  during  the 
year  from  eighty-five  of  the  ninety-two  counties  in  the  State, 
showing  that  all  parts  of  the  State  have  been  fairly  represented 
in  the  Institution,  and  received  its  benefits  and  advantages 
without  pjirtialit}'. 


THE  INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT 

Has  been  carried  on  as  successfully  as  circumstances  and  limited 
means  would  permit.  A  large  number  of  the  older  boys  have 
received  instruction  in  the  cabinet  shop,  others  in  the  shoe 
shop,  and  the  smaller  boys,  old  and  strong  enough  to  work, 
have  found  emploj-ment  and  insi ruction  in  the  chair  shop^ 
while  some  not  engaged  in  the  shops  were  engaged  in  mis- 
cellaneous work  around  the  buildings  and  grounds.  The  girls 
have  received  instruction  and  done  their  work  well  in  the  sew- 
'ing  room,  ironing  room  and  light  housework. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  and  hereby  recommend,  that  some  steps 
be  taken  to  add  to  our  industrial  pursuits  that  of  printing. 
That  deaf  mutes  are  peculiarly  adapted  to  type  setting  is  gener- 
ally acknowledged  and  good  printers  can  at  all  times  find  occu- 
pation and  at  good,  living  wages.  This  being  true,  it  at  once 
becomes  apparent  that  the  greatest  good  will  result  from  its  es- 
tablishment here.  The  west  end  of  the  chair  shop  could  be 
roomed  in,  making  a  large,  commodious  and  well  lighted  work 
room,  and  the  only  expense  would  be  the  purchase  of  type  and 
press  and  the  employment  of  a  teacher,  and  this  cost,  compared 
with  results,  will  be  but  trifling.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  a  great 
deal  of  the  printing  for  the  Institution  could  be  done  on  its 
own  press,  thereby  saving  quite  a  sum  of  money  yearly.  It 
would  also  afford  the  pupils  the  opportunity  of  publishing  a 
monthly  magazine,  as  is  now  done  in  nearly  all  other  institu- 
tions, and  would  be  of  incalculable  benefit  to  them. 
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THE  EDUCATIONAL. 


The  corps  of  teachers  is  conscientious,  faithful  and  capable, 
most  of  them  being  old  in  experience,  and  all  earnest  in  their 
work,  while  the  pupils  have  been  likewise  faithful  and  earnest 
in  their  application,  the  result  being  a  most  satisfactory  ad- 
vancement. The  ofhcers  and  teachers  feel  very  grateful  to  the 
Board  for  their  liberal  co-operation  in  placing  this  Institution 
among  the  first  in  the  country  in  a  point  of  education  and 
management.  The  continued  favor  and  sympathy  of  the  citi- 
zens of  the  State  is  a  great  outward  sign  of  the  prosperity  at- 
tending this  benevolent  enterprise,  while  the  faithfulness  and 
efficiency  of  officers  and  teachers,  the  harmony  and  good  order 
among  them,  the  intelligence  and  good  behavior,  the  happiness 
and  contentment  of  the  pupils,  are  indications  of  internal 
vigor  and  growth.  The  appreciation  of  .the  work  the  State  is 
doing  here  is  indicated  by  the  numerous  expressions  of  grati- 
tude on  the  part  of  both  friends  and  parents  of  the  pupils, 
l^one  but  those  who  have  personally  witnessed  the  changes 
wrought  in  the  habits,  thoughts,  manners,  and  even  looks  of 
these  children  while  at  school,  can  appreciate  these  expressions 
of  gratitude.  They  are  a  source  of  great  joy  and  satisfaction 
to  every  faithful  teacher  and  oflicer  of  the  Institution. 

THE  ORAL  METHOD. 

The  system  of  instruction  in  this  Institution  is  what  is  called 
the  combined  method,  great  care  being  taken,  however,  to 
thoroughly  drill  in  the  oral  method  those  capable  of  receiving 
such  instruction. 

We  have  a  class  of  forty-five  (45)  under  the  instruction  of 
Miss  Harriett  Goode  in  articulation  or  the  oral  method,  and 
the  result  being  obtained  is  very  satisfactory. 

Two  features  of  the  work  in  this  department  are  worthy  of 
special  mention. 

The  first  of  these  is  the  instruction  given  in  lip  reading. 

The  quick  eye  of  a  deaf  person  may,  by  long  continued 
training  under  a  competent  teacher,  acquire  the  power  of  read- 
ing from  the  lips  of  the  speaker  all  familiar  words,  and  achieve- 
ments in  this  art  are  limited  only  by  the  time  devoted  to  it 
and  by  the  patience  of  the  teacher  and  pupil. 
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The  deaf  who  retain  or  acquire  speech  are,  by  the  ability  to 
read  spoken  language,  fitted  for  social  and  business  intercourse 
with  their  associates  in  life  and  among  the  world's  workers, 
and  take  places  that  would  otherwise  be  closed  to  them.  The  im- 
portance of  opening  this  avenue  of  communication  will  be  rec- 
ognized by  any  practical  mind. 

It  is  our  aim  to  give  increased  attention  to  this  part  of  the 
work,  and  to  arouse  in  our  pupils  a  realization  of  what  it  can 
do  for  them. 

The  second  point  of  interest  is  the  introduction  of  the  oral 
method,  which  is  attracting  attention  of  instructors  and  friends 
of  the  deaf. 

It  consists  in  the  development  of  whatever  sense  of  hearing 
may  remain,  till  the  ear  that  untrained  heard  sounds  as  noises 
only  acquire  the  power  of  distinguishing  articulate  sounds. 

Among  the  pupils  who  entered  the  department  this  year  it 
has  been  found  that  several  whose  hearing  is  so  defective  that 
they  never  learned  to  talk,  have,  after  weeks  of  drill  upon  ele- 
mentary sounds,  become  able  to  recognize  spoken  words. 

One  bright  little  boy  of  twelve,  whose  vocabularly  did  not 
exceed  a  dozen  words  when  he  came  to  us,  now  hears  and 
repeats  words  spoken  by  his  teacher,  in  an  ordinary  tone,  and 
asks  in  signs  to  hear  the  names  of  familiar  objects,  proving  that 
a  few  weeks'  drill  for  less  than  an  hour  a  day  has  trained  his  dull 
ear  to  take  note  of  differences  in  sounds. 

Not  all  in  the  department  can  be  taught  in  this  way,  and  the 
system  we  design  to  pursue  is  decidedly  eclectic — making  use 
of  visible  speech  symbols,  diacritical  marks  or  phonetic  spell- 
ing, ear  trumpet,  audiphone  or  simple  voice  modulations  as 
may  meet  the  wants  of  the  class  or  individual. 

The  work  would  be  greatly  facilitated  by  a  larger  class  room 
than  the  present  size  of  the  school  building  affords  it. 

MUSEUM. 

Our  methods  of  instruction  require  unusual  facilities  for 
"  object  teaching."  To  more  fully  meet  the  demands  of  the 
school  in  this  particular,  it  was,  early  in  the  year,  determined  to 
establish  a  museum,  and  to  this  end  three  cases  were  made  with 
sliding  glass  doors,  each  case  being  eleven  feet  in  length  and  six 
feet  high,  the  same  being  placed  in  the   chapel  of  the  Institu- 
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tion.  Up  to  this  time  we  have  collected  and  placed  upon  the 
shelves  sixty-four  specimens  of  the  common  birds  of  our  State, 
one  hundred  nn^  two  varieties  of  marine  invertebrates,  fifty 
varieties  of  fresh-water  shells,  twenty-five  specimens  of  Indian 
relics,  seventy-five  geological  specimens,  fifty  kinds  of  seeds  of 
our  more  common  fruits,  grains  and  vegetables,  and  a  large 
number  of  specimens,  miscellaneous  in  their  character,  includ- 
ing sections  of  bark  and  cones  from  the  large  trees  in  California, 
coral  from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  miniature  models  of  farming, 
implements,  carpenters'  tools,  etc. 

I  take  pleasure  in  returning  thanks  to  G.  Brown  Goode, 
Assistant  United  States  Fish  Commishioner,  Washington,  ]).  C, 
through  whose  kindness  a  large  collection  of  marine  specimens 
were  sent  us  from  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  Washington ; 
also  to  United  States  Senator  Harrison  for  books  sent  us  relating 
thereto. 

To  the  following  named  gentlemen  of  our  own  State  1  desire 
to  return  thanks  for  specimens  sent  us  and  their  lively  interest 
in  the  formation  of  the  museum  :  State  Senator  Howard,  of 
St.  Paul ;  Prof.  John  CoUett,  ex-State  Geologist;  Amos  W, 
Butler,  Brookville ;  Dr.  J.  P.  Cope,  Vernon  ;  John  E.  Beasley, 
Lebanon;  Wm.  X.  Burt  and  Wm.  A.  Caldwell,  of  the  Institu- 
tion. 

IMPROVEMENTS    AND    REPAIRS. 

The  last  Legislature  made  an  appropriation  specific  in  its 
nature  for  improvements  and  repairs  at  this  institution,  the 
same  being  available  between  April  1,  1885,  and  April  1, 
1886.  The  amount  appropriated  was  |7,900,  and  the  objects 
for  which  it  was  to  be  used  were  as  follows : 

For  building  barn $2,500  00 

For  new  boilers,  tanks  and  engines  2,800  00 

For  new   heating  apparatus   2,200  00 

For  repairing  bath  room 200  00 

For  repairing  gas  pipes,  etc 200  00 

And  the  amounts  spent  from  each  fund  are  itemized  and 
fully  set  forth  in  the  financial  exhibits  in  a  subsequent  part  of 
this  report. 

During  the  summer  we  have  built  a  large  and  handsome  barn 
and  repaired  and  built  sheds  for  wagons,  carriages  and  farming 
implements.     In  an  eftbrt  to  move  the  green  house  from  its  old 
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position  to  a  more  desirable  location  it  was  found  to  be  so  badly 
decayed  as  to  be  worthless,  and,  in  consequence  thereof,  a  new 
one  was  erected  and  placed  near  enough  to  the  boiler  house  as 
to  be  conveniently  heated  from  the  boiler,  thereby  saving  an 
immense  amount  of  fuel.  Two  of  the  old  boilers  being  worn 
out  and  unsafe,  were  replaced  by  new  ones  and  larger.  A  new 
and  larger  engine,  side  valve,  was  placed  in  the  engine  house 
and  three  new  water  tanks  were  placed  in  the  cellars.  The 
steam  heating  apparatus  was  old  and  rusted  and  in  such  a  con- 
dition that  the  buildings  could  not  be  thoroughly  heated  in  a 
comfortable  manner,  and  it  has  been  replaced  by  new.  Our 
wash  and  bath  rooms  have  been  repaired  and  made  fit  for  use, 
as  were  also  several  water  closets.  The  gas  pipes  and  fittings 
throughout  the  building  have  been  overhauled;  the  plastering 
and  stucco  repaired;  whitewashing  done  in  many  of  the  rooms 
and  halls,  and  the  lower  halls  and  six  rooms  were  re-carpeted 
and  re-papered.  The  down  spouting,  gutters  and  roofs  were 
all  thoroughly  overhauled,  which  leaves  the  building  in  a  state 
of  good  preservation.  The  expenditures  for  such  repairs  as  the 
removal  of  the  green  house  and  labor  thereon  and  the  paper- 
ing of  rooms  and  halls  were  made  from  the  the  maintenance 
fund,  which  will  explain  the  slightly  increased  per  capita  cost.

RULES  AND    RKOUIvATIONS 


ADMISSION    OF   PUPILS 


I.  The  Institution  is  open  to  all  the  deaf  and  dumb  of  the 
State,  of  suitable  age  and  capacity  for  receiving  instruction, 
free  of  charge.  For  the  present,  and  until  additional  accom- 
modations shall  be  provided,  boys  can  be  admitted  only  between 
the  ages  of  twelve  and  twenty-one;  and  girls  between  the  ages 
of  ten  and  nineteen. 

II.  Pupils  will  be  admitted  on  the  following  conditions : 
1.  The  pupil,  well  provided  with  clothes,  is  to  be  brought  to  the 
Institution  punctually  at  the  commencement  of  each  session, 
unless  detained  at  home  by  his  or  her  sickness.  2.  The  pupil 
is  to  remain  in  the  school  until  the  third  Wednesday  in  June 
in  each  year.  3.  No  parent  or  guardian  shall  be  allowed  to  take 
a  pupil  out  of  the  school  in  session  time  without  assigning 
satisfactory  reasons. 

III.  The  annual  sessions  of  the  school  commence  on  the 
first  Wednesday  after  the  loth  day  of  September,  and  close  on 
the  third  Wednesday  of  June.  Every  pupil  is  to  come  promptly 
on  or  before  t lie  first  day  of  the  session,  and  is  to  remain  until  the 
last  day  of  the  same.  The  only  exceptiojis  allowed  are  cases  of 
sickness. 

TV.  The  Institution  will  provide  for  each  State  pupil,  regu- 
larly admitted,  boarding,  lodging,  washing,  superintendence  of 
conduct,  manners  and  morals,  medical  attendance,  instruction, 
school  books,  slates,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  of  the 
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■school  room,  without  charge,  but  will  not  pay  the  traveling 
expenses  of  pupils  in  coming  to  or  returning  from  the  Institu- 
tion, nor  supply  them  with  clothing. 

V.  Those  who  are  unable  to  pay  for  the  necessary  clothing, 
or  whose  parents  neglect  to  supply  them,  it  is  made  the  duty 
of  the  Superintendent  to  furnish  in  accordance  with  the  follow- 
ing legislative  enactment:  "  That  when  the  pupils  of  the  Insti- 
tution for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  are  not  otherwise  supplied  with 
■clothing,  they  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Superintendent,  w^ho 
shall  make  out  an  account  therefor,  in  each  case,  against  the 
respective  counties  from  which  said  pupils  were  sent,  in  an 
amount  not  exceeding  forty  dollars  per  annum  for  every  such 
pupil,  which  account  w^ill  be  signed  by  the  Superintendent  and 
attested  by  the  seal  of  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb, 
and  tlie  Treasurer  of  State  shall  charge  the  account  thus  certi- 
fied to  the  county  from  which  the  pupil  was  sent,  and  collect 
the  amount  due  from  such  county  at  each  settlement  with  the 
Treasurer  thereof,  and  such  moneys  shall  be  covered  into  the 
general  fund  of  the  State  Treasury."'     [Act  March  6,  1870.] 

"Sec.  3.  When  such  account  shall  be  received  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  proper  county  (to  whom  it  shall  be  immediately 
sent  upon  its  reception  by  the  Treasurer  of  State  from  the  Su- 
perintendent), such  County  Treasurer  shall  cause  the  same  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
State;  and  such  County  Treasurer  shall  collect  the  amount  of 
:such  account  from  the  estate  of  such  pupil,  if  he  have  any,  by 
suit,  if  necessary,  in  the  name  of  the  county." 

VI.  Each  applicant  for  admission  should  come  well  supplied 
with  clothing,  and  on  all  articles  on  which  it  is  possible  to  mark 
the  name  of  the  pupil,  it  should  be  written  with  indelible  ink. 
In  all  cases,  except  those  clothed  by  the  county,  besides  the 
■ordinary  supply  of  clothing,  the  applicant  should  deposit  with 
the  Superintendent  a  sum  not  less  than  live  dollars,  to  defray 
incidental  expenses,  repairs  of  shoes,  etc.,. any  part  of  which 
remaining  unexpended  at  the  close  of  the  session,  will  be  re- 
turned.    Each  pupil  should  be  supplied  with  a  trunk. 

VII.  The  IiiStitution  is  not  an  asylum,  but  a  school  of 
learning;  hence  no  one  can  be  admitted  or  retained  as  a  pupil, 
who,  from  sickness,  or  from  other  cause,  is  unable  to  pursue  his 
or  her  studies  successfully. 

VIII.  The    course    of   study   in    the    Primary   Department 
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embraces  spelling,  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  geography  and 
grammar,  and  ordinarily  requires  seven  years  to  complete  it. 
All  the  pupils  who  wish  it,  and  who  will  avail  themselves  of  it, 
are  allowed  the  full  benefit  of  this  course  of  study. 

IX.  For  the  benelit  of  those  who  wish  to  qualify  themselves 
for  teaching,  or  for  other  intellectual  pursuits,  the  Trustees 
have  established  a  High  Class,  and  adopted  a  course  of  three 
years'  study  in  the  sciences.  From  among  those  who  complete 
the  primary  course  of  study,  the  Superintendent  may  select 
each  year  the  most  promising  pupils  and  admit  them  as  mem- 
bers of  this  class. 

X.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Trustees  to  render  the  pupils 
self-supporting,  so  far  as  practicable,  and  that  every  pupil,  on 
leaving  the  Institution,  shall  be  proficient  in  some  useful  occu- 
pation or  trade,  so  as  to  be  able  to  procure  a  livelihood  without 
reliance  on  the  charities  of  others.  In  accordance  with  this 
design,  all  the  scholars  will  be  required  to  labor  a  portion  of 
each  day — the  girls  performing  the  lighter  kinds  of  housework 
and  various  kinds  of  needlework,  as  plain  sewing  or  orna- 
mental work,  and  dress-making;  and  the  boys  at  various  trades, 
the  necessary  work  about  the  Institution,  and  in  the  cultiva- 
tion of  the  farm  and  garden. 

XI.  All  business  letters  or  letters  of  inquiry  in  regard  to 
pupils  in  the  Institution,  or  those  whom  it  may  be  designed  to 
place  there,  should  be  addressed  to  Eli  P.  Baker,  Suyermtend- 
ent  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

XII.  Those  persons  bringing  pupils  to,  or  taking  them  away,, 
can  not  be  furnished  with  board  and  lodging  at  the  Institution. 

XIII.  Xo  pupil,  unless  under  extraordinary  circumstances, 
can  be  received  at  any  other  time  than  at  the  commencement 
of  the  session. 

XIV.  The  pupils  will  be  sent  home  to  spend  the  vacation, 
which  extends  from  the  third  Wednesday  in  June  to  the  first 
Wednesday  after  the  15th  of  September.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Institute  for  the  Blind, 
Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Oct.,  31,  1885. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  an  act  of  the  Legislature, 
I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  following  report  of  the 
progress,  condition  and  general  management  of  the  Indiana 
Institute  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind,  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  at  this  date,  this  being  the  thirty-ninth  annual  report 
of  the  Institute. 

condition  of  the  institution. 

It  is  a  source  of  profound  gratification  to  be  able  to  state  that 
the  period  covered  by  this  report  has  been  one  of  general  pros- 
perity in  this  Institute.  JS^othing  has  occurred  during  the  year 
to  seriously  interrupt  the  onward  progress  of  its  operations,  and 
the  high  purposes  for  which  it  was  founded,  namely,  the  fitting 
of  the  blind  youths  of  the  State  to  take  an  active  and  intelligent 
part  in  the  affairs  of  life,  and  become  self-supporting  and  inde- 
pendent, have  been  kept  steadily  in  view  and  successfully  pur- 
sued. 

The  work  of  instruction  in  the  various  departments  of  the 
school  has  been  conducted  with  unremitting  energy  and  regu- 
larity. It  has  been  arranged  and  graded  with  a  view  to  adapt 
it,  as  far  as  possible,  to  the  individual  capacity  and  aptitude  of 
the  pupils.  The  pupils  themselves,  with  a  few  exceptions,  have 
evinced  a  commendable  interest  in  their  work,  and  diligence 
in  study,  and  the  results  achieved  through  the  patient,  pains- 
taking efforts  of  the  teachers,  have  been  satisfactory. 

We  think  there  has  been  a  steady  but  decided  improvement 
in  the  general  deportment  of  the  school.     Our  methods  of  dis- 


cipline  are  not  severe  but  firm,  and  are  free  from  all  arbitrary 
restrictions.  We  have  but  few  rules,  and  these  are  simple  and 
reasonable.  We  aim  to  raise  the  standard  of  self-control  among^ 
our  pupils  by  giving  them  as  much  freedom  as  is  consistent 
with  good  government;  but,  if  they  abuse  the  privileges  granted 
them,  and  violate  the  confidence  reposed  in  them  by  those  in 
authority,  and  are  lacking  in  fairness,  truth  and  honor,  they 
are  restricted  in  their  privileges  until  they  redeem  their  char- 
acter and  regain  their  standing  by  proper  conduct. 

Frequent  and  thorough  inspections  of  all  the  departments  of 
the  Institution  were  made  duriug  the  last  year.  It  is  only  by 
careful  oversight  of  an  establishment  of  this  character,  and 
watchfully  scrutinizing  all  its  parts,  that  neglect  and  abuses  can 
be  avoided.  Besides,  such  action  tends  to  spur  up  energy  and 
activity,  and  increases  a  sense  of  responsibility  in  all  engaged 
in  the  Institute,  which  results  in  greater  regard  for  the  welfare 
of  the  inmates  and  more  care  in  saving  and  protecting  the  pub- 
lic property. 

CHARACTER   AND    PURPOSES    OF    THE   INSTITUTION. 

As  a  result  of  philanthropic  endeavor,  this  Institution  waS' 
founded  by  wise  8tate  legislative  enactment  nearly  forty  year& 
ago,  in  1847;  and  while  in  these  years  it  has  proved  to  be  of  in- 
estimable benefit  to  all  the  blind  of  the  State,  who  have  been 
fortunate  enough  to  be  placed  under  its  influence,  a  large  major- 
ity of  the  people  seem  to  have  a  misconception  of  its  real  aims 
and  purposes.  They  fail  to  comprehend  that  it  is  educational  in 
its  character  and  objects,  and  not  an  asylum  for  helpless  and  aged 
blind  people,  nor  a  hospital  for  the  special  treatment  of  diseases- 
of  the  eyes.  It  is  a  school  essentially  and  practically,  as  its  title 
would  indicate,  established  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  meana 
for  instruction  in  intellectual  knowledge  and  mechanical  arts, 
to  a  class  of  untortunate  youths  in  the  State,  who  can  not  be 
taught  in  the  schools  provided  for  the  seeing,  that  they  may  be 
fitted  in  spite  of  their  deficiencies  to  earn  their  own  living  and 
become  useful  members  of  society. 

A  proper  estimate  of  the  importance  and  value  of  the  work 
of  this  benevolent  enterprise  can  not  be  made  except  by  those 
who  have  had  an  opportunity  of  closely  watching  its  beneficent 
infiuence  upon  the  unfortunate  recipients  of  its  ministrations. 
The   mental,  moral,  aesthetical    and    manual    training   of  the 
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blind  youths  of  the  State  committed  to  our  care,  has  brought 
intellectual  light,  happiness,  cheerfulness  and  hope  to  many  a 
•child  that  otherwise  would  have  been  compelled  to  pass  a  cheer- 
less existence.  It  has  aroused  to  energy  and  activity  blind  chil- 
dren who  appeared  entirely  helpless,  and  whose  faculties  seemed 
enervated  and  benumbed  by  inaction  and  unwise  indulgence  of 
parents  and  friends;  it  has  been  the  means  of  lifting  young 
men  and  young  women  from  a  state  of  dependence  and  desti- 
tution to  a  state  of  independence  and  self-reliance,  and  thus  for 
all,  has  been  lightened,  in  a  great  degree,  the  burden  of  their 
deprivations. 

THE    SCHOOL    TERM. 

According  to  the  rules  governing  this  Institution,  the  school 
term  commences  each  year  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  Sep- 
tember, and  continues  through  a  period  of  forty  consecutive 
weeks. 

The  last  term  commenced  September  10,  1884,  and  closed 
June  16,  1885.  The  whole  number  of  pupils  enrolled  during 
the  session  was  one  hundred  and  twenty-six — sixty-one  males 
and  sixty-five  females.

The  law  does  not  specify  the  maximum  number  of  pupils 
that  may  attend  the  Institution  from  the  individual  counties ; 
it  is  intended  for  all  the  blind  children  of  the  State,  of  proper 
age  and  capable  of  receiving  instruction. 


INSTRUCTION. 

'No  material  change  has  been  made  in  the  division  of  the 
school  work.  Instruction  is  given  in  three  distinct  depart- 
ments, namely,  Literrtry,  Musical  and  Industrial.  Whatever 
improvements  and  additions  have  been  made,  in  the  line  of 
progress,  have  been  made  without  interfering  with  the  division 
of  the  instruction,  as  here  indicated. 

In  assigning  studies  and  mechanical  employment  to  the 
pupils,  their  capacity  to  receive  instruction,  individual  tastes 
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and  natural  aptitudes  are  carefully  considered.  Every  one  is 
engaged  in  such  pursuits  as  are  best  suited  to  his  physical  con- 
ditions and  in  which  he  can  make  the  most  rapid  progress  and 
achieve  the  best  results. 

LITBEARY    DEPARTMENT. 

In  reviewing  the  operations  of  the  school  for  the  past  year, 
it  gives  us  pleasure  to  be  able  to  speak  of  the  continued  and 
uninterrupted  progress  of  the  work  in  this  department,  which 
we  regard  as  the  foundation  of  our  system  of  education. 

It  has  been  our  earnest  endeavor  to  increase  the  efficiency  of 
this  department,  and  to  that  end  we  have  used  all  available 
means.  The  studies  have  been  graded  with  a  view  to  adapt 
the  matter  to  be  taught  to  the  capacity  of  the  pupils;  the  most 
progressive  methods  of  teaching  have  been  introduced  ;  the 
teachers  have  been  patient  and  conscientious  in  their  efforts  to 
aid  those  committed  to  their  instruction,  and  have  the  satisfac- 
tion of  knowing  that  their  endeavors  have  been  crowned  with 
a  reasonable  measure  of  success.  The  pupils  have  exhibited  a 
commendable  determination  to  master  their  studies,  and  have 
attained  a  degree  of  knowledge  of  them,  that  surprises  those 
who  are  inexperienced  in  work  of  this  kind. 

Though  our  course  of  study  includes  most  of  the  branches 
usually  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  our.  largest  cities,  we 
try  to  avoid  the  attempt  to  teach  too  many  subjects,  and  to 
hold  the  pupils  under  too  rigid  restraint  and  effort.  We  aim 
to  teach  such  subjects,  in  such  a  manner,  as  tend  to  awaken 
in  our  pupils  the  most  lively  interest  in  study,  and  secure 
proper  mental  training. 

1^;;  All  the  classes  (six  in  number)  in  this  department,  were  ex- 
amined by  the  Superintendent  three  times  during  the  last  term. 
These  examinations  embraced  a  careful  investigation  into  the 
results  of  the  instruction  imparted  by  the  teachers  in  the  va- 
rious branches  prescribed,  the  degree  of  progress  made  by  the 
pupils,  and  the  methods  of  teaching  employed. 

MUSICAL    DEPARTMENT. 

The  popularity  of  the  work  of  this  department  appears  to 
continue  undiminished.  It  has  been  carried  forward  durins; 
the  past  year  with  unusual  assiduity  and  thoroughness,, and  the 
results  have  been  most  satisfactory. 
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The  instruction  in  this  department  is  divided  into  three  sec- 
tions, namely:  Vocal,  Instrumental  and  Timing.  In  the  vocal 
section  there  are  two  classes,  called  Junior  and  Senior  choirs. 
The  exercises  in  the  former  consist  of  instruction  in  the  rudi- 
ments of  music  and  chorus-singing,  and  in  the  latter  in  chorus 
and  part-singing  and  drill  in  vocalization.  Because  of  the 
moral  and  refining  influence  of  music,  and  the  social  enjoyment 
it  affords,  we  permit  all  of  our  pupils  who  wish  to  do  so,  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  exercises  of  one  or  the  other  of  these  choirs,, 
while  those  who  have  more  than  ordinary  taste  and  talents,  are 
given  special  instruction  in  voice  training  by  a  competent 
teacher. 

In  the  instrumental  section  instruction  was  given  to  pupils- 
on  the  pianoforte,  cabinet  and  pipe  organs,  on  the  cornet  and 
other  band  instruments.  With  but  few  exceptions,  the  pupils- 
engaged  in  the  work  assigned  them  with  zeal  and  euthusiasm, 
and  some  of  them  have  attained  a  degree  of  proficiency  in  per- 
forming on  one  or  more  of  the  instruments  named,  that  is  really 
surprising,  and  highly  creditable  to  themselves  and  their  in- 
structors. They  seem  to  fully  appreciate  the  superior  advan- 
tages afforded  here  to  acquire  a  thorough,  practical  knowledge 
of  music  in  its  various  branches,  and  to  realize  that  the  pos- 
session of  such  knowledge  will  enable  them  to  enter  a  field  of 
congenial  and  lucrative  employment  with  confidence  and  hope 
of  success. 

We  have  given  special  attention  during  the  year  to  nor- 
mal-teaching exercises,  in  which  many  of  our  advanced  pupils- 
participated.  These  pupils  expect  to  teach  music  for  a  living 
after  they  leave  the  institution,  and  it  would  certainly  be  very 
remiss  in  us  to  send  them  out  to  pursue  their  avocation,  without- 
first  giving  them  some  practical  experience  in  the  line  of  the 
work  in  which  they  expect  to  engage — an  opportunity,  at  least,, 
to  find  out  their  deficiencies  in  time  to  supply  them,  and  test 
their  ability  to  render  efficient  service  as  teachers. 

The  work  in  the  piano-tuning  section  of  the  musical  depart- 
ment has  been  under  skillful  direction,  and  most  of  the  pupils 
engaged  in  it  have  made  fair  progress.  Special  efforts  have 
been  made  to  add  to  the  interest  and  thoroughness  of  the  train- 
ing therein  given,  for  we  feel  that  proficiency  in  the  art  to 
tune,  repair  and  regulate  pianos  and  cabinet  organs,  which 
blind  young  men  of  natural  aptitude  can  acquire,  can  be  turned 
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to  valuable  account  in  an  effort  to  earn  an  honest  and  inde- 
pendent livelihood.  One  of  our  pupils,  during  the  last  vaca- 
tion, tuned  and  repaired  twenty-eight  pianos,  at  fair  prices,  in 
the  vicinity  in  which  his  father  lives.  Work  of  the  same  kind 
was  also  done  by  other  pupils  during  the  vacation. 

During  the  past  year  we  added  to  our  supply  of  musical  in- 
struments one  new,  first-class  piano,  purchased  from  the  firm 
of  Messrs.  Linderman  &  Sons.  JSTearly  all  of  our  old  pianos 
were  repaired  during  the  last  vacation,  and  put  in  fair  condition ; 
but  some  of  them  have  been  in  use  for  a  long  time  and  are 
about  worn  out.  The  incessant  wear  and  tear  to  which  an  in- 
slrumeut  is  subjected  in  an  institution,  severely  tests  its  du- 
rability. 

P'  INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Due  attention  was  given  this  department  during  the  last 
year,  and  an  earnest  effort  made  to  increase  its  facilities  and 
usefulness.  We  regard  the  training  in  mechanical  arts  herein 
given  our  pupils,  as  of  primary  importance,  for  the  interest  they 
take  in  it  gives  contentment  and  happiness,  and,  as  a  means  for 
future  self-support,  it  transcends  that  of  any  other  branch  in 
our  system  of  education.  While  some  of  our  pupils,  especially 
those  who  have  natural  talent  and  who  persevere  in  their  ef- 
forts, advance  to  a  high  standard  of  attainment  in  literary  and 
musical  pursuits,  and  are  able  to  turn  their  acquisitions  to  good 
account  in  their  eftbrts  to  gain  an  independent  living,  we  are 
not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  many  of  them,  if  they  succeed 
at  all  in  being  self-supporting,  will  have  to  depend  solely  upon 
the  labor  of  their  hands  to  do  it.  Hence,  we  have  spared  na 
means  at  our  command,  to  improve  the  advantages  offered  our 
pupils  in  this  department  to  fit  themselves  to  engage  success- 
fully in  some  useful  industrial  employment. 

Instruction  in  mechanical  work  is  given  in  two  distinct  sec- 
tions, namely,  the  work-room  for  the  girls,  and  the  workshop 
for  the  boys. 

WORK-ROOM  FOR  THE  GIRLS. 

The  work  of  this  room  has  been  conducted  with  unusual 
ingenuity  and  taste,  and  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  increase 
its  efiiciency  and  add  to  its  practical  results.  The  girls  have 
exhibited  a  lively  interest  in  the  employments  of  this  room. 
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and  have  engaged  in  them  with  untiring  diligence.  They  have 
been  taught  to  sew,  both  by  hand  and  machine,  to  knit,  to  cro- 
chet, and  to  make  a  great  variety  of  plain  and  fancy  articles 
of  thread,  worsted  and  beads,  in  all  of  which  they  have  made 
excellent  progress.  They  have  also  been  taught  to  mend,  darn 
and  keep  in  repair  their  own  clothing. 

We  have  set  up  in  this  room,  as  we  stated  in  our  last  report 
we  should  do,  several  forms  for  cane-seating  chairs,  and  have 
given  instruction  to  a  number  of  our  older  girls  in  that  trade. 
They  entered  upon  this  work  with  cheerful  and  willing  hearts, 
and  by  assiduous  industry  have  made  rapid  advancement.

THE    WORKSHOPS    FOR   THE    BOYS. 

The  marked  results  achieved  in  the  work  of  the  shops  during 
the  past  year,  are  evidences  of  the  energy  and  fidelity  with 
which  it  has  been  directed.  Forty-one  of  our  older  boys  were 
given  instruction  in  the  shops  last  year.  Most  of  them  spent 
from  one  to  three  hours  a  day,  and  a  few  of  them  all  their  time 
in  this  work.  They  were  regularly  and  skillfully  trained  in  the 
several  steps  of  the  broom  trade  and  in  cane-seating  chairs.  The 
former  is  taught  by  Mr.  J.  M.  Eichard,  and  the  latter  by  Mr. 
A.  J.  Cochran.  Both  are  skilled  mechanics  and  trustworthy 
instructors.  They  have  the  confidence  and  respect  of  their  ap- 
prentices, and  have  rendered  satisfactory  service  in  their  re- 
spective branches  of  instruction. 

Five  young  men  completed  one  or  both  of  these  trades  during 
the  year,  and  were  honorably  discharged,  as  competent  work- 
men, at  the  close  of  the  term,  in  June,  1885.  Three  of  them, 
John  F.  Murtaugh,  James  Bryant  and  Leander  Hains,  had  been 
pupils  in  the  Institution  for  several  years,  and  in  addition  to 
their  mechanical  work,  had  taken  a  part  of  the  literary  course 
of  studies.  They  learned  both  trades  named,  and  were  capable 
of  doing  very  satisfactory  work  in  both. 

James  Hubble,  one  of  the  five  pupils  discharged,  was  a  young 
man  twenty-eight  years  of  age,  from  Boone  County,  who  was 
admitted  by  special  action  of  the  Trustees,  to  receive  instruc- 
tion in  the  workshops.  He  came  to  us  in  the  latter  part  of 
October,  1884,  and  in  seven  months'  time,  by  energy  and  per- 
severance, learned  the  broom  trade,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
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term  lie  was  an  excellent  mechanic.  He  marched  out  of  the 
Institution  on  the  last  day  of  the  term  with  several  nicely  made 
brooms  of  his  own  manufacture — evidences  of  his  workman- 
ship— upon  his  shoulder,  with  an  air  of  self-satisfaction  that, 
it  was  pleasing  to  witness.  He  had  surmounted  the  difficulties 
that  beset  a  blind  person — and  which  only  a  blind  man  can 
fully  realize — in  his  efibrts  to  learn  a  trade,  and  he  had  a  just 
right  to  feel  proud  of  it. 

Marcus  Heltzel,  another  of  the  live  pupils  referred  to,  had 
learned  the  broom  trade  here  some  years  ago,  but  was  permit- 
ted to  return  to  the  Institution  by  special  favOr,  to  learn  the 
cane-seating  trade,  which  by  persistent  application  he  mastered 
in  two  mouths,  and  went  away  doubly  prepared  to  earn  his 
own  living.  If  these  graduates  are  as  active  and  energetic  in 
their  endeavors  to  be  self-gustainiug,  as  they  were  in  their 
efforts  to  master  their  trades,  they  will  most  certainly  succeed. 
Four  of  them  were  aided  from  the  Indigent  Graduates'  Fund 
in  supplying  themselves  with  an  outfit  of  tools  with  which  to 
work  at  their  trades.     (See  account  of  said  fund.) 

ENTERTAINMENTS. 

A  number  of  entertainments  were  given  by  the  school,  or  a 
part  of  it,  during  the  last  session.  The  first  of  these  was  given 
at  the  State  Eeform  School  for  Boys,  near  Plainfield,  Indiana, 
on  Thanksgiving  Day,  November  27,  1884.  Upon  a  cordial 
invitation  from  Prof.  T.  J.  Charlton,  Superintendent  of  that 
Institution,  about  twenty-five  of  our  older  pupils,  accompanied 
by  the  necessary  teachers  and  attendants,  visited  it  on  the  day 
mentioned,  and  in  the  evening  gave  a  public  entertainment  in 
the  chapel  of  the  school.  .The  spacious  hall  was  crowded  with 
the  officers  and  boys  of  the  Institution,  and  people  from  Plain- 
ffeld  and  vicinity,  all  of  whom  seemed  to  enjoy  the  exercises, 
which  consisted  of  vocal  and  instrumental  music,  declamations, 
and  an  exhibition  of  the  methods  of  reading  and  writing  em- 
ployed by  our  pupils.  No  one  will  doubt  the  positive  moral 
effect  of  such  entertainments  upon  the  boys  confined  at  the 
Reform  School.  The  party  returned  home  the  next  morning 
greatly  pleased  with  their  visit,  and  the  hospitable  manner  in 
which  they  were  entertained  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charlton  and  the 
officers  of  the  school. 
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Free  transportation  was  kindly  furnished  us  by  Mr.  W.  E,. 
McKeen,  President  of  the  Vandalia  Raih'oad  Company,  to 
whom  we  take  occasion  here  to  tender  our  greatful  acknowledg- 
ments. 

Three  were  given  during  the  year  in  as  many  different 
•churches  of  Indianapolis.  To  these  an  admission  fee  was 
•charged  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  to  clear  the  churches 
of  debt,  or  to  make  certain  necessary  repairs.  Three  more 
were  given  in  the  chapel  of  the  institution — two  during  the 
session  of  the  Legislature,  to  which  the  members  of  that  body 
were  especially  invited  that  the}^  might  have  an  opportunity  of 
learning  something  of  the  operations  of  the  school;  the  third 
•of  these  was  given  at  the  close  of  the  term.  On  every  occa- 
•sion,  our  chapel  was  well  filled  with  an  appreciative  audience, 
representing  many  State  officers  and  friends  of  the  Institution. 

At  the  second  entertainment  given  in  the  Institution,  on 
Friday  evening,  February  27,  1885,  the  following  programme

MORAL    INSTRUCTION. 

The  moral  training  is  strictly  non- sectarian.  The  Bible  is  our 
code  of  ethical  instruction;  it  is  read  every  morning  as  a  part 
of  our  regular  chapel  exercises,  but  nothing  is  permitted  to  be 
said  or  done  at  any  time  to  give  a  sectarian  bias  to  the  mind  of 
any  one,  or  that  a  sensible  person  of  any  denomination  would 
object  to. 

When  the  weather  is  favorable,  and  their  health  will  permit 
it,  the  pupils  are  required  to  attend  public  worship  at  le^st 
once  onSabbath,  at  such  place  or  church,  as  their  parents  may 
select.  We  deem  it  highly  important  that  in  a  family  such  as 
this  is,  a  good  moral  tone  should  be  maintained  throughout  the 
establishment.  This  can  be  done  without  interfering  with  the 
belief  of  any  one.  We  do  not  think,  however,  that  it  is  always 
necessary  to  define  moral  instruction,  or  restrict  it  to  one  class, 
or  to  a  prescribed  place,  day  or  hour,  to  make  it  eflectual,  but  it 
should  permeate  every  department  of  the  Institution,  and  the 
pupils  should  draw  in  morality  and  a  sense  of  right  conduct 
everywhere,  as  they  inspire  air  without  noticing  it. 
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HEALTH. 

Although  many  of  our  pupils  come  from  the  malarial  dis- 
tricts.of  the  State,  and  a  number  of  them  returned  to  the  In- 
stitution at  the  commencement  of  the  last  term,  looking  pale 
and  emaciated,  their  systems  seemingly  full  of  malarial  poison, 
there  was  but  little  sickness  among  them  during  the  early  fall 
months,  but  later,  the  general  health  of  the  household  was  not 
«o  good. 

During  the  month  of  December,  1884,  besides  other  minor 
ailments,  there  developed,  on  the  girls'- side  of  the  house,  sev- 
•eral  cases  of  pulmonary  disease,  which  is  nearly  always  present 
among  a  class  of  pupils  suffering  with  inherent  scrofula.  At 
their  own  request,  three  of  these  were  removed  to  their  respect- 
ive homes,  where  two  of  them  improved  in  health.  One  of  them 
is  back  at  school,  and  the  other  will  soon  return;  but  the  third, 
after  sufiering  for  about  six  months,  died.  There  occurred  also 
about  the  same  time,  two  cases  of  malarial  fever,  and  one  of  a 
typho-malarial  type.  The  first  two  yielded  readily  to  treatment, 
but  the  latter  was  more  stubborn  and  excited  considerable  anxi- 
■ety.  The  patient  was  a  young  lady,  who  had  evidently  contracted 
the  germs  of  the  disease  at  home  during  the  summer,  for,  on  ac- 
count of  ill  health,  she  was  not  able  to  return  to  school  for  sev- 
eral weeks  after  the  term  commenced,  and  had  been  here  only 
a  short  time  before  she  was  prostrated  with  the  disease  men- 
tioned. By  excellent  treatment  and  careful  nursing,  in  due 
time,  she  was  restored  to  health  again,  and,  at  the  close  of  the 
school  term,  her  physical  condition  was  better  than  it  had  been 
for  a  long  time. 

'During  the  month  of  January  last,  there  occurred  two  cases 
of  sporadic  diphtheria  of  a  mild  form — one  on  the  girls'  side 
of  the  house  and  the  other  on  the  boys'  side.  At  the  first  ap- 
pearance of  the  disease,  the  patients  were  strictly  isolated,  and 
the  most  strenuous  measures  taken  to  prevent  its  spreading 
among  the  pupils.  The  cases  were  successfully  treated  and  no 
others  occurred  during  the  year. 

In  the  latter  part  of  February,  measles,  which  were  epidemic 
in  Indianapolis  and  other  cities  and  towns  in  the  State,  broke 
out  among  our  pupils,  and,  also,  became  epidemic  in  the  institu- 
tion; and,  during  the  following  months  of  March  and  April, 


twenty-five  pupils  were  attacked  with  the  disease.  Happily, 
through  prompt  and  successful  treatment  and  watchful  care,, 
they  all  recovered. 

Death  invaded  the  Institution  once  during  the  last  year,  and 
took  from  us  one  of  our  younger  pupils.  John  Snyder  was  a 
small  boy,  of  scrofulous  constitution,  and  was  never  very  strong. 
When  he  returned  to  school  at  the  end  of  his  last  vacation,  he 
was  in  poor  health,  and  for  several  mouths  suffered  with  vari- 
ous complaints  of  a  malarial  character.  Later,  he  also  had  an 
attack  of  measles.  Although  he  recovered  from  all  these  af- 
flictions, he  still  seemed  debilitated,  and  during  the  early  part 
of  May  he  was  taken  sick  again.  This  time  the  malady  proved 
to  be  tubercular  meningitis,  an  incurable  disease,  of  which, 
after  suffering  about  three  weeks,  he  died,  May  23,  1885.  The 
body  was  properly  prepared,  put  in  a  neat  case,  and  sent  in 
charge  of  an  ofiicer  to  his  home  near  Macy,  Miami  County^ 
Indiana.  John  was  a  kind  and  affectionate  child,  and  his  death 
was  a  source  of  grief  to  us  all. 

Excepting  this  sad  case,  the  health  of  the  school  during  the 
last  two  months  of  the  term  was  excellent. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  bear  testimony  to  the  faithful  and 
intelligent  service  rendered  us  by  the  attending  physician,. 
Dr.  B.  F.  Stone;  to  the  promptness  with  which  he  responded 
to  every  call  made  upon  him,  and  to  the  attention  and  kind 
care  given  the  children  placed  under  his  treatment. 

FINANCES. 

The  Treasurer's  statement  of  moneys  received  from  all 
sources,  and  the  disbursements,  herewith  presented,  shows  that 
the  finances  of  the  Institution  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition,, 
and  that  the  appropriations  for  its  support  have  been  carefully 
and  judiciously  managed. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  inmates  have  been  pro- 
vided with  every  want  and  comfort  consistent  with  thoughtful 
and  judicious  management,  and  that  the  pay  rolls  have  been 
increased  by  the  salary  of  an  additional  teacher  employed  in 
the  workshops,  and  also,  by  a  small  increase  of  the  salaries  of 
several  other  employes,  and  the  further  fact  that  extensive  and 
important  repairs  were  made  to  the  buildings  and  premises 
during    the   year,  involving    considerable   expense,  the   total 
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amount  expended  during  the  fiscal  year  was  only  |26,617.44 — 
$23,722.30  for  current  support,  and  $2,895.14  for  repairs,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  the  resources  ($30,500.66)  of  $3,H83.22,  to  be 
covered  into  the  general  fund  of  the  State  Treasury. 

The  appropriation  of  $2,000  for  repairs  was  found  to  be  in- 
sufficient to  meet  all  the  expenses  of  the  necessary  repairs 
which  had  been  commenced,  and  hence,  we  were  compelled  to 
draw  from  the  appropriation  for  current  support,  which  was 
ample,  the  sum  of  $905,  to  complete  them. 

Last  year,  a  balance  of  $4,493.07  of  the  resources  of  this  In- 
stitution remained  in  the  State  Treasury,  which,  added  to  the 
balance  of  this  year,  makes  a  total  of  $8,876.29  in  two  years. 
If  these  annual  balances  could  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  In- 
stitution, as  they  should  be,  in  a  few  years  more,  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  funds  required  to  make  such  additions  to  the  build- 
ings, as  are  necessary  to  accommodate  the  increased  attendance 
of  pupils,  and  to  better  conduct  the  several  departments  of  the 
school,  could  be  accumulated. 

INDIGENT   graduates'    FUND. 

The  origin  of  this  fund  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  to  be 
expended  were  fully  explained  in  my  last  annual  report,  and  it 
is  not  deemed  necessary  to  repeat  them  in  this. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  condition  of  the  fund  at 
this  date  :

IMPROVEMENTS    AND    REPAIRS. 

Evidently  the  most  thorough  renovation  the  Institution  has 
received  for  many  years,  was  given  it  during  last  summer. 
Much  that  had  been  done  heretofore,  in  the  way  of  repairs,  had 
been  only  partially  or  imperfectly  done;  besides,  many  of  the 
pipes  and  other  appliances  about  the  buildings,  were  old  and 
worn  out,  and  needed  to  be  replaced  with  new  ones.  Hence, 
with  a  view  to  promoting  the  general  health  and  securing  the 
•safety  of  the  household,  and  adding  to  the  appearance  of  the 
buildings  and  premises,  we  commenced,  early  in  the  season,  to 
make  a  number  of  important  and  necessary  improvements  and 
repairs  to  the  property,  and  a  systematic  and  thorough  cleans- 
ing of  the  buildings,  and  pushed  them  to  completion. 

In  early  all  of  the  window-blinds  in  the  main  building  (all  the 
windows  have  wooden  blinds  inside)  were  varnished.  All  the 
pupils'  dormitories  in  the  main  building  and  the  halls  on  the 
fifth  floor,  the  dormitories  and  halls  on  the  third  story  of  the 
shop  were  calcimined  or  white-washed,  and  otherwise  put  in 
good  repair.  The  girls'  hospitals,  the  ceilings  of  several  school 
rooms,  the  bath-rooms  and  the  pupils'  wash-rooms  were  also 
calcimined. 

The  walls  and  woodwork  of  the  Superintendent's  dining- 
room,  and  also  of  the  pupils'  large  dining-room;  the  ceiling, 
walls  and  woodwork  of  the  spacious  halls  on  the  first  floor,  and 
of  the  large  school-room  on  the  second  floor  of  the  east  wing  of 
the  building,  and  the  walls  of  the  lecture-room,  were  all  painted 
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with  two  coats  of  linseed  oil  and  lead  paint  in  various  tints,  and 
present  a  very  pleasing  appearance.  The  ceiling  of  the  girls' 
work-room  was  also  painted  and  the  walls  papered.  The  same 
repairs  were  made  to  the  teachers'  private  room  on  the  west 
side  of  the  fourth  story,  and  in  addition  a  new  carpet  was  put 
on  the  floor. 

JSTew  body-brussels  carpets  (165  yards)  were  purchased  for 
the  public  parlors,  and  for  the  library;  the  gilt  paper  on  the 
ceilings  and  walls  of  the  parlors  and  of  the  rooms  occupied  by 
the  Girls'  Governess,  was  carefully  cleaned  by  a  new  process  of 
doing  such  work.  The  ceiling  and  walls  of  the  chapel  were 
artistically  painted  in  water  colors  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Henry  Ranje,  an  artist  of  wide  reputation  in  work  of  that  de- 
scription. The  patterns  and  the  harmonious  blending  of  the 
colors,  are  evidences  of  taste  in  design  and  skill  in  execution.  It 
is  really  a  beautiful  piece  of  work. 

The  cellar,  which  extends  under  the  whole  house,  was  also 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected ;  the  dirt  and  rubbish,  the 
accumulation  of  years,  were  removed,  and  the  walls  white- 
washed. 

But  evidently  the  most  important  item  of  repairs  made  in 
the  building,  was  the  complete  renovation  of  the  system  of 
plumbing  work  on  the  boys'  side  of  the  house.  The  water- 
closets  were  all  old  and  imperfect;  the  soil,  drain,  supply  and 
ventilation  pipes  were  also  old  and  worn  out;  some  were  split 
and  others  were  badly  connected,  and  through  these  defects 
deadly  sewer  gas  could  escape  freely  into  the  house.  Hence  it 
was  necessary  to  thoroughly  reoonstract  the  whole  system. 
Five  new  water  closets  of  the  best  modern  pattern  were  pur- 
chased and  put  in  place;  all  the  old  pipes,  from  the  connection 
with  the  city  sewerage  in  the  cellar  to  the  top  of  the  building,, 
were  removed,  and  new  ones  of  the  best  quality  put  in  their 
place;  new  attachments,  traps,  connections,  faucets,  caps,  valves,, 
etc.,  all  of  modern  improvement  and  best  quality,  were  sup- 
plied, and  the  latest  scientific  plan  of  ventilation  was  adopted. 
A  new  copper  bath  tub  was  also  placed  in  the  boys'  bath  room, 
and  two  old  ones  repaired.  This  work  was  all  done  by,  or  under 
the  direction  of,  Mr.  Henry  Hudson,  and  is  complete  in  every 
particular. 

Repairs  were  also  made  on  the  outside  of  the  building.  The 
cupolas,  roofs  and  troughs  were  all  carefully  examined  and  re- 
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paired;  the  tin  spouts  about  the  verandas  were  changed  so  as 
to  concentrate  the  water  from  the  roofs  of  these  verandas,  and 
drain  it  into  four  dry  wells — two  on  the  east  side  of  the  build- 
ing and  two  on  the  west  side — which  we  sunk  for  this  purpose. 
By  this  means  we  got  rid  of  a  large  quantity  of  waste  water  in 
the  yard,  which  was  always  a  source  of  annoyance. 

A  new  concrete  pavement,  121  feet  long  and  lOJ  feet  wide, 
was  laid  under  the  veranda  on  the  west  side  of  the  main  building, 
and  a  brick  pavement,  74  feet  long  and  6  feet  wide,  was  put 
down  across  the  yard,  connecting  the  pavement  under  the  east 
veranda  with  the  one  around  the  shop.  Our  boilers,  three  in 
number,  were  carefully  inspected  during  the  summer,  and  two 
of  them  repaired.     They  are  now  all  in  good  condition. 

The  iron  fence  on  the  east,  south  and  west  sides  of  the  front 
yard  was  painted  ;  the  board  and  picket  fences  extending  along 
Meridian  and  Pennsylvania  streets,  from  the  iron  fence  on  the 
south  to  St.  Clair  street  on  the  north,  were  repaired  and  painted 
with  lead  and  oil  paint.  The  greenhouse  and  the  fences  in  the 
yards  were  also  painted. 

The  grounds  about  the  buildings  have  been  carefully  and 
tastefully  kept,  and  always  present  an  attractive  appearance. 
They  are,  indeed,  a  credit  to  the  Institution  and  the  State. 


PRESENT    SESSION. 

The  present  session  of  the  school  opened  on  Wednesday,  the 
Dth  day  of  September,  under  ver}^  favorable  auspices.  A  large 
proportion  of  the  pupils  in  attendance  last  year,  and  a  number 
of  new  ones,  were  present  on  the  first  day  ;  several  of  each  have 
since  been  received.  If  all  those  whose  applications  for  admis- 
sion are  in  my  possession  at  this  writing,  and  who  are  evidently 
entitled  to  the  advantages  of  the  Institution,  present  themselves, 
it  will  be  taxed  to  its  utmost  capacity  to  accommodate  them, 
and  the  attendance  will  be  the  largest  in  its  history. 

It  is,  indeed,  a  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that  up  to 
this  time,  this  term,  we  have  seen  much  to  commend  and  but 
little  to  condemn  in  the  operations  of  the  Institution.  Friendly 
relations  and  kindly  feelings  exist  among  the  members  of  the 
household.     The  teachers  and  officers  are  industrious  and  at- 
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tentive  to  duty,  and  evince  a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  and 
advancement  of  the  children,  and  all  are  working  harmo- 
niously together  for  the  success  of  the  school. 

During  the  vacation  the  office  of  Matron  was  abolished,  and 
Mrs.  E.  J.  Tarlton  was  appointed  as  Housekeeper.

CLOSING  REMARKS. 

In  presenting  this  account  of  the  affairs  of  the  Institution 
for  the  past  year,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  it  may  seem  to  be  un- 
necessarily minute  in  detail  and  elaborate  in  description,  but  I 
have  preferred  to  make  it  so  rather  than  that  it  should  be  too 
general;  for  I  feel  that  the  best  means  of  conveying  to  the 
general  public  information  regarding  the  purposes  and  work  of 
the  school  and  the  management  of  its  internal  affairs,  is  through 
its  annual  reports,  and  whoever  seeks  such  information  will 
naturally  look  for  it  in  these  documents.  Therefore,  I  have 
felt  justified  in  being  elaborate,  rather  than  brief,  in  making 
these  statements. 

I  have  endeavored  to  carefully  guard  every  interest  of  the 
Institution;  to  administer  its  affairs  advantageously  and  im- 
partially to  the  unfortunate  inmates  ;  to  study  what  is  required 
to  increase  its  efficiency,  and  advance  it  to  the  highest  possible 
plane  of  usefulness. 

Sincerely  thanking  you,  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
for  the  generous  co-operation  and  support  you  have  given  me 
in  the  past,  and  hoping  to  merit  a  continuance  of  the  same, 
this  report  is  most  respectfully  submitted.

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GENERAL    INFORMATION. 


The  Indiana  Institute  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind  is 
located  at  Indianapolis,  the  capital  of  the  State,  occupying  a 
beautiful  and  healthful  site  in  the  northern  part  of  the  city. 
.  It  is  strictly  an  educational  establishment,  a  branch  of  the 
noble  public  educational  system  of  Indiana,  and  has  for  its 
object  the  moral,  intellectual  and  physical  development  and 
training  of  the  blind  children  of  suitable  school  age,  of  both 
sexes,  residing  in  the  State.  ^ 

Pupils  from  this  State  are  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the 
Institution  free  of  charge.  They  are  provided  with  tuition^ 
boarding,  washing,  medical  attendance  and  everything  neces- 
sary, except  clothing  and  traveling  expenses. 

The  school  term  commences  each  year  on  the  second  Wednes- 
day of  September,  and  continues  forty  weeks.  It  is  highly  im- 
portant that  pupils  should  be  present  at  the  opening  of  the 
term,  and  remain,  if  possible,  to  the  close. 

All  pupils  are  required  to  come  provided  with  an  adequate 
supply  of  good,  comfortable  clothing,  embracing  suitable  arti- 
cles for  both  summer  and  winter  wear,  in  such  quantities  as  to 
admit  of  the  necessary  changes  for  washing  and  repairing. 

Each  article  of  clothing  should  be  distinctly  marked  with 
the  owner's  name,  in  order  to  prevent  confusion  or  loss,  and 
must  be  sent  in  good  condition,  not  only  upon  the  first  entrance 
of  the  pupil,  but  also  at  each  subsequent  return  from  home  after 
the  vacation. 

It  is  positively  required  that  every  pupil  shall  be  removed 
from  the  Institution  at  the  close  of  the  term,  each  year,  as 
well  as  at  any  other  time  when  such  removal  may  be  deemed 
necessary  by  the  proper  officers;  and,  in  case  of  the  failure  of 
the  friends  of  any  pupil  to  comply  with  this  requisition,  provi- 
sion is  made  by  the  law  for  the  sending  of  such  pupil  to  the 
trustee  of  the  township  in  which  he  or  she  resides,  to  be  by 
him  provided  for  at  the  expense  of  the  county. 

As  a  rule,  applicants  who  are  under  nine  or  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age  are  not  admitted;  but  exceptions  are  sometimes 
made  in  favor  of  those  who  are  over  age,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  The  term  of  instruction  is  not  limited  to 
any  definite  number  of  years,  but  is  determined  by  the  attain- 
ments of  the  pupil  and  his  fitness  to  graduate. 
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No  person  of  imbecile  or  unsound  mind,  or  of  confirmed  im- 
moral habits,  will  be  knowingly  received  into  the  Institute ; 
and  in  case  any  pupil  shall,  after  a  fair  trial,  prove  incompetent 
to  receive  useful  instruction,  or  disobedient  to  the  regulations 
of  the  Institute,  such  pupil  will  be  thereupon  dismissed. 

By  a  recent  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  use  of  to- 
bacco in  every  form,  in  or  about  the  building,  is  prohibited. 
Parents  should  be  especially  careful  to  prevent  their  boys  from 
forming  the  habit  of  using  it  while  at  home,  during  vacations. 
Its  injurious  influence  on  all  who  begin  to  use  it  in  childhood 
is  not  questioned,  but  it  is  especially  harmful  to  the  blind. 
Therefore  one  can  not  do  them  a  greater  kindness  than  to 
guard  them  against  its  use. 

Letters  are  written  once  a  month,  or  oftener  if  necessery,  for 
those  who  can  not  write  for  themselves.  If  a  pupil  is  taken 
seriously  sick  the  friends  are  immediately  notified  of  the  fact. 

All  letters  and  packages  sent  to  the  pupils  should  have,  be- 
sides the  name  of  the  pupil  addressed,  these  words :  "  Institute 
for  the  Blind,  Indianapolis,  Indiana,"  to  insure  prompt  de- 
livery. 

The  Institute  is  open  to  visitors  on  every  day,  except  Sun- 
days, between  the  hours  of  10  a.  m.  and  3  p.  m. 

Persons  bringing  pupils  to  the  Institute,  or  visiting  them 
while  here,  can  not  be  accommodated  with  boarding  and  lodg- 
ing during  their  stay  in  the  city. 

Parties  desiring  the  admission  of  a  pupil  to  the  Institute 
are  required  to  fill  up  the  subjoined  form  of  appliction  and 
forward  the  same  to  the  Superintendent,  giving  truthful  an- 
swers to  the  interrogatories  therein  contained,  and  procuring 
the  signature  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  to  the  certificate  there- 
unto attached;  and  the  pupil  must  in  no  case  be  sent  until  such 
application  shall  have  been  received  and  favorably  responded 
to  by  the  Superintendent.

TRUSTEES'  EEPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  Isaac  P.  Gray,  Governor  of  Indiana : 

In  presenting  this,  our  first,  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  October  M,  1885,  the  Trustees  beg  leave  to  state  that 
they  qualified  and  assumed  the  duties  of  their  respective  trusts 
on  the  7th  day  of  April,  1885.  That  on  the  14th  day  of  April, 
1885,  they  elected  as  Superintendent  the  Honorable  Thomas  M. 
Smith,  of  Warrick  County,  who  accepted  said  office  on  the  1st 
day  of  May,  1885,  and  held  the  same  until  the  3d  day  of  August, 
1885,  at  which  time  he  placed  his  resignation  in  the  hands  of 
the  B(jard  of  Trustees.  We  found  Mr.  Smith  to  be  an  honest, 
Christian  gentleman,  kind  in  his  treatment  of  the  orphans  and 
afflicted  children  under  his  charge. 

Prof.  A.  H.  Morris,  of  Hamilton  County,  was  elected  to  fill 
the  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Superintendent.  Prof.  Morris 
speedily  adapted  himself  to  the  wants  and  necessities  of  the 
Home,  is  polite  and  courteous  to  visitors,  kind  and  aftable  to 
all  inmates  and  employes,  and  by  his  excellent  administrative 
ability  has  maintained  good  order  and  won  the  respect  and  con- 
fidence of  all  under  his  charge.  We  feel  confident  that,  in  the 
selection  of  Prof.  Morris,  "we  have  the  right  man  in  the  right 
place."' 


The  actual  ii umber  of  inmates  at  the  Home  at  the  close  of 
the  year  is  one  hundred  and  forty-nine — all  orphans  of  deceased 
soldiers,  ^nd  ranging  in  age  from  three  to  sixteen  years.  This 
includes  George  Mueser,  an  armless  soldier,  and  his  son,  who 
were  placed  in  the  institution  by  a  special  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  in  the  year  1877. 

The  inmates  of  the  asylum  at  the  close  of  the  year,  including 
employes,  is  one  hundred  and  four. 

In  accordance  with  the  law  enacted  b}^  the  Legislature  of 
1885,  the  Board  of  Trustees  caused  a  tight  board  fence  to  be 
erected  around  a  play  ground  for  the  use  of  the  inmates  of  the 
asylum.  And  we  feel  that,  so  far  as  possible  under  existing 
circumstances  and  surroundings,  we  have  complied  with  the 
letter  and  spirit  of  the  provisions  of  the  existing  statute  in  re- 
gard to  a  separation  of  the  two  classes  of  this  institution. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  orphan  schools  are  taught  by  the  following  efficient  corps 
of  teachers,  viz.:  Miss  Susan  Ray  Wilson,  Miss  Margaret 
Weakly,  Miss  Laura  Wachtstatter  and  Mr.  Addison  Haworth. 
There  is  punctual  attendance  of  the  school,  and  the  progress  of 
the  pupils  will  compare  favorably  with  the  public  schools  of 
the  country. 

The  asylum  schools  are  taught  by  Mrs.  Bertha  Moore,  Miss 
Mary  F.  Wilson  and  Miss  Nancy  Platts,  who  by  the  untiring 
zeal  and  interest  manifested  in  their  work  deserve  the  com- 
mendation of  all  the  friends  of  these  afflicted  children. 

GOVERNMENT.  • 

The  government  of  the  children  in  both  departments  is 
parental,  and  cases  are  rare  where  it  is  necessary  to  resort  to 
corporal  punishment  to  preserve  order  and  maintain  discipline. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  institution  is  remarkably  good; 
the  grounds  and  buildings  are  carefully  policed  daily,  and  we 
refer  to  the  report  of  the  physician  as  to  details  and  showing 
the  healthy  condition  of  the  children. 

The  wants  and  necessities  of  the  Institution  were  fully  set 
out  in  the  last  annual  report  of  our  predecessors,  and  many 
improvements  ought  to  be  made,  if  funds  were  at  the  command 


of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  but  we  deem  it  our  first  duty  to  see 
that  these  wards  of  the  State  are  comfortably  clad  and  are  well 
fed,  physically  and  mentally.  The  current  appropriation  is 
barely  sufiicient  to  pay  the  current  expenses,  and  a  legacy  of 
debt  turned  over  to  us  with  the  Institution  remains  for  the  next 
Legislature  to  supply  the  means  of  relieving  us  from  the  clam- 
oring of  the  creditors  of  the  State. 

LIBRARY. 

We  have  expended  the  appropriation,  made  by  the  last  Gen- 
eral Assembly  for  library  purposes  in  books  carefully  selected 
and  well  adapted  to  the  various  ages  of  the  inmates,  to  which 
will  be  added  books  during  the  coming  year,  and  in  a  short  time 
we  hope  to  see  a  good  library  in  the  Institution. 

In  conclusion  we  trust  that  a  greater  interest  will  be  mani- 
fested in  the  "Home"  in  the  future  than  in  the  past,  that  the 
friends  of  the  soldiers'  orphans  will  visit  at  any  and  all  times 
the  "Home,"  and  see  for  themselves  the  treatment  these  wards 
are  receiving.  We  invite  criticism  and  will  gladly  avail  our- 
selves of  any  improvements  suggested  for  betterment  of  the 
condition  of  the  children  of  our  country's  defenders  and  of 
our  deceased  comrades.     Respectfully  submitted,

To  the  Board  of  Trustees :. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  I  herewith 
submit  a  report  of  the  condition  of  these  combined  institutions 
for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1885. 

I  deem  it  proper  to  say  that  so  much  of  this  report  as  em- 
braces the  time  between  E'ovember  1,  1884,  and  May  1,  1885, 
is  taken  from  the  books  and  papers  of  Dr.  J.  W.  White ;  the 
part  pertaining  to  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  between  May  1 
and  August  1, 1885,  is  based  upon  the  memoranda  and  monthly 
statements  of  Rev.  T.  M.  Smith,  and  the  remainder  embraces 
the  short  period  of  three  months,  August  1  to  October  31,  that 
the  Institution  has  been  under  my  supervision.  It  will  be 
readily  understood  that  this  unusual  number  of  changes,  in  the 
short  space  of  twelve  months,  and  the  different  systems  of  book- 
keeping adopted  and  new  regimes  introduced,  render  it  exceed- 
ingly difficult  to  make  a  satisfactory  report.  Any  discrepancies, 
apparent  or  real,  or  a  failure  to  do  worthy  parties  full  justice, 
may  be  readily  explained  when  these  statements  are  borne  in 
mind. 

Attention  is  called,  with  great  pleasure,  to  the  report  of  the 
Matron  and  others,  found  elsewhere,  and  containing,  it  is  be- 
lieved, full  and  satisfactory  information  on  the  various  subjects 
submitted  for  consideration.

I  am  happy  to  report  that,  for  the  most  part,  these  children 
are  obedient  and  submissive,  and  employes  courteous  and. 
obliging. 

The  children  in  the  Orphanage  are  divided  into  live  groups, 
each  one  being  under  the  immediate  charge  of  a  governess 
whose  duty  it  is  to  have  the  care  of  the  children  when  not 
in  school;  to  correct  all  improprieties  that  maj'  occur;  to  con- 
trol them  on  the  playground  ;  to  attend  them  on  arising  in  the 
morning  and  retiring  at  night;  to  wait  on  them  at  their  meals,, 
and  to  exercise  over  them  such  a  general  supervision  as  will  re- 
sult in  the  cultivation  of  good  morals  and  gentle  manners.  It 
has  been  the  aim  to  appoint  only  such  governesses  as  would 
exert  influences  for  good  upon  these  children,  and  elevate  them 
morally,  socially  and  religiously. 

I  bear  willing  testimony  to  the  interest  manifested  and  the 
conscientious  work  performed  for  the  quarter  just  passed,  and 
presume  the  previous  months  were  characterized  by  the  same 
earnestness  and  zeal.  It  would  be  useless  to  deny  that  with  all 
this  constant  care  and  watchfulness  no  irregularities  occur,  but 
it  is  gratifying  to  know  they  are  becoming  less  frequent,  and 
we  are  encouraged  to  hope  that  soon  they  may  entirely  dis- 
appear. 
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Our  records  show  a  few  cases  where  boys,  laboring  under  the 
mistaken  notion  of  bettering  their  condition,  or  with  a  view  to 
securing  greater  freedom,  have  gone  from  the  Home  without 
leave  of  absence.  In  most  instances  they  have  realized  their 
folly,  and  upon  their  return  have  been  wiser  if  not  better  boys. 

To  protect  the  children  from  undue  evil  influences,  it  wa& 
found  necessary  to  send  one  incorrigible  boy  to  the  Reform 
School  at  Plainfield.  We  hope  no  such  necessity  will  again 
arise. 

It  is  a  matter  of  justice  to  state  that,  generally  speakings 
there  is  a  willingness  on  the  part  of  these  children  to  do 
the  work  assigned  them  that  is  commendable.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  such  meager  facilities  are  afforded  them  for  mak- 
ing themselves  useful,  not  only  while  here,  but  when  they  are 
compelled  to  abandon  this  home  and  become  actors  on  the 
Avorld's  great  stage.  While  not  an  elegant  expression,  it  is 
nevertheless  true  that,  "  Idleness  is  the  devil's  workshop,"  and 
it  applies  with  the  same  force  to  a  public  institution  as  to  the 
private  family.     This  evil  can  be  remedied.     Shall  it  be  done  ? 

THE    SCHOOLS. 

Personally  I  know  nothing  of  the  condition  of  the  schools 
the  past  year,  but  call  attention  to  the  report  of  Miss  Susie  Ray 
Wilson,  who  filled  the  position  of  principal  until  August  1.

At  the  opening  of  the  term,  August  10,  Prof.  A.  H.  Morris, 
Superintendent,  became  Principal  of  the  schools,  and  their 
present  condition  is  noted  in  his  report.

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The  schools  reopened  August  10  with  the  following  teach- 
ers :

Miss  Susie  Wilson Grammar  Grade. 

It  was  deemed  expedient  to  place  the  school  entirely  under 
the  control  of  the  Superintendent,  who  at  once  effected  a  re- 
organization and  introduced  Ray's  Revised  Arithmetic,  Har- 
vey's Revised  and  Elementary  Grammars,  Barnes'  Physical 
Geography  and  McGutfey's  Speller.  The  change  has  proved  to 
be  very  beneticial,  and  the  pupils  are  doing  quite  satisfactory 
work.  All  the  common  branches  are  taught.  Teachers  are  re- 
quired to  hold  a  written  examination  the  last  Friday  in  each 
month,  and  the  results  are  recorded  in  the  school  Register  and 
reported  on  ''letter  writing  day"  to  the  friends  or  parents  of 
the  pupil.  A  monthly  report  is  also  made  by  each  teacher  to 
the  Superintendent.  The  first  Friday  in  each  month  is  devoted 
to  the  writing  of  letters,  an  exercise  profitable  to  the  children 
and  attended  with  great  pleasure  to  their  friends,  who  thus 
hear  from  them  at  regular  intervals.  In  addition  to  her 
work  as  teacher.  Miss  Weakley  devotes  the  last  half  hour  of 
each  day  to  giving  instructions  to  the  children  in  vocal  music, 
and  the  progress  they  have  made  is  highly  gratifying.  A  half 
hour  after  the  close  of  school  Miss  Wilson  instructs  the  girls  in 
plain  and  fancy  sewing,  and  is  greatly  encouraged  to  continue 
her  eftbrts  by  the  rapid  progress  already  made.  The  school 
rooms  have  been  thoroughly  cleansed  and  whitewashed,  and 
facilities  for  doing  more  efficient  work  increased  by  additional 
black-boards  and  other  necessary  school  apparatus.  The  pupils 
are  closely  graded,  and  every  educational  advantage  is  afforded 
that  is  deemed  necessary  to  fit  them  for  usefulness  and  happi- 
ness. 

Mr.  Warman  tendered  his  resignation  October  15,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Haworth,  a  teacher  of  large  experience. 
With  this  etficieut  corps  of  teachers  the  work  is  being  faithfully 
performed,  and  in  the  end  must  prove  satisfactory.  1  hope  to 
be  able,  by  employing  various  methods,  to  so  stimulate  the 
children  to  study  and  diligence  that  they  may  complete  a  course 
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of  study,  embracing  the  eight  common  branches,  and  go  forth 
at  the  age  of  sixteen,  bearing  with  them  honorable  certificates 
of  scholarship  and  advancement. 

MORAL    INSTRUCTION. 

Our  children  meet  every  evening,  except  Saturday  evening, 
in  our*  chapel  room,  where  religious  exercises  are  conducted, 
consisting  of  singing,  scripture  recitations,  prayer  and  other 
devotional  exercises,  conducted  by  the  Superintendent.  Then, 
on  the  Lord's  Day,  at  10  o'clock,  all  assemble  for  religious  serv- 
ices, lasting  one  hour.  From  11  to  12,  the  Sunday  School  les- 
son is  studied,  under  the  direction  of  the  Governess,  in  the 
division  room.  At  half-past  two  o'clock  Sunday  School  is  held 
in  the  school  building  ;  and  again  in  the  evening  chapel  exer- 
cises are  conducted.  Some  evenings  are  devoted  to  the  read- 
ing of  some  good  story,  or  a  chapter  from  some  good  book. 
Already  Bunyan's  Pilgrim's  Progress  has  been  completed  by 
these  evening  readings,  and  we  are  far  along  in  Uncle  Tom's 
Cabin.  Every  Friday  evening  an  entertainment  of  some  kind 
is  given,  teachers  and  pupils  being  assigned  their  duties  one 
month  in  advance. 

The  Moral  Instructor  heretofore  employed  has  been  dis- 
pensed with,  and  that  duty  devolved  upon  the  Superintendent. 
He  desires,  in  this  connection,  to  express  his  appreciation  of 
Mr.  Charles  Hubbard's  kindness  in  aiding  him  occasionally  in 
these  important  duties.  Similar  assistance  on  the  part  of  other 
ministers  and  friends  will  be  gladly  received. 

THE    LIBRARY. 

"  One  of  the  most  important  features  of  our  educational  sys- 
tem is  the  public  library.  The  Institution,  Soldiers"  Orphans' 
Home,  is  wholly  destitute  of  books,  a  gross  neglect  that  would 
be  diiticult  to  explain.*' 

This  statement,  although  true  a  year  ago,  I  am  happy  to  say, 
is  not  true  to-day.  Recently,  the  two  hundred  dollars  appro- 
priated by  the  last  Legislature  for  the  purchase  of  books,  has 
been  judiciously  expended,  and  we  now  have  on  our  shelves, 
and  accessible  to  the  children,  some  three  hundred  volumes, 
many  of  them  standard  works  for  the  older  ones,  and  the  re- 
2— S.  O.  H. 
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mainder  juvenile  works  for  the  younger  children.  The  eager- 
ness with  which  these  books  are  read  already  demonstrates  the 
wisdom  of  our  law  makers  in  giving  us  this  nucleus  of  a  li- 
brary. Being  so  long  deprived  of  this  aid,  so  conducive  to  the 
mental  development,  has  certainly  been  a  great  injustice,  and 
worked  an  irreparable  injury  to  many  children  who  have  gone 
from  these  walls.  It  is  but  a  beginning,  however,  and  must  be 
largely  increased  in  order  to  accomplish  the  greatest  results. 

THE    NURSERY. 

It  was  deemed  advisable  during  the  summer  months  to  fit  up 
an  unoccupied  house,  remote  from  the  main  building,  for  hos- 
pital purposes.  This  removal  of  the  sick  from  the  other  in- 
mates has  proved  so  satisfactory  that  we  think  best  to. continue 
this  separation,  since  it  aftbrds  quiet  to  the  afflicted  and  pre- 
vents the  annoyance  arising  from  too  frequent  calls.  The 
nursery  has  been  made  comfortable,  and  the  rooms  have  been 
made  as  homelike  as  possible.  The  ceilings  and  walls  not  pa- 
pered have  been  whitewashed,  ^nd  every  other  precaution  taken 
to  secure  the  best  sanitary  results. 

We  feel  devoutly  thankful  that  so  little  sickness  has  existed 
and  that  not  a  single  death  has  occurred  during  the  year.  With 
the  earnest  hope  that  the  same. kind  Providence  which  has 
shielded  the  fatherless  during  the  year  past  may  continue  to 
protect  and  bless  them  in  the  j'ears  yet  to  come,

PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Superintendent  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana 
(Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  and  Asylum  for  Feeble- Minded 
Children : 

I  regret  that  in  attempting  to  make  a  complete  record  for 
the  past  year,  I  find  myself  hindered  by  an  absence  of  the 
proper  records,  there  having  been  no  record  of  cases  kept 
during  this  time.  However,  from  nurses  and  attendants  I  learn 
that  prior  to  the  time  at  which  I  took  charge  there  was  no 
serious  sickness;  simple  ailments,  constitutional  cachexia  and 
slight  injuries  alone,  claiming  the  attention  of  the  physician  in 
charge. 

The  only  death  occurring  during  the  year  was  the  result  of 
an  unavoidable  accident.  Since  coming  into  the  institution  I 
have  had  seven  children  in  the  nursery.  The  causes  for  which 
and  the  time  of  detention  will  be  found  in  the  nursery  record. 

On  taking  charge  I  found  the  children  in  both  departments 
very  generally  affected  with  a  parasitic  disease  of  the  skin, 
which,  under  the  use  of  energetic  measures  and  by  the  hearty 
cooperation  of  the  attendants,  speedily  disappeared. 

The  constitutional  taints,  such  as  scrofulous  eruptions  and 
the  allied  affections,  we  have  always  with  us. 

Two  cases  of  chronic  purulent  discharge  of  the  ear  are  now 
under  treatment,  and  give  promise  of  speedy  cure. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  institution  is  as  perfect  as 
could  be  expected.  Every  precaution  is  taken  to  keep  the 
building  clean  and  healthy  from  cellar  to  roof.  The  success 
attained  is  best  shown  in  the  fact  that  we  have  been  wholly 
free  from  any  zymotic  diseases.  An  inspection  is  made  each 
week,  and  wherever  a  suggestion  has  been  made,  and  it  has 
been  possible,  both  the  Superintendent  and  Matron  have  en- 
deavored to  see  it  fulfilled. 
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In  the  dormitories,  the  beds  and  bedding,  as  well  as  the 
rooms  themselves,  have  always  been  found  scrupulously  clean 
and  well  ventilated.  The  only  complaint  that  can  be  made  is 
the  too  great  number  of  beds  required  in  each  to  accommodate 
the  children.  In  fact,  the  institution,  in  both  departments,  is 
now  crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity,  and  I  would  suggest,  for 
the  well-being  of  the  present  inmates,  that  the  Board  refuse- 
admission  to  any  more  children  until  more  room  is  furnished 
or  vacancies  occur.  Very  respectfully,

To  the  Superintendent  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  Sol- 
diers' Orphans'  Home  and  Asylum  for  Feeble- Minded  Children: 

Permit  me,  in  the  beginning  of  my  report,  to  thank  you  for 
your  many  words  of  kindness  during  the  few  months  I  have 
occupied  the  position  of  Matron.  The  workers,  in  the  main,  I 
have  found  to  be  very  efficient,  being  kind  and  willing  at  all 
times  to  take  hold  of  any  duty  assigned  them.  The  children 
are  well  cared  for.  An  abundance  of  food  is  supplied  in  a 
much  greater  variety  than  they  have  been  accustomed  to,  and 
this  well  cooked  and  properly  served. 

The  clothing  is  of  nice  material  and  tastefully  made.  We 
look  with  pride  upon  our  boys  and  girls  as  we  see  them  now  in 
their  handsome  uniform.  In  behalf  of  the  children,  I  would 
tender  thanks  to  the  Superintendent  and  Board  of  Trustees  for 
all  they  are  doing  for  their  comfort. 

Our  sitting  rooms  are  made  bright  and  cheerful  by  kind 
governesses,  who  labor  for  the  happiness  and  future  welfare  of 
those  committed  to  their  care. 

Our  dormitories  are  in  good  condition.  Those  in  charge  of 
them,  by  constant  care  and  effort,  have  everything  in  readiness 
for  the  coming  winter. 

We  regret  very  much  the  necessity  of  using  so  small  a 
kitchen,  though,  notwithstanding  the  great  amount  of  cooking 
required  to  satisfy  so  large  a  family,  it  is  kept  neat  and  clean. 

The  dining-rooms  are  well  cared  for.  A  part  of  the  work  in 
this  department,  as  well  as  in  others,  is  done  by  the  children. 

The  laundry  is  giving  satisfaction.  Some  of  the  Avorkers 
here  have  been  employed  in  the  institution  for  years. 

The  sewing-room  is  a  busy  place.  You  may  judge  of  our 
faithful  workers  by  the  list  of  garments  made  during  the  year :

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Indiana  Asylum  Feeble-Minded  Children,  1 
November  1,  1885.      / 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

With  pleasure  I  submit  for  your  consideration  a  report  of 
the  condition,  progress  and  work  of  the  inmates  of  the  Asyhim 
for  Feeble-Minded  Children  under  your  care.  The  sources  of 
information  in  regard  to  this  Institution  are  the  same  as  those 
of  the  Orphan  Department,  to  which  your  attention  has  already 
been  called,  and  the  statements  previously  made  will  here  apply 
with  equal  force. 

The  girls  in  this  department  comprise  one  division,  while  the 
boys,  for  satisfactory  reasons,  are  divided  into  two  groups  or 
classes.     A  governess  has  charge  of  each. 

Every  attention  possible  is  given  these  unfortunate  children, 
and  their  condition  shows  conclusively  the  good  results  of  con- 
stant and  patient  work.  Their  sitting-rooms  are  large  and 
well  ventilated,  and  the  school-rooms  are  well  provided  with 
the  necessary  furniture  and  suitable  apparatus.  They  are  di- 
vided into  three  grades  in  their  school  work,  and  their  physical 
and  mental  training  is  intrusted  to  the  three  teachers  in  charge, 
Mrs.  Bertha  Moore,  Miss  Mary  T.  Wilson,  and  Mrs.  I^.  D.  Piatt. 
The  result  of  their  work  is  elsewhere  reported  by  Mrs.  Moore, 
to  which  attention  is  respectfully  invited.  These  teachers  have 
had  many  years  of  experience  in  their  chosen  field  of  useful- 
ness, and  the  progress  of  their  pupils  demonstrates  their  fitness 
for  the  positions  they  occupy. 

The  children  are  amused,  as  well  as  benefited,  by  the  ring, 
Indian  club,  wand,  dumb-bell,  and  other  gymnastic  exercises, 
to  which  has  recently  been  added  the  very  beautiful  flag  drill 
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These  all  serv^e  to  develop  the  memory  and  secure  attention, 
and  at  the  same  time  produce  ease  and  grace  in  muscular  and 
bodily  movements. 

The  older  children  are  employed  in  various  ways — the  boys 
on  the  farm,  in  the  laundrj^  and  dining-room,  and  the  girls  in 
the  ironing  and  distributing-rooms,  and  other  places  where 
they  can  be  directed  in  their  work.  They  are  not  left  alone  at 
any  time,  either  at  work  or  pla^-,  and  are  protected  and  guarded 
in  every  particular. 

Their  play-ground  is  inclosed  with  a  tight  board  fence,  nine 
feet  high,  which  entirely  separates  them  from  the  orphan  chil- 
dren. A  partition  fence,  also,  separates  the  girls  from  the  boys. 
The  intermingling  of  the  two  classes,  orphan  and  asylum  chil- 
dren, is  prevented  to  the  very  fullest  extent.  They  eat  at  dif- 
ferent tables,  sleep  in  difi'erent  dormitories,  attend  different 
schools,  and  occupy  different  play-grounds.  ■  The  objection 
sometimes  made  to  the  contact  of  these  two  classes  is  without 
foundation  in  fact,  and  the  great  evil  complained  of  is  purely 
imaginary. 

No  serious  sickness  has  occurred  among  these  children  during 
the  year.  One  death  only  is  to  be  reported,  and  it  resulted  from 
an  accident,  the  unfortunate  boy  falling  from  a  tree  which  he 
had  climbed  after  walnuts.  The  remarkably  good  health  of  all 
the  inmates  calls  forth  our  deepest  gratitude  to  Him  who  holds 
our  lives  in  His  hands.

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GENERAL   REMARKS. 


With  the  limited  means  at  our  command,  no  great  improve- 
ments have  been  made  since  August  1.  A  few  necessary 
things,  however,  have  been  done. 

The  kitchen  and  storeroom  have  been  thoroughly  renovated, 
the  walls  whitewashed  and  woodwork  painted. 

The  children's  dining-room  has  been  repapered,  and  wood- 
work painted. 

Several  private  rooms  have  been  made  more  pleasant  by  being 
nicely  papered,  and  all  the  openings  in  the  walls  throughout  the 
building  have  been  filled. 

A  ditch  with  ten-inch  tiling  has  been  made,  extending  some 
twenty-five  rods,  by  which  the  waste  water  from  kitchen  and 
laundry  is  carried  away.  A  pipe  has  also  been  laid,  and  hy- 
draulic put  in  for  filling  the  cistern. 

The    laundry  machinery  has    undergone   extensive   repairs. 

Eleven  dozen   fire  extinguishers  have  been   purchased.     The 

school-rooms  have  all  been  whitewashed  and  blackboards  added, 

and  the  nursery  has  been  made  cozy  and  comfortable.     Many 

other  matters  have   received  attention,  but  much    remains  to 

be  done.

ASYLUM  SCHOOLS. 

REPORT  OF  MRS.  BERTHA  MOORE. 
FIRST  GRADE. 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  beginning  November  1,  1884, 
numbered  twenty-six  children,  whom  I  divided  into  three 
classes,  with  studies  as  follows  : 

First  Class:     Reading — Monroe's  Third  Reader. 

Spelling — Oral;   words  selected  from  assigned 

reading  lessons. 
Arithmetic — Felter's ;  denominate  numbers  and 
tables  up  to  12. 
Second  Class:  Reading — Monroe's  Second  Reader,  complete. 
Spelling — Oral. 
Arithmetic — Subtraction  and  tables  to  8. 
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Third  Class:    Reading — Monroe's  First  Reader. 
Script  reading  from  blackboard. 
Spelling — Oral  and  written. 
Arithmetic — Addition  and  tables  to  4. 

The  reading  lessons  are  written  daily  on  the  blackb.oard.  The 
arithmetic  lessons  are  prepared  on  the  slates. 

Class  exercises  consist  of  oral  geography,  penmanship,  con- 
cert recitation  of  tables  in  weight  and  measure,  alternated  with 
dial  exercises.  In  the  afternoon  a  selected  number  of  children 
meet  the  first  half  hour  for  instruction  in  vocal  music. 

In  the  gymnasium  I  have  added  several  new  drills  to  the 
number  reported  for  my  first  year's  work. 

The  sewing  and  fancy  class  have  shown  a  decided  improve- 
ment. Some  three  hundred  towels  have  been  hemmed  by  the 
smaller  and  less  experienced  children,  while  the  larger  ones 
have  furnished  specimens  of  fancy  work  which  were  even 
gratifying  to  the  teacher.  We  made  a  creditable  exhibit  at  the 
World's  Fair  at  New  Orleans,  and  sent  specimens  to  three  of 
our  county  fairs — Henry,  Shelby  and  Rush  Counties—  and  re- 
ceived six  premiums,  three  from  Shelby,  two  from  Rush  and 
one  from  Henry. 

SECOND  GRADE. 

Miss  Mary  T.  Wilson,  who  has  charge  of  the  second  class, 
makes  the  following  report : 

Beginning  the  year  November  ] ,  1884,  the  second  grade  was 
composed  of  twenty-four  children.  Of  this  number  two  were 
removed  before  the  close  of  the  term,  July  7 — one  on  ac- 
count of  sickness  and  the  other,  a  boy,  was  detailed  for  farm 
work. 

Upon  the  request  of  the  Board  I  submitted  through  you, 
about  June  1,  a  list  of  five  children  who  by  reason  of  their 
advanced  age  or  for  other  causes  were  no  longer  entitled  to 
enjoy  the  benefits  of  the  schools  of  this  Institution.  They  were 
dismissed  at  the  close  of  the  term. 

Of  the  class  of  twenty-four  I  report  as  follows:  Four  read 
from  Monroe's  Second  Reader,  seven  read  from  Monroe's  First 
Reader,  and  the  remaining  thirteen  from  Monroe's  Chart.  In 
number  work  a  class  of  twelve  was  engaged  in  addition  and 
subtraction  of  simple  numbers.     A  class  of  eight  had  learned 
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to  read,  write  and  designate  numbers  to  100.  A  class  of  four 
had  performed  the  same  operation  to  10.  In  writing  on  slate 
and  blackboard,  from  dictation  and  from  copy,  the  entire  class 
made  encouraging  progress. 

The  second  gymnastic  class,  made  up  of  children  from  this 
grade  and  a  number  from  other  rooms,  gave  evidence  in 
straightened  and  strengthened  limbs  of  beneficial  drill. 

THIRD  GRADE. 

Mrs.  N.  D.  Piatt,  Teacher. 

This  grade  comprises  twenty-five  children.  All  are  capable 
of  understanding  ordinary  language,  with  a  few  exceptions. 
The  articulation  is  imperfect.  They  are  instructed  in  writing 
from  copy,  reading  from  chart,  and  counting  with  or  without 
the  help  of  the  numeral  frame.  The  lessons  in  color  and  form 
prove  instructive  as  well  as  pleasing.  The  physical  exercises- 
form  an  important  feature  of  the  daily  training.  The  drills- 
are  varied  and  manifold.  Not  much  can  be  said  of  the  intel- 
lectual progress  of  this  class,  nevertheless  such  constant  train- 
ing can  not  fail  to  improve  them  in  many  ways.  Three  of  the 
twenty-five  were  removed  from  the  Institution. 

The  Sunday  School  is  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  here- 
tofore, the  lesson  being  taught  by  the  teacher  and  reviewed  by 
the  Superintendent.

REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR. 


Knightstille,  Ind.,  February  1,  1885. 

To  His  Excellency,  Isaac  P.  Gray, 

Governor  of  Indiana: 

Sir — In  accordance  with  the  statutes  relative  to  mines  and 
mining  in  Indiana  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  (my  iirst  annual 
report)  the  sixth  annual  report  of  the  Mine  Inspector  of  In- 
diana^ This  report  contains  the  estimated  coal  production  for 
the  year.  Also,  the  capital  employed,  a  list  of  fatal  and  non- 
fatal accidents,  the  number  of  scales  tested,  the  number  of  per- 
sons employed  in  all  mines,  the  name  and  address  of  owners 
and  location  of  all  mines  in  the  State  that  employ  ten  or  more 
men,  with  a  short  description  of  their  general  condition,  and 
the  improvements  made  in  each  mine  since  I  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  the  office.  Also,  such  suggestions  as  I  deem  of  most 
importance  for  the  improvement  of  the  mining  laws.  This 
report  is  made  from  October  31,  1884,  to  November  ],  1885.

I  am  unable  to  give  an  accurate  statement  of  either  the  coal 
tonnage  or  capital  invested  in  the  State.  In  the  latter  part  of 
November,  1885,  printed  blanks  were  sent  out  asking  for  this 
information,  but  a  large  number  were  never  answered.  I  have, 
therefore,  been  compelled  to  estimate,  which  I  have  done  to 
the  best  of  my  ability.  I  have  found  this  a  very  difficult  task, 
as  I  had  very  little  information  on  either  subject.     Had  my 
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predecessor  turned  over  any  of  the  records  I  might  have  been 
able  to  figure  more  accurately.  Below  is  given  the  production 
of  coal. 

Annual  production  of  coal  for  the  past  seven  years,  from  1879 
to  1885,  including  both  years :

In  estimating  the  coal  production  for  this  year  I  have  given 
it  careful  consideration.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  amount 
produced  is  115,000  tons  more  than  the  year  1884.  From  the 
tact  that  there  were  less  strikes  of  importance  than  in  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  while  business  has  not  been  as  good  as  desired, 
yet  the  reports  of  those  that  filled  and  returned  the  blanks  sent  out 
by  me  warrant  the  above  conclusion.  In  calculating  the  capital 
employed  I  have  put  the  amount  at  $1,850,000.  This  may  seem 
large,  as  it  is  $100,000  more  than  reported  in  any  former  year, 
but  when  the  great  number  of  improvements  that  have  been 
made  during  this  year  is  taken  into  consideration,  along  with 
the  new  openings  that  are  now  in  operation,  which  cost  a  tre- 
mendous amount  of  money,  it  will  be  found  that  this  estimate 
is  not  too  large. 

Below"  is  given  a  list  of  accidents,  fatal  or  otherwise,  from 
November  10,  1884,  to  October  31,  1885,  that  have  come  to  ray 
notice.  The  list  here  given  is  as  complete  as  I  could  make  it 
under  the  difliculties  experienced  in  getting  details.  I  am 
almost  certain  that  there  is  a  great  number  not  given  here,  but 
all  appear  that  have  in  any  way  come  to  my  knowledge.  The 
total  number  of  accidents  recorded  is  thirty-two,  seven  of  which 
were  fatal.  It  will  be  observed  that  almost  two-thirds  of  all 
the  accidents  were  from  falling  slate  alone.  It  is  presumed 
that  many  of  these  could  have  been  avoided  by  proper  care. 
But  in  many  mines  the  roofs  are  treacherous  and  liable  to  fall 
at  any  time  without  warning.  There  is  no  doubt,  however, 
that  miners,  from  being  habitually  accustomed  to  such  danger, 
become,  in  many  instances,  negligent  in  adopting  proper  means 


of  safety.  One  death  in  Clay  County  was  caused  by  a  shot  blow- 
ing through  the  pillarfrom  an  adjoining  room,  killing  the  man  in- 
stantly. The  practice  of  allowing  pillars  to  become  so  thin  as 
to  endanger  life  in  the  next  room,  when  a  shot  is  fired,  can  not 
be  too  severely  reprimanded.  And  it  does  appear  that  such 
pillars  can  not  certainly  be  sufficient  to  support  the  superin- 
cumbent stratas  with  safety  to  the  mine  and  miners.  I  sin- 
cerely hope  that  mine  bosses  will  give  this  question  of  suffi- 
cient pillar  their  earnest  attention,  so  as  to  prevent  the  loss  of 
other  lives  through  want  of  sufficient  pillar  being  left  between 
working  places.

Scales 

Have  been  provided,  with  sealed  weights,  by  the  Auditor  of 
State. 

Since  June  11,  1885,  to  October  31,  1885,  twenty-six  sets  of 
scales  have  been  tested.  Of  these,  twenty-one  are  in  Clay 
County,  four  in  Fountain  County,  and  one  in  Vermillion 
County.  Of  the  whole  number  tested,  fourteen  were  found 
correct  and  twelve  incorrect.  Of  the  twelve  that  were  found 
incorrect,  ten  weighed  against  the  men  in  favor  of  the  company, 
while  two  weighed  in  favor  of  the  men  and  against  the  com- 
pany. Further  on  is  given  a  short  account  of  each  mine.  At 
the  conclusion  of  such  accounts  is  given  a  statement  of  how  the 
scales  that  were  tested  at  the  various  mines  weighed,  whether 
correct  or  incorrect;  if  incorrect,  how  many  pounds  to  the  ton, 
and  whether  in  favor  of  the  company  or  the  men.  It  is  a  no- 
ticeable fact  that  of  the  twelve  that  were  found  incorrect,  only 
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two  weighed  in  favor  of  the  men.  Of  these,  each  weighed  forty 
pounds  to  the  ton.  And  of  the  other  ten  that  were  incorrect, 
some  were  found  that  weighed  as  much  as  six  hundred  and 
fifty  pounds  to  the  ton  in  favor  of  the  company,  thus  depriving 
the  men  of  more  than  one-fourth  of  their  wages.  I  offer  some 
suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  law  in  regard  to  scales, 
which  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Ventilation  and  Gases. 

The  gases  most  commonly  met  with  in  coal  mines  are  car- 
bonic acid  gas,  generally  known  among  miners  as  black  damp, 
carbonic  oxide  or  white  damp,  carbonated  hydrogen  or  lire 
damp  and  sulphurated  hydrogen.  Of  these,  the  most  frequent 
in  the  mines  of  Indiana  is  carbonic  acid  or  black  damp.  In 
Sullivan  County  fire  damp  exists,  but  not  in  sufficient  quanti- 
ties to  necessitate  the  general  use  of  safty  lamps.  Mines  where 
it  is  found  should  be  the  best  ventilated  mines  in  the  State.  Be- 
ing of  less  specific  gravity  than  atmospheric  air  it  floats  near 
the  top  of  the  workings  next  the  roof.  Having  neither  taste 
nor  smeJl  it  is  difhcult  to  detect.  Where  it  appears  in  mines 
that  have  previously  been  considered  free  from  it,  the  experi- 
enced miner  can,  by  shading  his  lamp  with  his  hand,  clearly  dis- 
tinguish it  when  in  sufiicient  quantities,  floating  upon  the 
air  as  oil  upon  water.  It  exudes  from  the  wall  of  coal  in  blow- 
ers and  comes  up  in  bubbles  through  the  water  on  the  floor  of 
rooms  or  entries.  It  has  been  frequentlj^  known  to  burst  forth 
in  large  quantities  where  a  concealed  body  of  it  has  been  sud- 
denly met,  and  liberated  in  the  workings  and  has  fouled  the  air 
courses  for  great  distances  in  a  short  space  of  time.  In  cases 
of  this  kind  too  much  care  can  not  be  taken  to  prevent  the  pos- 
sibility of  an  explosion  with  all  the  accompanying  horrors  of 
such  a  disaster.  Persons  inhaling  the  gas  at  the  time  an  explo- 
sion takes  place  and  drawing  the  flame  into  their  lungs  never 
recover,  even  though  the  explosion  be  ever  so  slight.  After  an 
explosion  and  the  slaughter  and  havoc  occasioned  thereby  comes 
the  still  more  dangerous  after  damp.  Nothing  can  live  in  it  and 
those  whom  the  explosion  has  spared  make  haste  to  get  to  a 
place  of  safty.  With  stoppings,  doors  and  bradishes  destroyed, 
with  the  courses  of  the  air  current  changed,  and  the  current  it- 
self annihilated,  compelled  to  grope  about  in  the  dark,  the  poor 
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miuer  is  as  liable  to  rush  headlong  into  danger  as  to  escape 
from  that  which  surrounds  him.  No  person  who  has  not  wit- 
nessed the  devastation  caused  by  explosions  of  fire  damp  can 
form  any  idea  of  the  immense  and  terrible  power  for  destruc- 
tion that  lies  lurking  in  the  hidden  recesses  and  dark  corners 
of  the  under-ground  working  where  it  is  known  to  exist.  Too 
great  care  can  not  be  exercised  in  mines  where  it  is  found  to 
prevent  explosions;  competent  bosses  should  be  employed  and 
the  strictest  care  and  closest  attention  should  be  exercised  in 
all  mines  where  this  dangerous  gas  is  known  to  exist.  I  regret 
to  say  that  this  precaution  spoken  of  here  is  not  more  generally 
observed  in  our  mines  where  this  gas  is  found.  Great  improve- 
ment in  this  direction  should  be  made  in  Indiana.  In  my  next 
report  I  hope  that  I  will  be  able  to  say  that  the  mines  in  Indi- 
ana that  give  off  fire  damp  will  compare  favorably  with  any 
mines  in  any  of  her  sister  States.  As  before  stated  the  gas 
most  frequently  met  with  in  the  mines  of  Indiana  is  carbonic 
acid  or  black  damp.  This  gas  is  readily  known  when  met  with, 
as  the  lamp  burns  feebly,  and  where  it  exists  in  sufiicient  quan- 
tities it  is  extinguished.  It  is  produced  by  the  breathing  of  men 
and  animals  in  the  mines,  and  by  the  combustion  of  lamps  and 
powder.  It  generates  most  freely  in  old  and  abandoned  work- 
ings. All  old  workings  should,  if  possible,  be  bradished  off 
from  the  new  work  so  that  this  gas  may  be  prevented  from  es- 
caping and  mixing  with  the  purer  air  circulating  through  the 
working  parts  of  the  mine.  In  working  a  new  mine  in  prox- 
imity to  one  that  has  been  worked  out,  great  care  should  be  ex- 
ercised to  avoid  breaking  through  to  the  old  works  and  liber- 
ating the  gases  that  may  have  been  accumulated  therein.  In 
the  ordinary  course  of  ventilation,  the  fresh  air  from  the  outside 
becomes  suflficiently  contaminated  before  going  into  the  outlet 
without  being  further  poisoned  from  causes  that  from  most 
cases  can  be  avoided  at  little  or  no  expense.  This  gas  is  heavier 
than  air  and  lies  on  the  floor  of  the  mines.  From  its  weight 
and  inertia  it  is  difficult  to  remove  when  it  is  allowed  to  accu- 
mulate in  any  great  quantity.  Carbonic  oxide  or  white  damp 
is  also  found  in  coal  mines,  although,  so  far,  but  very  little  of 
it  has  been  found  in  the  mines  of  this  State.  It  is  rather  lighter 
than  air.  Lamps  burn  well  where  it  exists,  and  the  miner  is 
frequently  overcome  by  dizziness  or  fainting  before  he  is  aware 
of  its  presence. 
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Sulphurated  hydrogen  is  somewhat  heavier  than  air  and  is 
thrown  off'  by  decomposition  in  old  workings,  especially  in  veins 
where  much  sulpher  exists  in  the  coal.  It  is  readily  distin- 
guished by  its  odor,  resembling  decayed  egg. 

ISTatural  Ventilation. 

Having  thus  briefly  considered  the  nature  of  the  gases  to 
contend  with  in  coal  mining,  let  us  now  consider  the  means  for 
removing  them.  There  are  two  general  methods  of  ventila- 
tion, viz.:  natural  and  artificial.  And  while  natural  means  can 
not  be  relied  upon  with  any  certainty,  yet  many  of  them  still 
adhere  to  this  "trust-to-luck"  system.  The  theory  of  ventila- 
tion by  natural  forces  is,  that  the  air  in  the  mine  becomes  rari- 
fied  and  heated  to  a  greater  degree  than  the  air  outside,  will 
rise  through  the  air  shaft  or  outlet  and  its  place  will  be  sup- 
plied with  fresh  air  at  the  inlet.  This  theory  is  entirely  cor- 
rect in  cold  weather.  On  hot,  close  and  sultry  days  the  course 
of  the  air  is  reversed,  and  the  outlet  draws  down,  and  during 
days  of  variable  external  temperature  the  air  in  such  mines 
goes  backward  and  forward,  or  as  the  miners  say,  "  bafiles," 
so  that  but  little  ventilation  ensues  under  ordinary  circum- 
stances. And  where  gases  do  not  exist  this  may  afford  enough 
air  for  a  few  men  in  winter,  but  in  no  case  will  it  do  in  sum- 
mer. In  one  mine  I  visited  late  in  tlie  fall,  when  the  weather 
was  pretty  cold  one  could  tell  whether  the  wind  rose  or  fell 
outside  over  the  air  shaft  by  the  increased  current  in  the  mine 
below.  Where  black  damp  is  found  in  any  quantities  it  is  safe 
to  say  it  can  not  be  removed  by  natural  ventilation. 

Artificial  Ventilation. 

This  may  be  divided  into  furnace  and  mechanical  ventila- 
tion. Of  these  the  furnace  is  the  most  generally  in  use  in  In- 
diana, and  the  results  obtained  are,  in  most  cases,  satisfactory. 
In  many  instances  the  furnace  is  entirely  inadequate  in  size  for 
the  duty  demanded  of  it.  A  furnace  requires  constant  atten- 
tion, and  the  neglect  of  the  fireman  in  keeping  up  the  fire  is 
soon  apparent  in  the  decreased  volume  of  air  circulating  in  the 
mine,  and  the  air  current  will  fluctuate  more  or  less  from  this 
cause.     Better  results  are  obtained  from  furnaces  in  deep  mines 
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than  in  shallow  ones,  owing  to  the  increased  higlit  of  the  vol- 
ume of  rarified  air  ascending  from  the  pit.  In  erecting  fur- 
naces care  is  not  always  taken  to  make  them  large  enough  to 
accommodate  the  increasing -wants  of  the  mine  consequent 
upon  its  future  development,  and  very  frequently  the  useful- 
ness of  a  furnace  is  impaired  by  the  up-cast  shaft  being  smaller 
in  sectional  area  than  the  in-take  to  the  furnace.  It  can  not 
be  expected  that  air  after  being  increased  to  double  its  volume 
by  passing  over  the  furnace  lire  can  be  conducted  with  the 
same  facility  through  an  opening  smaller  than  it  occupies  when 
cold  and  condensed.  Air  shafts  should,  in  all  cases,  be  equal 
in  area  to  the  return  air-course  of  the  mine.  Air  courses  have 
been  found  that  vary  in  size  at  different  points,  thus  increas- 
ing the  friction  and  retarding  the  current.  To  be  safe,  the 
practical  working^capacity  of  an  air  course  should  be  calcu- 
lated at  the  point  of  its  smallest  area.  When  the  pump  shaft 
is  used,  or  air  shaft,  the  large  timber  braces  for  the  column  all 
interfere  with  the  current  and  lessen  the  capacity  of  the  shaft. 
These  braces  increase  the  friction  on  the  air  to  a  much  greater 
extent  than  many  suppose.  This  matter  of  friction  is  often 
lost  sight  of  by  many  bosses,  and  does  not  sufficiently,  enter 
into  their  calculations  of  the  resistance  to  be  overcome  to  in- 
sure proper  ventilation.  In  fact,  eight  or  nine-tenths  of  the 
power  employed  in  ventilating  mines  is  consumed  in  overcom- 
ing frictional  resistance,  while  the  remaining  one  or  two-tenths 
do  the  actual  work  of  ventilation.  Hence,  it  is  proper  to  take 
advantage  of  every  circumstance  to  reduce  to  the  minimum 
this  resistance.  Each  air-way  should  be  of  the  same  area 
throughout,  and  abrupt  turns  in  the  current  should  be  avoided 
if  possible.  The  sides  of  air  courses  should  be  as  smooth  as 
the  nature  of  the  vein  will  permit,  and  no  obstruction,  such  as 
props  or  piles  of  slate,  be  permitted  in  them.  All  of  these,  and 
many  other  difficulties,  natural  and  artificial,  stand  in  the  way 
of  proper  ventilation  of  mines.  The  question  arises,  how  are 
they  to  be  overcome?  While  the  furnace  is  in  the  ascendency 
in  this  State  there  are  two  strong  reasons  against  its  use.  The 
first  is  the  danger  in  mines  generating  fire  damps  in  passing 
the  current  over  the  flame  of  the  furnace  and  exploding  the 
gas  with  which  it  may  be  charged.  This  danger  can  be 
avoided  by  dumb- drifts  or  openings,  by  which  the  air  of  the 
mines  passes  into  the  air-shaft  beyond  the  fire.     It  is  question- 
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able  whether  this  rush  of  cool  air  into  the  hot  air  of  the  shaft 
does  not  by  lowering  its  temperature  decrease  the  power  of  the 
furnace. 

Another  objection  is,  were  the  buildings  on  the  top  of  the 
hoisting- shaft  to  take  fire,  the  smoke  would  draw  down  and  go 
directly  to  the  air-shaft.  In  this  case  the  stythe,  or,  in  case  of 
an  explosion,  the  after-damp,  would  render  moments  precious, 
and  no  time  to  be  lost  in  rescuing  the  men.  With  these  objec- 
tions to  the  furnace  as  a  ventilator,  we  will  now  consider  what 
are  our  resources  in  the  way  of  mechanical  ventilation. 

Mechanical  Ventilation. 

There  are  various  contrivances  for  ventilating  a  mine  by  me- 
chanical means,  such  as  steam  jets,  the  fan,  and  several  others 
not  necessary  to  mention.  In  some  mines  in  the  State  the 
steam  jet  is  used  to  supply  the  mines  with  air,  and  in  some  in- 
stances where  but  few  persons  are  emploj^ed  in  the  mines  there 
is  all  the  air  that  is  required,  yet  it  would  prove  wholly  in- 
sufficient in  any  of  the  large  mines  in  the  State.  The  fan  has 
proved  to  be  the  best  and  most  efficient  mechanical  ventilator 
yet  introduced.  Of  these  we  have  a  variety  of  different  kinds 
in  use  in  the  State.  On  my  rounds  I  have  noticed  none  that 
give  as  good  general  satisfaction  as  the  Crawford  &  McCum- 
mon  fans,  manufactured  at  Brazil,  Ind.  It  is  scarcely  neces- 
sary for  me  to  go  into  lengthy  details  regarding  fans,  but  be- 
fore leaving  the  subject  I  feel  that  I  ought  to  say  something  in 
favor  of  their  general  adoption,  as  I  was  always  of  the  opinion 
the  fan  should  be  more  generally  used.  The  capacity  of  a  fan 
can  be  readily  increased  to  conform  to  the  increased  needs  of  a 
mine  by  simply  increasing  the  speed  at  which  it  runs.  In  this 
it  has  the  advantage  of  the  furnace  which  can  only  be  increased 
in  power  by  tearing  out  and  enlarging.  The  fan  is  not  depend- 
ent on  the  fireman  as  is  the  furnace  for  its  regular  working. 
Once  attach  a  governor  to  the  fan  engine  and  it  works  along 
at  a  regular  speed,  requiring  no  attention  but  to  lubricate. 
Where  a  fan  can  be  placed  contiguous  to  the  hoisting  shaft, 
the  steam  to  ru.n  it  can  be  obtained  from  the  boiler  of  the 
hoisting  engine.  Where  this  circumstance  exists  the  economy 
of  the  fan  is  self-evident,  as  it  can  be  run  without  extra  expense 
of  an  attendant,  and  will  save  the  coal  which  a  furnace  would 
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consume.  In  other  words  the  ventilating  of  such  mines  would 
cost  only  the  oil  required  for  lubricating,  and  the  necessary 
wear  and  tear.  Fans  are  gradually  being  introduced  through- 
out the  State,  but  being  a  new  idea  to  many  they  are  not  being 
adopted  as  readily  as  is  desirable.  The  operators,  whose  mines 
are  worked  by  a  shaft,  need  a  fan  that  can  be  used  either  as  an 
exhaust  or  as  a  forcing  fan.  This  is  because  the  strong  cur- 
rent produced  by  an  exhaust  fan  in  going  down  the  hoisting 
shaft  freezes  the  water  coming  out  of  the  strata,  and  thus  caus- 
ing great  trouble  in  hoisting  coal  and  other  things  out  of  the 
mine.  When  the  air  is  forced  down  the  air-shaft  the  warm  air 
presses  up  the  hoisting  shaft,  and  to  a  certain  extent  prevents 
freezing.  There  are  several  varieties  of  fans  in  use  in  Indiana 
at  present,  and  many  are  so  built  as  to  be  reversible  in  their 
action  if  so  desired.  The  great  objection,  and  I  may  add  the 
only  one,  is  its  first  cost,  which  has  generally  been  in  excess  of 
the  furnace.  No  one  can  question  its  greater  efiiciency.  My 
attention  has  recently  been  called  to  a  complete  fan  made  in 
our  own  State,  and  the  makers  claim  that  where  the  hoisting 
boilers  can  be  used  for  steam  the  fan,  with  an  engine  to  run  it,, 
can  be  erected  with  very  little  more  cost  than  an  ordinary  fur- 
nace. If  such  a  fan  can  be  erected  at  but  little  more  cost  than 
a  furnace,  as  a  matter  of  economy  to  operators  and  safety  to 
miners  it  should  recommend  itself  to  all. 


Condition  or  Trade — Labor  Troubles,  Etc.  •• 

The  coal  trade  during  the  past  j^ear  has  been  in  a  very  satis- 
factory condition,  considering  the  depression  in  other  business. 
In  the  great  block  coal  district  of  Clay  County  work  has  been 
generally  good  with  no  strikes  or  troubles  of  any  kind.  The 
contracts  spoken  of  in  my  predecessor's  report  for  1884  are  all 
at  an  end,  and  the  men  are  now  working  at  an  average  of 
eighty  cents  per  ton  throughout  the  block  coal  district.  In  the 
bituminous  districts  the  question  of  reductions  in  prices  of 
mining  being  agitated  by  the  operators,  and  objections  being 
raised  by  the  men,  the  natural  consequences  were  labor  troubles, 
and  a  number  of  small  strikes  and  local  difficulties  ensued.

Strikes. 


While  there  have  been  strikes  in  Parke,  Owen,  Greene,  Knox 
and  Vanderburgh  Counties,  none  are  deemed  of  sufficient  im- 
portance to  deserve  special  notice,  except  the  strike  in  Parke 
County — mines  JN'os.  3  and  4,  operated  by  the  Parke  County 
Coal  Company.  This  strike  was  against  a  reduction  of  ten 
cents  on  the  ton  offered  by  the  operators  on  the  first  of  May. 
The  men  after  being  out  three  months  were  compelled  to  accept 
the  operators'  terms  and  return  to  work.  There  were  quite  a 
number,  however,  that  would  not  be  allowed  to  return,  as  their 
places  had  been  given  to  colored  men  who  were  brought  here 
from  Virginia  and  other  States  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the 
places  of  the  white  men  and  thus  break  the  strike.  Quite  a 
number  of  those  colored  men  had  never  worked  in  mines 
before,  and  they  proved  to  be  very  hard  to  manage;  and  of 
very  little  account  to  mine  coal.  The  Company's  bank  bosses 
were  very  tired  of  them  by  the  time  the  white  men  had  con- 
sented to  return  to  work  (although  the  colored  men  had  been 
at  work  but  a  short  time),  and  began  to  make  arrangements 
for  their  removal  as  fast  as  they  could  find  an  excuse  for  letting 
them  go.  I  do  not  know  how  many  colored  men  are  now  at 
work  for  this  Company,  but  I  am  certain  the  number  must  be 
small,  as  compared  with  the  number  that  was  brought  there 
in  July.  This  statement  should  serve  to  warn  all  persons 
against  taking  the  places  of  men  while  on  a  strike.  I  have 
noticed  it  on  many  occasions  where  scabs  took  the  places  of 
men  who  were  out  on  a  strike,  when  the  strike  was  ended  the 
operator  would  have  no  further  use  for  them. 

While  on  the  subject  of  strikes,  I  would  say  that  they  are 
always  to  be  deplored.  In  whatever  way  they  are  viewed  they 
are  always  bad  for  the  men  engaged  in  them,  and  very  often 
they  are  disastrous  to  the  company.  In  my  judgment  it  would 
be  better  for  all  concerned  if  a  kindly  feeling  was  cultivated 
between  employer  and  employed.  If  reason  took  the  place  of 
prejudice  they  could  enter  into  one  another's  grievances  and 
discuss  them  in  a  friendly  spirit,  not  as  beligerants  on  the  point 
of  declaring  war,  but  as  men  who  felt  that  the  prosperity  of 
both  parties  depends  on  the  discretion  and  justice  of  each.  I  am 
pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  steps  are  now  being  taken  by 
both  operators  and  men,  in   not  only  this  State,  but  also  in 
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Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Illinois  and  other  States,  to  do  away  with 
strikes.  At  this  writing,  January,  1886,  two  meetings  have 
been  held,  one  in  Chicago  and  another  in  Pittsburg,  in  which 
both  parties  participated.  At  the  Chicago  meeting  everything 
passed  off  quite  harmoniously,  and  the  meeting,  after  discussing 
the  best  means  to  be  adopted  to  gain  the  desired  end,  adjourned 
to  meet  again  in  Pittsburg  on  December  15.  The  operators 
and  men  met  again,  as  per  previous  agreement,  in  Pittsburg, 
and  after  lengthy  discussion  a  scale  of  prices  to  be  paid  for 
mining  coal  was  offered  by  the  miners.  This  scale  was  to  go 
into  effect  May  1,  1886,  to  hold  good  until  May  1,  1887.  In 
this  scale  Indiana  block  coal  was  rated  at  eighty  cents  per  ton 
and  bituminous  coal  sixty-five  and  seventy-five  cents  a  ton,  but 
without  coming  to  any  definite  conclusion  regarding  the  price 
the  meeting  adjourned  to  meet  again  in  Columbus,  0.,  February 
3,  1886,  at  which  all  expect  that  the  price  of  mining  for  the 
year  1886  will  be  determined  upon;  this  is  as  it  should  be. 
I  hope  and  confidently  expect  that  this  will  in  a  great  measure 
do  away  with  strikes. 

The  Fifty-Fourth  General  Assembly  passed  some  amend- 
ments to  the  mining  law,  and  thinking  they  would  be  of  in- 
terest I  insert  them  here. 

AN  ACT  providing  the  means  for  securing  the  health  and  safety  of  persons  em- 
ployed in  coal  mines,  providing  penalty  for  the  violation  thereof,  and  repeal- 
ing all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  therewith. 

[Approved  March  5,  1885.] 
■  Section  1.  Be  if  enacted  by  the  G-eneral  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Indiana,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  owner,  agent  or 
operator  to  allow  more  than  ten  persons  to  work  in  any  mine, 
shaft,  slope  or  drift  in  every  twenty-four  hours,  after  five  thou- 
sand square  yards  have  been  excavated,  until  the  second  out- 
let shall  have  been  made.  The  said  outlet  or  manway  shall 
be  separated  from  the  main  hoisting-shaft  by  at  least  one  hun- 
dred feet  in  width  of  natural  strata,  and  shall  be  available  at 
all  times  to  all  employes  engaged  in  the  mines,  and  that  for 
every  shaft  used  as  a  manway  there  shall  be  provided  stair- 
ways at  an  angle  of  not  more  than  sixty  degrees  with  landings 
at  easy  and  convenient  distances  and  with  guard-rails  attached 
to  each  stairs  from  the  top  to  the  bottom  of  the  same.  The 
gangways  or  traveling  roads  to  said  outlets  shall  be  not  less 
than  four  feet  high  and  three  feet  wide,  and  shall  be  kept  as

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free  from  water  as  average  hauling  roads  in  mines.  All  water 
coming  from  the  surface  or  out  of  the  strata  in  the  shaft  shall 
be  conducted  by  rings,  or  otherwise  to  be  prevented  from  fall- 
ing down  the  shaft  so  as  to  wet  persons  who  are  ascending  or 
descending  the  stairway  of  the  shaft.  The  Mine  Inspector 
shall  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  are  complied  with. 

Sec.  2.  Breaks-through  or  airways  shall  be  made  in  every 
room  at  least  every  seventy-five  feet,  and  all  breaks-through  or 
airways,  except  those  last  made  near  the  working  faces  of  the 
mine,  shall  be  closed  up  and  made  air  tight  by  braddish  trap- 
doors or  otherwise.  The  doors  used  in  assisting  or  directing 
the  ventilation  of  the  mines  shall  be  so  hung  and  adjusted  that 
they  will  close  themselves,  or  be  supplied  with  springs  or  pul- 
leys so  that  they  can  not  be  left  standing  open,  nor  shall  any 
driver  or  other  person,  by  props  or  otherwise,  cause  the  same 
to  stand  open.  Air-courses  shall  be  driven  properly  adjoining 
all  entries  and  as  nearly  parallel  thereto  as  may  be,  such  air- 
courses  not  to  exceed  such  width  as  will  render  them  safe,  with 
sufficient  pillar  of  coal  left  between  them  to  secure  the  roof 
from  falling  on  account  of  weight  of  the  superincumbent 
strata  forming  the  roof  over  the  coal  seam. 

Sec.  3.  The  owner,  agent  or  operator  of  any  coal  mine  shall 
keep  a  sufficient  supply  of  timber  at  the  mine  so  that  the  work- 
men may,  at  a41  times,  be  able  to  properly  secure  the  workings 
from  caving  in ;  and  the  agent,  owner  or  operator  shall  deliver, 
when  selected,  all  props  (of  proper  length)  and  timbers  to  the 
rooms  of  the  workmen  when  needed  and  required. 

Sec.  4.  Before  a  mine,  or  any  part  of  a  mine,  that  adjoins 
other  lands  is  abandoned,  the  owner  or  agent  shall  make  a  sur- 
vey showing  the  farthest  extremity  of  the  entries  or  rooms 
worked  in  such  mine  toward  the  lines  of  adjoining  lands,  and, 
also,  to  have  the  mine  properly  staked  on  the  surface,  and  a 
map  thereof  made  and  tiled  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  at 
the  office  of  the  County  Recorder  in  the  county  where  such 
mine  is  located.  Said  map  shall  have  attached  thereto  the  affi- 
davit of  the  mining  engineer  making  tht  map,  and  of  the  mine- 
boss  in  charge  of  the  underground  workings  of  said  mine. 
Such  map  shall  be  properly  labeled  and  filed  by  the  Recorder 
and  be  preserved  as  a  part  of  the  record  of  the  land  on  which 
such  mines  are  located,  and  the  Recorder  shall  receive  for  such 
filing,  from  said  owner  or  agent,  a  fee  of  fifty  cents.    . 
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Sec.  5.  Approved  safety  catchers  shall  be  attached  to  every 
cage  used  for  the  purpose  of  hoisting  or  lowering  persons. 

Sec.  6.  Miners'  bosses  shall  visit  their  miners,  in  their  work- 
ing places,  at  least  once  every  day,  where  any  number  not  less 
than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  miners  are  employed,  and  as  often 
as  once  every  two  days  where  more  than  iifty  miners  are  em- 
ployed. Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction,  shall 
be  lined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  ten  uor  more  than  five  hun- 
dred dollars. 

Sec.  7.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  two  hundred  dollars  was  appropri- 
ated for  the  transportation  of  sealed  weights  used  in  testing 
scales  for  the  liscal  year  188d,  beginning  the  1st  day  of  'No- 
vember,  1885,  and  ending  the  31st  day  of  October,  1886. 

Amendments  to  the  Mining  Law. 

I  would  suggest  several  amendments  to  tb«  laws  on  the  sub- 
ject of  Mines  and  Mining,  which  I  think  should  be  made  in 
order  to  more  fully  carry  out  the  evident  intention  of  the  laws 
as  they  were  originally  passed. 

First.  I  would  suggest  that  a  place  should  be  provided  by 
law  where  the  Inspector  should  keep  his  office,  and  the  place 
so  fixed  should  be  of  easy  access  to  the  different  mines  of  the 
State.  The  law  should  provide  for  the  keeping  of  all  records, 
statistics  and  reports  in  the  office,  and  by  that  means  a  collec- 
tion of  such  things  could  be  made  that  would  be  of  value  to 
the  State,  and  would  add  very  greatly  to  the  usefulness  and  ef- 
ficiency of  the  office.  The  law  should  provide  that  each  In- 
spector should  turn  over  to  his  successor  all  records,  statistics, 
papers  and  reports  connected  with  the  office,  in  order  that  they 
could  be  preserved.  Under  the  present  law  the  Inspector  retir- 
ing from  office  has  no  place  designated  for  him  to  place  the 
records,  papers,  statistics  and  reports  belonging  to  the  office, 
and  he'simply  holds  them  for  his  own  use,  when  they  should 
be  for  the  use  of  the  State.  On  taking  the  office  of  Inspector 
I  received  nothing  whatever  from  my  predecessor  by  which  I 
could  get  an  idea  of  what  had  been  done  by  him,  and  no  com- 
plete records,  even,  of  the  mine  owners  of  the  State,  and  upon

assuming  the  duties  of  the  office  it  was  as  though  it  had  just 
been  created.  Nothing  had  been  preserved  for  the  use  of  the 
State.  If  there  had  been  a  law  providing  for  the  keeping  of 
an  office,  and  an  appropriation  necessary  for  its  expenses,  it 
seems  to  me  that  it  would  have  been  of  great  benefit,  and  some- 
thing could  have  been  saved  of  substantial  value  to  the  State.. 

Second.  I  would  suggest  that  the  law  should  be  so  amended 
as  to  require  the  owners  of  mines,  under  penalties  for  failure 
sufficient  to  insure  them  to  report,  all  accidents  and  deaths  oc- 
curring in  the  mines  to  the  Inspector.  The  mine  owners 
should  also  be  compelled  to  furnish  the  Inspector  the  aggregate 
yearly  production  in  tons,  of  each  mine,  also  capital  invested. 
Under  the  present  law  the  Inspector  is  required  to  make  such 
report,  and  there  is  no  way  of  ascertaining  such  information 
except  by  inquiry  at  the  office  of  mining  companies,  which 
office  is  sometimes  out  of  the  State ;  and  to  a  number  of  in- 
quiries sent  by  me  for  such  information  I  have  received  but  few 
replies,  and  -am,  therefore,  unable  to  give  correctly  such  in- 
formation. 

Third.  Sectioi^-  5477  of  the  Eevised  Statutes  of  1881  pro- 
vides that  no  boys  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  shall  be 
employed  to  work  in  the  mines  of  this  State,  but  there  is  no 
means  provided  of  ascertaining  the  age  of  such  boys.  Com- 
plaints are  frequently  made  that  such  restricted  boys  are  em- 
ployed in  the  mines,  but  I  have  no  means  of  determining  their 
age  except  by  inquiry  of  the  parents  or  other  parties  who  are 
sutfering  them  to  work,  and  who  are  interested  in  deceiving 
all  persons  as  to  their  age.  Mine  bosses  usually  take  the  state- 
ments of  those  interested  parties  as  conclusive,  and  make  no 
further  inquiry.  Therefore,  I  would  suggest  that  all  boys  now 
at  work  in  the  mines  of  this  State,  or  who  may  hereafter  be 
employed  in  said  mines,  present  (to  the  mine  boss  in  whose 
employ  they  are  or  into  whose  employ  they  wish  to  enter)  an 
affidavit  of  their  respective  ages.  k~'iiid  affidavit  to  be  fur- 
nished the  Mine  Inspector  (by  the  mine  boss)  when  called  for. 
And  penalty  should  be  provided  for  violations  of  same. 

Fourth.  Section  5480  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1881,  as 
amended  by  the  act  of  March  3,  1883,  provides  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  scales  at  the  mines,  and  if  found  to  be  incorrect,  that 
notice  to  the  owner  or  agent  be  given  that  the  same  are  incor- 
rect, and  after  such  notice  it  is  made  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
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agent  to  use,  or  suffer  the  same  to  be  used,  until  they  are  ad- 
justed so  as  to  give  the  true  and  correct  weight.  This  provis- 
ion is  no  protection  to  the  miners  against  dishonest  employers, 
as  the  law  simply  provides  for  notice  to  the  owners  of  mines 
of  the  incorrectness  of  scales,  and  then  provides  for  their  cor- 
rect adjustment,  but  fails  to  provide  for  their  being  kept  right, 
and  makes  no  provision  for  punisjjiment  in  case  they  are  found 
wrong  a  second  time.  I  suggest  that  the  portion  of  the  law 
which  provides  punishment  after  notice  only  should  be  repealed, 
and  that  penalties  be  provided  for  not  keeping  the  scales  right 
at  all  times,  and  under  all  circumstances  when  the  men  are  at 
work  and  coal  is  to  be  weighed.  This  question  of  just  weight' 
has  been  brought  very  forcibly  to  my  mind,  and  I  think  that 
there  ought  to  be  a  stringent  measure  passed  by  our  next  Leg- 
islature, which  will  enable  the  miners  to  get  paid  for  all  coal 
which  is  sent  out  of  the  mines  by  them.  In  some  instances  the 
company's  weighman  is  instructed  by  the  bank  boss  in  charge 
of  the  mine  to  make  the  "flat  cars  hold  out  in  weight  against  all 
losses  they  may  sustain  from  the  time  they  are  loaded  at  the 
mine  until  they  arrive  at  their  destination  (meaning,  of  course, 
that  more  coal  should  be  taken  from  the  miner),  with  a  view  of 
getting  for  the  miner  what  actually  belongs  to  him.  I  sug- 
gest the  passage  of  a  law  similar  to  the  one  now  in  force  in 
Illinois,  requiring  men  that  are  employed  for  the  purpose  of 
weighing  coal  to  be  sworn,  by  some  officer  authorized  to  ad- 
minister oaths,  before  entering  upon  his  duties  as  weighman, 
and  any  one  knowingly  disregarding  such  oath  should  be  re- 
garded as  a  perjurer  and  punished  accordingly. 

Fifth.  That  section  3  of  the  act  of  the  Fifty-fourth  General 
Assembly,  relative  to  mines  and  mining,  approved  March  6, 
1885,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "when  selected," 
making  the  section  read  as  follows  : 

"  Sec.  3.  The  owner,  agent  or  operator  of  any  coal  mine 
shall  keep  a  sufficient  supply  of  timber  at  the  mine  so  that  the 
workmen  may,  at  all  times,  be  able  to  properly  secure  the  work- 
ings from  caving  in,  and  the  agent,  owner,  or  operator  shall  de- 
liver ail  props  and  timbers,  of  proper  lengths,  to  the  rooms  of 
the  workmen,  when  needed  and  required." 

I  now  give  a  short  description  of  each  mine  that  has  at  any 
time  during  the  year  employed  ten  or  more  men : 
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CLAY  COUNTY. 

No.  3  Mine, 

Owned  by  the  Brazil  Block  Coal  Co.,  is  located  about  oue-half 
mile  west  of  the  little  town  of  Cardonia.  This  mine  was  in- 
spected four  times.  At  the  first  inspection  it  was  found  in  a 
very  bad  condition.  I  oftere^  some  suggestions  toward  the  im- 
provement of  the  mine,  and  after  allowing  lime  to  do  the  work 
I  again  went  to  the  mine  only  to  find  it  in  a  worse  condition 
than  it  was  at  first.  But  there  had  been  a  change  in  bank 
bosses.  The  new  boss  seemed  very  anxious  to  improve  the 
mine,  and  after  allowing  him  time  to  do  the  work  I  again  vis- 
ited it  and  found  that  the  new  man  had  improved  the  mine, 
and  on  visiting  it  a  few  days  after  I  found  that  there  was  a 
good  current  of  air  in  circulation  around  the  entire  mine.  This 
mine  is  an  old  one  and  has  been  working  nearly  fifteen  years. 
It  is  almost  worked  out,  and  will  not  be  worked  after  January 
1,  1886.  I  tested  the  scales  at  this  mine  and  found  them  to 
weigh  six  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  in  favor  of  the  company. 
On  going  to  test  them  the  second  time  I  found  them  correct. 

No.  5  Mine 

Is  also  owned  by  Brazil  Block  Coal  Co.,  and  is  located  about 
three  hundred  yards  west  of  No.  3.  I  visited  this  mine  twice 
and  found  it  to  be  in  good  condition,  excepting  one  entry 
on  south  side  of  the  mine,  which  had  four  men  in  it.  Those 
men  were  short  of  air  for  want  of  a  door.  I  tested  the  scales  at 
this  mine  and  they  were  weighing  eighty  pounds  to  the  ton  in 
favor  of  the  company. 

Abby  Mine, 

Owned  by  T.  Watson  &  Co.,  is  located  one  mile  west  of  Car- 
donia. On  first  inspection  the  air  was  found  to  be  very  bad; 
in  fact,  there  was  no  air  in  the  mine;  but  the  company  erected 
a  fan  as  soon  as  they  had  completed  the  engine  house  and  dump 
building  over  the  shaft,  and  now  have  an  abundance  of  air. 
The  shaft  is  also  completed  and  they  are  hoisting  coal  out  of  it 
instead  of  the  drift  used  last  winter.  The}'  are  driving  a  tunnel 
from  the  seam,  now  worked,  to  the  one  above,  which  is  about 
completed.  The  scales  at  this  mine  were  tested  three  times, 
twice  found  to  be  correct,  but  the  third  time  were  found  to  be 
weighing  eighty  pounds  to  the  ton  in  favor  of  the  company. 
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Hancock  Mine, 

Owned  by  Brazil  Block  Coal  Co.,  is  located  three  miles  south- 
east of  Knightsville,  on  the  South  Branch  of  the  T.  H.  &  I.  R. 
K.  This  mine  has  been  greatly  improved  during  tlie  year. 
They  have  driven  several  cross-cuts,  thereby  shortening  the 
distance  the  air  had  to  travel,  and  making  it  much  purer. 
There  is  a  large  quantity  of  water  to  contend  with  in  this  mine, 
which  is  a  great  drawback  to  good  air  and  roads.  They  have 
put  in  a  stairway  in  the  escapement  shaft,  as  rec|uired  by  law'. 
T  tested  their  scales  twice  ;  the  first  time  they  were  found  to 
weigh  in  favor  of  the  company,  forty  pounds  to  the  ton.  The 
second  time  they  were  found  correct. 

Briar  Hill, 

Owned  by  Brazil  Block  Coal  Co..  was  worked  out  and  aban- 
doned in  June,  1885. 

Chicago, 

Located  iat  Carbon  and  owned  by  Brazil  Block  Coal  Co.  The 
first  visit  I  made  to  this  mine  it  was  ventilated  by  a  fan,  which 
was  not  producing  enough  air  for  the  number  of  persons  en- 
gaged in  the  mine.  I  objected  to  this,  and  during  the  summer 
months  the  company  sunk  another  air  shaft  and  put  up  a  new 
fan,  which  produces  about  twenty  thousand  cubic  feet  per  min- 
ute. On  my  last  visit  they  had  been  changing  some  of  the  air 
courses  in  some  parts  of  the  mine  and  had  not  got  all  of  their 
stoppings  completed,  and  consequently  some  parts  of  the  mine 
were  short  ot"  air. 

Morris   Mine, 

Is  located  just  north  of  the  city  of  Brazil,  and  owned  by  the 
Brazil  Block  Coal  Co.;  was  inspected  twice.  This  mine  is  ven- 
tilated by  a  fan,  which  is  located  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from 
the  shaft.  The  air  has  to  travel  over  a  large  amount  of  old 
works,  and  as  a  consequence  is  not  as  pure  as  it  would  be  if  it 
had  a  shorter  distance  to  travel.  This  fan  is  also  used  to  air 
the  Bartlett  shaft,  belonging  to  the  same  company  ;  both  are  old 
mines.  There  were  two  men  lost  their  lives  in  the  Bartlett 
mine  during  the  year,  one  by  falling  slate,  the  other  by  shot 
breaking  through  the  pillar  from  an  adjoining  room.  I  tested 
the  scales  and  found  them  correct. 
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Campbell   Mine, 

Owned  by  the  Brazil  Block  Coal  Co.,  and  is  located  about  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  north  of  the  Morris  mine;  was  visited  twice 
and  found  in  good  condition.  On  the  east  side  they  allow  some 
air  to  escape  to  the  Morris,  so  as  to  better  ventilate  that  mine. 
I  tested  the  scales  at  this  mine  and  found  them  weighing  two 
hundred  and  fifty  pounds  to  the  ton  in  favor  of  the  company. 

Gartsherre  No.  1, 

Owned  by  Drew  &  Wasson  Coal  Co.,  located  on  the  ISTorth 
Branch  of  the  T.  H.  &  I.  K.  R.,  and  is  about  one  and  a  half 
miles  north  of  Knightsville.  On  my  first  visit  to  the  mine  the 
air  shaft  was  frozen  almost  solid,  allowing  only  three  thousand 
feet  of  air  to  come  from  a  fan  wdiich  should  have  produced  at 
the  very  least  five  times  that  amount.  The  boss  put  a  man  to 
cut  the  ice  out  of  the  shaft,  and  when  I  returned  the  second 
time  I  found  there  was  a  large  quantity  of  the  air  that  should 
have  gone  to  the  men  in  the  bottom  vein  escaping  in  the  old 
works  of  the  top  vein,  and  that  parts  of  the  mine  had  no  air  in 
circulation.  At  my  request  the  boss  changed  the  men  that  were 
working  in  the  worst  places,  and  put  men  to  work  bradishing 
the  leaks  in  the  top  vein.  I  tested  the  scales  at  this  mine  and 
found  them  correct. 

Gartsherre  Xo.  2, 

Is  also  owned  by  the  Drew  &  Wasson  Coal  Co.,  and  is  located 
one  mile  north  of  Harmony,  on  the  Harmony  branch  of  the  T. 
H.  &  I.  R.  R.  The  two  seams,  I  and  J,  are  worked  in  this 
mine.  I  visited  the  mine  four  times  during  the  year.  The 
first  time,  while  I  found  the  fan  produced  enough  air  for  all 
purposes,  yet  it  did  not  reach  the  men,  it  being  allowed  to  es- 
cape and  return  to  the  up- cast  before  it  reached  them.  On  my 
second  visit  I  found  the  condition  of  the  mine  steadily  growing 
worse.  I  then  asked  that  another  air  shaft  be  put  down  and  a 
fan  or  a  furnace  put  in.  The  Company  finally  put  down  the 
air  shaft  and  erected  another  fan.  I  have  not  been  through 
the  mine  since  the  new  fan  has  been  erected,  but  I  have  very 
good  reason  to  believe  that  there  is  plenty  of  air  in  circulation 
in  the  mine  now.   I  tested  the  scales  and  found  one  set  correct, 
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which  is  used  in  weighing  coal  loaded  in  box  cars.  The  scales 
used  for  weighing  coal  loaded  in  flat  cars  was  found  to  weigh 
eighty  pounds  to  the  ton  in  favor  of  the  company. 

Crawford's   Shaft. 

This  mine  is  owned  by  the  Crawford  Coal  Company,  and  is 
located  one-half  mile  southeast  of  Gartsherre  No.  1.  The  two 
seams  I  and  J  are  being  worked  in  this  mine  ;  the  top  seam,  or 
coal  I,  is  almost  worked  out,  and  they  have  just  begun  to  work 
the  bottom  vein,  or  coal  J.  I  visited  the  mine  twice.  The  first 
time  the  mine  was  short  of  air  on  both  sides,  although  there 
was  enough  produced  bj^  the  fan  to  allow  every  person  working 
therein  one  hundred  cubic  feet  per  minute,  but  the  air  courses 
were  filled  up  with  slate  to  such  an  extent  that  the  air  could 
not  travel.  The  pillar  between  the  main  entry  and  air  course 
on  the  south  side  was  all  crushed  to  pieces  and  so  thin  that  the 
air  from  the  fan  was  escaping  through  the  seams  of  the  coal 
and  was  returning  to  the  upcast,  leaving  the  men  on  the  south 
side  with  ver^j  little  air.  On  the  second  visit  I  found  the  mine 
in  much  the  same  condition,  and  upon  going  through  the  air 
courses  I  found  several  places  that  I  could  scarcely  get  through. 
The  boss  put  men  to  Avork  immediately  to  clean  and  timber  the 
air  courses,  and  also  to  close  up  the  seams  of  the  coal  through 
which  the  air  was  escaping.  During  the  year  they  have  put 
safety  catches  on  their  cages  and  a  stairway  in  their  escape- 
ment shaft.  I  tested  the  scales  at  this  mine  twice  ;  once  I  found 
them  weighing  eighty  pounds  to  the  ton  in  favor  of.  the  com- 
pany, the  next  time  forty  pounds  to  the  ton  in  favor  of  the 
men. 

Star. 

This  mine  is  now  owned  by  Zeller  &  Sigler,  formerly  by  the 
Stevens  Coal  &  Mining  Co.;  is  located  one  and  one-half  miles 
north  of  Harmony,  and  was  visited  twice.  The  first  time  it 
was  in  a  very  bad  condition;  the  new  company  had  just 
taken  charge  and  were  cleaning  it  up,  and  had  a  few  men  at 
work.  The  north  side  had  very  little  air,  and  the  south  side 
was  in  the  same  condition,  but  by  diligent  work  they  have  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  a  good  current  of  air  in  circulation  around 
the  entire  mine.     To  accomplish  this  the  company  had  to  take 
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a  skip  oft'  the  pillar  on  the  north  side  to  allow  the  air  to  travel 
where  it  had  been  completely  shut  oft'  by  a  fall  of  slate.  On 
the  south  side  they  have  driven  the  main  entry  through  a  fault 
at  a  great  expense,  which  enables  them  to  circulate  the  air 
around  the  entire  mine.  They  have  also  put  down  an  escape- 
ment shaft  and  put  in  a  stairway  as  required  by  law.  I  tested 
the  scales  at  this  mine  and  found  them  correct. 

Peanut, 

Owned  by  Zeller  &  Sigler,  formerly  Andrew  Weaver  &  Co., 
located  one-quarter  of  a  mile  southwest  of  the  town  of  Knights- 
ville.-  This  mine  was  visited  twice  the  first  time,  and,  also,  the 
second.  It  was  found  in  bad  condition.  The  mine  is  worked 
quite  extensively,  and  was  depending  entirely  on  a  steam  jet 
for  ventilation.  Shortly  after  my  first  visit  this  mine  was  shut 
down,  there  being  no  air  for  the  men  to  work  with,  the  com- 
pany intending  to  sink  an  air  and  escapement  shaft  before  again 
resuming  operations.  While  at  work  on  this  shaft  the  mine 
boss  came  very  near  losing  his  life  by  a  large  stone  becoming 
dislocated  in  the  side  of  the  shaft  and  falling  upon  him,  break- 
ing his  arm  and  otherwise  injuring  him.  The  company  then 
let  the  sinking  of  the  shaft  by  contract  to  Mr.  Joseph  Siddons, 
who,  on  the  second  day  after  starting  to  work,  received  serious 
injuries  from  falling  down  the  air  shaft,  breaking  his  leg  and 
injuring  him  internally.  The  company  then  decided  to  do 
nothing  more  at  the  sinking  of  the  shaft  until  the  bank  boss 
got  well.  Acting  on  this  conclusion,  they  did  not  have  the  fan 
in  operation  when  they  resumed  work.  However,  they  have 
completed  the  erection  of  the  fan  now,  and  although  I  have  not 
visited  the  mine  since,  the  fan  erected  should  produce  enough 
air  for  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  the  mine.  I  tested 
the  scales  and  found  them  to  weigh  correct. 

Nickel-Plate. 

This  mine  is  owned  by  the  Jackson  Coal  and  Mining  Co.,  and 
is  located  one  and  a  half  miles  north  of  Knightsville,  on  the 
north  branch  of  the  T.  H.  &  I.  Railroad.  The  two  seams,  I  and 
J,  are  worked  here  (better  known  as  the  top  and  bottom  seams). 
The  top  seam  is  worked  at  night  and  the  bottom  seam  in  day- 
time.    This  mine  was  visited  twice.     The  first  visit  I  made  I 
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found  many  parts  of  the  mine  in  very  bad  condition.  Some 
entries  were  driven  without  air  courses,  and  in  some  parts  of  the 
mine  the  bradishes  were  sadly  neglected.  This  state  of  things 
I  of  course  objected  to,  and  after  receiving  assurances  from  the 
mine  boss  that  the  wrongs  would  be  righted  within  as  short  a 
time  as  possible,  I  went  away,  and  on  returning  the  second 
time  I  found  all  the  promises  made  on  my  first  visit  fulfilled, 
and  an  escapement  was  almost  completed  with  stairs  into  the 
top  vein.  Since  then  they  have  completed  the  escapement  shaft 
and  put  on  Winnenour's  patent  safety  catches  on  the  cages. 
On  ray  last  visit  the  general  condition  of  the  mine  was  good. 
I  tested  the  scales  and  found  them  weighing  five  hundred  pounds 
to  the  ton  in  favor  of  the  company. 

Centennial, 

Owned  by  C.  B.  Reddie,  is  located  about  one  and  a  quarter 
miles  south  of  Brazil,  and  is  not  operated  on  a  very  extensive 
plan,  as  they  have  no  switch  and  depend  altogether  on  local 
trade.  The  mine  is  kept  in  fair  condition,  and  is  ventilated  by 
a  furnace. 

Phgenix, 

Owned  by  P.  Ehrlich  &  Co.,  is  located  five  miles  south  of 
Brazil,  on  the  south  branch  of  the  T.  H.  &  I.  R.  R.  This  mine 
was  visited  twice.  On  my  first  visit  I  found  it  in  a  very  bad 
condition,  one  entry  having  twelve  men  in  it,  and  no  air  in 
circulation.  The  mine  was  stopped  in  a  few  days  after  and  did 
not  resume  work  for  about  three  months.  On  my  second  visit 
I  found  the  mine  somewhat  improved,  with  parts  of  it  still 
bad.     I  tested  the  scales  and  found  them  correct. 

South.  Slope, 

Owned  by  the  same  company;  located  about  two  hundred 
yards  north  of  Phoenix  mine ;  was  visited  twice.  On  my  first 
visit  I  found  that  the  fan  did  not  produce  enough  air  for  the 
number  of  persons  emploj^ed  in  the  mine,  and  what  air  there 
was,  was  sadly  neglected,  there  being  several  doors  needed  in 
several  parts  of  the  mine.  On  my  second  visit  I  did  not  go  into 
the  mine,  as  the  dump-building  and  engine-room  had  burned

down  and  there  was  no  one  at  work.  They  are  now  rebuild- 
ing the  dump-building,  and  will  resume  work  about  January 
1,  188G.  I  tested  the  scales  at  this  mine  and  found  them 
weighing  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  to  the  ton  in  favor  of 
the  company. 

Newburg, 

Owned  by  P.  Ehrhch  &  Co.,  is  located  in  the  town  of  Kew- 
burg,  on  the  T.  H.  &  I.  R.  R.  This  is  an  old  mine  and  is  nearly 
worked  out.  Visited  twice,  and  found  to  be  in  fair  condition 
on  both  visits.  There  is  a  large  volume  of  air  going  around 
the  entire  works,  and  by  the  time  it  returns  to  the  up-cast  is 
full  of  black  damp.  It  would  be  much  better  if  the  current 
of  air  w^as  split. 

Wheeler. 

This  mine  is  owned  by  W.  W.  Risher,  formerly  Brighton  & 
Peters,  and  is  also  located  near  the  town  of  Newburg.  I 
visited  the  mine  twice;  first  time  in  fair  condition.  The  sec- 
ond time  I  could  not  get  down,  as  they  were  not  at  work  that 
day. 

Staunton. 

This  mine  is  owned  by  Joseph  Summers,  and  is  located  west 
of  Newburg.  This  mine  was  visited  twice,  and  on  my  first 
visit  was  found  in  very  bad  condition.  On  my  second  visit  I 
could  not  get  down,  as  they  were  not  working  that  day. 


BURGHERVILLE. 

This  mine  is  owned  by  Samuel  Pryer,  and  is  located  one-half 
mile  west  of  Newburg,  on  the  line  of  the  T.  H.  &  I.  R.  R.; 
was  visited  twice.  The  first  time  it  was  in  very  bad  condi- 
tion, but  on  my  second  visit  they  had  succeeded  in  getting  an 
entry  into  an  old  mine  that  had  been  abandoned  some  years 
ago,  which  gave  them  an  outlet,  and  the  boss  promised  to  get 
the  stairs  in  it  right  away.  The  general  condition  of  the  mine 
now  is  ffood. 
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IN'oRTH  Mine, 

Owned  by  Benjamin  Simpson,  is  located  on  the  I.  k  St.  L.  R. 
R,,  two  miles  west  of  Carbon.  This  mine  is  in  a  bad  condition 
and  was  on  both  my  visits.  The  two  seams  are  worked,  I  and  J 
(better  known  as  top  and  bottom  seams).  They  have  an  es- 
capement from  the  top  seam  but  none  from  the  bottom.  I  have 
the  promise  from  Mr.  Simpson  that  the  escapement  will  be  com- 
pleted in  a  fewvdays  and  that  he  will  fix  np  the  air. 

Paw-Paw, 

Owned  by  Morgan  &  Powel.  Located  one-half  mile  west  of 
Cardonia,  on  the  North  Branch  of  the  T.  H.  &  I.  R.  R.  This 
mine  was  visited  once  and  was  found  in  fair  condition.  It  was 
never  visited  before  by  an  inspector,  although  it  has  been  run- 
ning three  years.     I  tested  the  scales  and  found  them  correct. 

West's  Mine, 

Owned  by  Thomas  West,  is  located  one-half  mile  west  of  Car- 
donia, on  the  North  Branch  of  the  T.  H.  &  I.  R.  R.  I  visited 
this  mine  once  and  found  it  in  fair  condition.  On  my  second 
visit  I  found  that  the  mine  had  been  shut  do"wn  and  abandoned 
but  not  worked  out,  the  royalty  being  so  high  that  Mr.  West 
could  not  afford  to  pay  it  and  run  the  mine. 

Perth. 

This  mine  is  owned  by  the  Edgar  Coal  Co.,  and  is  located 
one-half  mile  Avest  of  Perth  on  the  I.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.  Was  vis- 
ited once  and  found  in  ver}'  bad  condition,  there  being  very  lit- 
.tle  air  in  circulation.  The  mine  was  shut  down  in  June.  1885, 
and  has  not  run  any  since  that  time. 

Litchfield 

Is  owned  by  Coal  Bluff  Mining  Co.,  and  is  located  just  north 
of  Carbon.  The  two  seams,  I  and  J,  are  worked  here.  The  mine 
is  ventilated  by  a  fan  and  is  in  fair  condition.  The  top  seam, 
or  coal  I,  has  been  open  on  the  single  entry  plan  but  they  are 
starting  double  entries  and  doing  aw^ay  with  single  entries.     All 
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the  coal  from  both  seams  is  hoisted  from  the  bottom  seam.  The 
coal  from  the  top  seam  is  lowered  to  the  bottom  by  means  of  a 
drop  shaft  which  is  located  on  the  east  side  of  the  main  hoisting 
shaft.  After  the  coal  has  been  lowered  down  one  man  takes  it 
otf  the  drop  shaft  cage  and  pnts  it  on  the  main  cage.  All  the 
coal  from  the  bottom  seam  comes  from  the  west  side  of  the 
shaft. 

Before  leaving  this  county  I  desire  to  say  that  in  addition  to 
the  other  improvements  herein  spoken  of,  that  there  have  been 
nine  old  mines  fenced  in  that  have  been  abandoned  for  a  num- 
ber of  years.  They  are  located  as  follows:  Three  near  Mas- 
ton's  furnace,  two  at  the  brick  factory  and  four  along  the  line 
of  the  T.  H.  &  I.  R.  R.,  near  Newburg. 

Bartlett  Mine, 

Owned  by  Brazil  Block  Coal  Co.  Located  one  mile  north  of 
Brazil  on  a  branch  of  the  T,  H.  k  I.  R.  R.  It  was  visited  twice  • 
was  found  in  fair  condition.  It  is  an  old  mine  and  in  all  prob- 
ability will  not  be  run  more  than  another  year. 


DAVIESS  COUJ^TY, 


Sulphur  Springs  Mine, 


Owned  by  Cable,  Wilson  &  Co,,  located  south  of  Washington 
one-half  mile.  It  is  ventilated  by  a  fan  and  furnace.  Was  vis- 
ited twice.     The  general  condition  of  the  mine  was  good. 

South  Branch. 

This  mine  is  also  south  of  Washington  about  half  a  mile, 
and  is  owned  by  Cable,  Wilson  &.Co.  It  is  ventilated  by  a 
furnace.  This  is  an  old  mine,  having  been  worked  for  a  num- 
ber of  years.  They  are  now  draAving  the  pillars.  The  general 
condition  of  the  mine  is  fair. 

Eureka, 

Owned  by  Cable,  Wilson  k  Co.,  located  three-quarters  of  a 
mile  southeast  of  Washington.  The  mine  is  ventilated  by  a 
furnace,  and  is  in  good  condition. 
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Maple  Valley, 

Owned  by  Cable,  Wilson  &  Co.,  is  located  two  miles  southwest 
of  Washington.  There  is  a  switch  from  the  main  line  of  the 
0.  &  M.R.  R.  running  out  to  the  mine.  During  the  year  this 
mine  was  visited  twice,  and  found  in  good  condition. 

No.  5, 

Owned  by  Cable,  Wilson  &  Co.,  located  about  one-half  mile 
north  of  Maple  Valley  Mine,  and  is  connected  under  ground 
with  it.  This  mine  was  visited  once,  and  was  found  with  very 
little  air  in  circulation.  When  I  returned  the  second  time  the 
shaft  was  abandoned  and  the  machinery  all  moved  away. 

No.  4, 

Owned  by  Cable,  Wilson  &  Co.  This  mine  is  also  abandoned. 
The  company  has  sunk  another  shaft  just  west  of  this  one, 
which  will  also  be  called  No.  4. 

Buckeye, 

Owned  by  Cable,  Wilson  &  Co.,  located  at  Cannelburg,  on  the 
0.  &  M.  R.  R.  On  my  first  visit  I  found  the  mine  run  in  a  very 
careless  manner,  the  doors  being  left  open  and  breaks- through 
not  closed.  On  my  second  visit  I  found  a  great  change.  The 
doors  were  all  kept  shut,  the  breaks-through  closed,  and  the 
mine  in  good  running  order.     It  is  ventilated  by  a  fan. 

Union  No.  1, 

Owned  by  Union  Coal  Co.,  located  one-half  mile  south  of  Can- 
nelburg. This  mine  was  visited  twice,  and  found  in  bad  con- 
dition, there  being  very  little  provision  made  for  ventilating 
the  mine.     It  is  ventilated  by  natural  draft. 

Union  No.  2 

Is  also  owned  by  Union  Coal  Co.,  and  is  located  just  north  of 
No.  1,  and  was  shut  down  the  first  of  May. 
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Wilson, 

Owned  by  Wilson  Coal  Co.,  located  at  Montgomery,  on  the 
line  of  the  O.  &  M.  R.  R.  The  company  finished  sinking  this 
shaft  in  September,  but  do  not  expect  to  begin  extensive  opera- 
tion until  January,  1886,  at  which  time  their  coal  bins  will  be 
completed,  and  the  railroad  company  will  in  the  future  coal 
their  engines  there  instead  of  at  Washington. 


DUBOIS  COUNTY. 

This  county  has  only  two  mines  in  it  that  are  of  any  im- 
portance. Those  are  Rosebank,  situated  about  three  miles 
north  of  Huntingburg  on  the  Air  Line  R.  R.,  and  the  other  is 
Sandy  Baroman,  which  is  located  just  east  of  the  depot  at  Hunt- 
ingburg. This  is  a  new  mine  and  is  not  opened  out  to  any 
great  extent,  it  having  been  put  down  last  summer. 

Rosebank. 

This  mine  is  owned  by  J.  C.  Futes,  successor  to  C.  O.  God- 
frey, This  mine  was  visited  twice.  On  my  first  visit  it  was  in 
a  very  bad  condition.  The  air  course  to  the  furnace  was  al- 
most closed  up,  thus  preventing  the  circulation  of  air.  On  my 
second  visit  they  had  put  down  an  air  shaft,  and  intend  put- 
ting in  a  furnace.  They  are  now  driving  double  entries  and 
the  mine  is  in  a  good  condition. 


FOUNTAIN  COUNTY. 


Xo.  2  Mine. 


Owned  by  Woodruft',  Trunkey  i*t  Co.,  located  west  of  String- 
town.  This  mine  was  shut  down  February  1,  1885,  and  will 
be  reopened  November  J,  1885,  It  will  be  seen  that  this  mine 
was  idle  on  both  my  visits  to  this  county. 


No.  3, 

Owned  by  Woodruff,  Trunkey  &  Co.,  located  half  a  mile 
west  of  Stringtown.  This  mine  was  visited  twice  and  found  in 
fair  condition.  I  tested  the  scales  and  found  them  weighing 
forty  pounds  to  the  ton  against  the  company. 

Yeddo. 

This  mine  is  owned  by  H.  Porter  &  Co.,  located  just  north  of 
the  little  town  of  Yeddo.  This  mine  was  flooded  with  water 
in  the  month  of  March,  and  was  not  pumped  out  or  reopened 
until  the  mouth  of  June.  On  my  last  visit  to  this  mine  I 
found  it  in  fair  condition.  I  tested  the  scales  and  found  them 
correct. 

McVey's, 

Owned  by  McVey  &  Co.,  successors  to  Ogden  Bro.,  located 
half  a  mile  east  of  Stringtown.  Was  inspected  once.  On  my 
second  visit  it  was  not  running.  The  general  condition  of  the 
mine  was  good.     I  tested  the  scales  and  found  them  correct. 

Bunker  No.  2, 

Owned  by  T.  Tyley,  located  a  mile  west  of  Stringtown.  It 
was  visited  twice  and  found  in  bad  condition.  During  the 
month  of  October  they  put  down  an  air  shaft.  This  mine  was 
formerly  operated  by  Patterson  &  Sons.  The  scales  were  correct. 

Habberman, 

• 
Owned  by    Chas.    Habberman,    located    one-half  mile   south- 
west of  Stringtown.     This  mine  was  visited  once  and  found  in 
bad  condition.     On  my  second  visit  it  was  shut  down. 

Bluff, 

Is  owned  by  Woodruff,  Trunkey  &  Co.,  located  southeast  of 
Stringtown.     Was  shut  down  March  1,  1885,  and  has  not  since 
been  reopened. 
3 — Mine  Insp. 
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GREENE  COUNTY. 

Island  City  No.  1, 

Owned  by  Island  City  Coal  Company,  is  located  one  and 
a  half  miles  south  of  Linton  on  a  branch  of  the  I.  &  V.  R.  R. 
This  mine  was  visited  twice.  The  first  visit  I  found  verj^  little 
air  in  circulation.  They  were  depending  on  natural  draft. 
The  mine  is  a  new  one,  and  is  being  opened  on  the  double-entry 
plan.  On  my  second  visit  I  found  they  had  put  in  a  fan,  and 
had  the  mine  in  first-class  condition.  They  have  completed  an 
escapement  shaft. 

No.  2, 

Also  owned  by  Island  City  Coal  Company,  is  located  one- 
half  mile  southeast  of  No.  1.  This  mine  was  inspected  once. 
On  my  first  visit  it  was  not  in  operation.  They  have  com- 
pleted an  air  shaft  during  the  year,  and  have  promised  to  put 
in  a  furnace,  and  to  drive  double  entries  instead  of  single  ones 
that  have  formerly  been  driven. 


KNOX   COUNTY. 

Indian  Creek, 

Owned  by  the  Indian  Creek  Goal  Company,  is  located  one 
mile  and  a  quarter  south  of  Bicknell,  on  a  branch  of  the  I.  & 
V.  R.  R.  This  mine  was  visited  twice  and  found  in  excellent 
condition. 

White  Rivek, 

Owned  by  Michael  Atkins  &  Co.,  located  one  mile  northwest 
of  Edwardsport.  This  mine  was  visited  twice.  On  my  first 
visit  they  had  very  little  air,  the  full  volume  being  only  1,370' 
cubic  feet  per  minute  in  circulation  for  thirty  men,  and  they 
were  driving  single  entries  with  one  exception.  On  my  second 
visit  they  had  built  a  furnace  and  were  driving  double  entries, 
and  had  5,700  cubic  feet  of  air  in  circulation  per  minute,  with 
twenty-four  men  employed  in  the  mine,  and  is  now  in  first- 
class  condition. 
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OWEN  COUNTY. 

Lancaster  Nos.  1  and  2, 

Owned  by  Lancaster  Block  Coal  Company,  located  three  and 
one-half  miles  north  of  Clay  City,  on  a  branch  of  the  T.  H.  & 
S.  E.  No.  1  mine  was  visited  twice.  On  my  first  visit  it  was 
in  a  very  bad  condition.  On  my  return  I  found  that  the  com- 
pany had  put  down  another  shaft  just  north  of  No.  1,  which  is 
known  as  No.  2.  This  mine  is  connected  underground  with 
No.  1,  and  is  ventilated  by  a  fan  which  produces  15,000  cubic 
feet  of  air  per  minute.     Both  mines  are  in  fair  condition. 


PERRY   COUNTY. 

There  are  a  number  of  mines  in  this  county,  but  few  come 
under  the  provisions  of  the  mining  law.  The  county  has  no 
railroads,  and  what  coal  is  shipped  must  be  shipped  by  water. 
The  American  Cannel  Coal  Company,  of  Cannelton,  and  Bur- 
genroth  Bros.,  of  Troy,  are  the  principal  mine  owners. 

Sioux  Nos.  1  and  2, 

Owned  by  the  American  Cannel  Coal  Co.,  and  located  two  and 
a  half  miles  northeast  of  Cannelton.  These  mines  were 
visited  twice;  on  my  first  visit  I  found  No.  1  in  fair  condition, 
but  No.  2,  which  is  just  over  the  hill  from  No.  1,  had  very  little 
air  in  circulation;  some  places  the  men  had  two  lights  to  work 
with,  as  they  w^ere  depending  entirely  on  natural  draft.  The 
air  courses  were  behind  aud  in  many  places  there  were  no 
doors  where  they  were  badly  needed.  On  my  second  visit  to 
these  mines  I  found  they  had  made  a  new  opening  at  No.  2, 
which  answered  for  an  escapment  for  the  men.  That  they  had 
also  built  a  furnace  and  driven  several  air  courses  and  had  put 
up  a  number  of  doors,  and  the  mine  was  in  good  condition. 

Windy  Creek, 

Owned  by  Burgenroth  Bros.,  and  located  one  mile  up  the  Ohio 
River  from  Troy.  This  mine  was  visited  twice  and  found  in 
bad  condition,  there  being  no  fire  kept  in  the  furnace.     On  my 
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second  visit  I  found  they  were  only  working  five  men,  and  they 
were  all  working  near  the  bottom  of  the  shaft.     The  Company   ' 
expects  to  work  out  and  abandon  the  mine  this  winter. 


PARKE  COUNTY. 

No.  2  Mine, 

Owned  by  Parke  County  Coal  Co.,  and  is  located  at  Rosedale. 
This  mine  was  visited  twice  and  found  in  fair  condition.  The 
coal  is  mined  by  machinery  run  by  compressed  air.  The  roof  is 
bad  and  there  is  considerable  water  to  contend  with.  The 
coal  dips  to  the  south. 

No.  3, 

Owned  by  the  same  Co.,  located  on  a  branch  of  the  T.  H.  &  L. 
R.  R.,  which  branches  off  the  main  line  at  Jessup.  This  mine 
was  visited  twice.  During  the  year  they  have  put  down  an 
escapement  shaft,  and  have  also  made  a  traveling  way  around 
the  shaft  for  men  and  mules.     The  mine  is  in  good  condition. 

No.  4, 

Owned  by  the  same  Co.,  is  located  one-half  mile  up  the  switch 
from  No.  3.  They  drive  all  double  entries  at  this  mine.  The 
general  condition  of  the  mine  is  good.  They  have  no  escape- 
ment shaft,  but  I  have  the  promise  of  the  Superintendent  that 
he  will  put  down  one  soon  as  possible. 

Walker's, 

Owned  by  F.  A.  Bowen.  Located  at  Clinton  Locks.  Was 
worked  out  and  abandoned  in  June,  1885. 

Harrison's, 

Owned  by  Harrison,  Cladwell  &  Co.,  and  is  located  near  the, 
little  town  of  Nysville.     This  mine  is  run  on  a  small  scale;  on 
my  last  visit  they  were  employing  only  twelve  men.     The  con- 
dition of  this  mine  is  good. 
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Batty's, 

Owned  by  John  Batty,  and  is  located  near  the  town  of  'Nys- 
ville.  Ten  men  are  employed  in  this  mine.  It  is  ventilated 
by  a  furnace,  and  is  in  splendid  condition. 

Black  Diamond, 

Owned  by  the  Stevens  Coal  Co.,  is  located  near  the  southern 
line  of  Parke  County.  On  my  first  visit  to  this  mine  I  found 
it  in  very  bad  condition.  They  were  depending  on  natural 
draft  for  ventilation.  This  I  objected  to  as  there  were  forty  or 
fifty  men  at  work  in  the  mine  with  not  enough  air  for  ten. 
After  some  delay  and  considerable  trouble,  I  finally  succeeded 
in  getting  them  to  sink  an  air  shaft  and  put  in  a  fan.  This 
being  done  I  found  the  mine  on  my  last  visit  in  excellent  con- 
dition, with  the  exception  of  two  entries  which  were  being 
drove  without  air  courses. 

Blaine, 

Owned  by  Brazil  Block  Coal  Co.,  is  located  one  and  a  half 
mile  northw^est  of  Carbon,  on  a  branch  of  the  I.  &  St.  L.  R.  R. 
On  my  first  visit  to  this  mine  they  were  ventilating  by  natural 
draft.  Since  that  time  they  have  sunk  an  air-shaft  and  put 
in  a  fan.  The  mine  is  in  splendid  condition.  This  company 
has  two  drifts  close  to  this  shaft.  The  coal  from  both,  while 
they  were  running,  was  dumped  over  the  shaft-tipple.  No.  1 
is  now  abandoned,  but  they  are  still  taking  coal  out  of  No.  2, 
which  is  just  east  of  No.  1.  This  mine,  when  visited  last,  was 
found  in  very  bad  condition.  It  had  been  opened  up  on  the 
single-entry  plan,  but  since  that  time  they  have  put  in  a  fur- 
nace, and  are  now  driving  double-entries. 


PIKE    COUNTY. 
Ayershire  Mine, 

Owned  by  D.  E.  Ingle,  located  about  six  miles  from  Oakland 
City,  Gibson  County,  on  the  line  of  the  L.,  E.  &  St.  L.  R.  R. 
This  mine  was  visited  twice,  and  found  in  fair  condition  on 
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both  visits.  The  Laclede  Coke  Co.  have  completed  thirty-six 
coke  ovens,  with  a  capacity  of  six  tons  per  oven,  all  of  which 
are  now  in  operation.  The  company  will  resume  building 
ovens  March  1,  1886,  and  will  then  build  an  additional  block 
of  seventy  ovens.  This  is  a  St.  Louis  firm,  and  are  shipping 
all  their  coke  to  St.  Louis. 

Whitman, 

Owned  by  C.  O.  Godfrey  &  Co.,  and  is  located  about  three  miles 
from  Oakland  City,  Gibson  County,  on  the  line  of  the  L.,  E.  & 
St.  L.  R.  R.  This  mine  was  in  splendid  condition  on  my  first 
visit.  On  my  second  visit  they  had  allowed  some  of  the  air- 
courses  to  get  behind  the  entries,  and  were  then  very  busy  try- 
ing to  get  them  up.  The  boss  promised  not  to  drive  the  entries 
any  farther  until  the  air-courses  were  up  with  them. 

Hazeldell, 

Owned  by  Stephen  Betaman,  successor  to  Posey  &  Montgomery. 
This  mine  is  located  three  miles  north  of  Petersburg,  on  the 
line  of  the  E.  &  I.  R.  R.  The  mine  is  in  very  bad  condition, 
although  they  sunk  an  air-shaft  during  the  summer.  Still  they 
have  no  artificial  means  of  ventilation.  Mr.  Betaman  is  going 
to  sink  a  slope  and  drive  double-entries  and  put  in  a  furnace, 
and  get  the  mine  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  law  in  other 
respects. 

ROGEKS, 

Owned  by  Roger  &  Bros.,  and  is  located  about  two  miles  north 
of  Plazeldell.  On  my  first  visit  I  found  the  mine  short  in  many 
respects.  Entries  and  air-courses  were,  in  some  instances, 
driven  parallel  with  each  other  for  a  distance  of  sixty  yards, 
without  any  breaks-through.  In  some  entries  I  found  as  many 
as  three  breaks-through,  without  any  of  them  being  stopped 
up.  They  had  a  fire  built  on  three  or  four  bars  of  iron,  which 
they  called  the  furnace.  On  my  second  visit  I  was  pleased  ta 
find  a  good  volume  of  air  in  circulation  around  the  entire 
mine,  and  the  breaks-through  were  receiving  proper  attention. 
In  no  instances  were  the  entries  driven  more  than  twenty-five 
yards  without  breaks-through.  The  furnace  had  also  been  re- 
modeled, and  the  general  condition  of  the  mine  was  good. 
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SULLIVAN  COUNTY. 

Pioneer, 

Owned  by  Curriesville  Coal  Co.  Located  one-half  mile  north 
of  Shelburn,  on  the  E.  &  T.  H.  R.  R.  On  my  first  visit  to  this 
mine,  I  found  it  in  a  bad  condition,  there  being  not  more  than 
half  enough  air  for  the  number  of  men  at  work.  On  my  sec- 
ond visit  to  this  mine  its  general  condition  was  fair  and  very 
much  improved. 

Shelburn  No.  1, 

Owned  by  Shelburn  Coal  Co.  Located  in  the  town  of  Shelburn. 
This  mine  has  been  reopened  and  they  have  sunk  to  the  lower 
vein,  or  coal  L,  and  are  driving  entries  to  connect  No,  1  with 

No.  2. 

Shelburn  No.  2, 

Owned  by  the  Shelburn  Coal  Co.  Located  a  short  distance  south 
of  No.  1.  This  mine  was  visited  twice  and  found  in  good  con- 
dition. It  is  worked  on  the  double  entry  plan  and  is  ventilated 
by  a  fan. 

Sullivan, 

Owned  by  the  Shelburn  Coal  Co.  Located  just  north  of  the 
town  of  Sullivan,  which  is  county  seat  of  Sullivan  County,  on 
the  line  of  the  E.  &  T.  H.  R.  R.  This  mine  is  worked  on  a  small 
scale.     On  my  last  visit  there  were  only  seven  men  employed. 

Bunker  Hill, 

Owned  by  Hancock  &  Cauckle.  Located  three  miles  east  of 
Sullivan,  on  the  line  of  the  I.  &  L  S.  Narrow  Gauge  R.  R. 
They  put  down  an  air  and  escapement  shaft  during  the  month 
of  June,  1885.  The  shaft  is  ventilated  by  natural  means  and 
is  in  fair  condition. 

Lyonton, 

Owned  by  the  Lyonton  Coal  &  Coke  Co.  Located  on  the  line 
of  the  L  &  L  S.  R.  R.,  about  five  miles  east  of  Sullivan.  It  is 
worked  on  the  double  entry  plan,  is  ventilated  by  a  furnace 
and  is  in  good  condition.

DUGGEK, 

Owned  by  Dagger  &  Neil.  Located  on  the  line  of  the  I.  &  1. 
S.  R.  R.  This  mine  is  ventilated  by  a  fan  and  was  in  good  con- 
dition on  both  my  visits.  On  my  last  visit  it  was  shut  down 
for  a  few  days  waiting  for  the  switch  that  was  being  built  by 
the  company  from  the  Island  City  Mines  to  be  completed.  The 
building  of  this  switch  will  give  the  firm  of  Dugger  &  ISTeil  a 
great  advantage  over  the  other  coal  owners  along  the  I.  &  I.  S. 
R.  R,  It  being  of  standard  gauge  it  will  do  away  with  the  ex- 
pense of  transferring  the  coal  from  the  narrow,  gauge  to  the 
standard  gauge  cars  and  will  thus  enable  the  firm  to  get  into 
better  markets  with  their  coal. 


VIGO  COUNTY. 

Fountain  No.  1, 

Owned  by  the. Coal  Bluff  Mining  Co.     Located  at  Fontanet,  oil 

the  I.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.     It  has  been  worked  for  several  years.     On 

my  first  visit  it  was  in  bad  condition,  and  on  my  second  visit  it 

was  considerably  improved,  but  the  air  was  still  far  from  being 

good. 

Fountain  No.  2, 

Owned  by  the  Coal  Bluff  Mining  Co.  Located  about  half  a 
mile  northwest  of  No.  1,  and  was  sunk  in  the  month  of  June, 
1885.     They  expect  to  connect  the  two  mines  under  ground. 

South  Mini, 

Owned  by  the  Edgar  Coal  Co.  Located  about  half  a  mile  south- 
west of  Coal  Blutt',  on  a  switch  extending  from  the  I.  &  St.  L. 
R.  R.  This  mine  is  worked  on  the  double  entry  plan  and  was 
found  in  excellent  condition  on  both  my  visits. 

Seeleyville, 

Owned  by  P.  Ehrlich  &  Co,  Located  at  Seeleyville,  on  the  line 
of  the  T,  li.  &  I.  R.  R.  In  the  month  of  September,  1885,  they 
put  a  stairway  in  an  old  shaft  that  had  been  abandoned  and 
made  a  good  traveling  way  to  the  bottom  of  it,  and  are  now 
using  it  for  an  escapement  shaft.  It  is  ventilated  by  a  fan  and 
is  in  ffood  condition.* 
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Kay's, 

Owned  by  Kay,  Lang  &  Co.  Located  south  of  Coal  Bluft',  half 
a  mile,  on  a  branch  of  the  I.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.  It  is  ventilated  by 
natural  draft  and  was  in  fair  condition  on  my  first  visit.  On 
my  second  visit  it  was  shut  down  and  I  did  not  inspect  it. 

Eppart, 

Owned  by  W.  Eppart. .  Located  about  half  a  mile  up  the  switch 
from  Kay  &  Lang.  It  is  ventilated  by  natural  draft.  On  my 
first  visit  it  was  in  a  very  bad  condition,  there  being  no  air  in 
the  mine.  It  was  shut  down  in  March,  1885,  and  has  not  been 
reopened  to  my  knowledge. 

Somerset, 

Owned  by  ]^.  S.  Whete.  Located  half  a  mile  north  of  the 
town  of  Riley,  on  the  line  of  the  T.  H.  &  S.  E.  R.  R.  It  is  ven- 
tilated by  a  furnace  and  is  in  bad  condition.  The  mine  was 
shut  down  in  July,  1885,  and  has  not  been  reopened  to  my 
knowledge. 

Union  Mine, 

Owned  by  the  Co-operative  Coal  Co.,  of  Fontanet ;  located 
half  a  mile  southeast  of  Fontanet.  This  mine  was  opened  some 
years  ago,  but  has  not  been  worked  to  any  extent  until  the 
present  company  got  control  of  it.  The  mine  is  being  opened 
on  the  double-entry  plan,  and  at  present  is  being  ventilated  by 
a  jet.  This  company  is  making  extensive  preparations  to  get 
out  a  large  amount  of  coal  daily,  and  have  built  a  switch  from 
the  I.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.,  a  distance  of  half  a  mile. 


VERMILLION  COUNTY. 

Briar  Hill  Mine, 

Owned  by  the  Norton  Creek  Coal  and  Mining  Co.  Located 
one  mile  north  of  Clinton.  Is  ventilated  by  a  furnace  and  was 
in  good  condition  when  last  visited.  It  was  only  inspected 
once.  It  was  idle  on  my  second  visit  and  I  did  not  enter  the 
mine. 
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Hazel  Bluff  Mine, 

Owned  by  Sherkey  Coal  Company,  successors  to  Brown  & 
Hydenshaw.  On  my  first  visit  to  this  mine  I  found  it  in  a  very 
bad  condition,  there  being  very  little  air  in  it.  It  was  then 
operated  by  Brown  &  Hydenshaw.  On  my  second  visit  I  found 
that  the  new  company  had  taken  charge  and  was  at  work  put- 
ting down  an  air  shaft,  which  was  completed  September  9, 1885. 

Norton  Creek, 

Owned  by  I^orton  Oeek  Coal  and  Mining  Co.  Located  three 
miles  and  a  half  northwest  of  Clinton  on  a  switch  built  from 
C.  &  E.  I.  R.  R.,  a  distance  of  tw^o  miles.  This  mine  was  in 
splendid  condition  when  visited  last.  It  is  a  new  mine  and  is 
ventilated  by  a  furnace.  This  company  has  a  large  body  of 
coal  land  here  and  intend  making  another  opening  in  the  spring 
of  1886,  and  also  to  build  a  number  of  coke  ovens.  I  tested 
their  scales  and  found  them  weighing  correctly. 


VANDERBURGH  COUNTY. 

Inglesidb  Mine, 

Owned  by  John  Ingle  &  Co.  Located  on  the  bank  of  the 
Ohio  River,  just  west  of  the  city  of  Evansville.  It  has  been 
worked  for  a  number  of  years  and  was  in  good  condition  on 
both  my  visits. 

SUNNYSIDE, 

Owned  by  the  Evansville  Coal  and  Mining  Co.  Located 
northwest  of  the  city  of  Evansville,  just  beyond  the  corporate 
limits.  This  mine  was  visited  twice  and  found  in  good  condi- 
tion, and  is  ventilated  by  a  fan. 

Unity, 

Owned  by  the  Unity  Coal  Co.  Located  north  of  the  city  of 
Evansville  on  the  P.,  D.  &  E.  R.  R.  It  is  very  poorly  ventilated. 
They  depend  entirely  upon  a  steam  jet  for  air.  On  my  last 
visit  to  this  mine  the  boss  promised  to  put  up  a  fan  immediately, 
but  I  am  not  informed  as  to  whether  he  put  it  up  or  not. 
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First  Avenue  Mine, 

Owned  by  the  First  Avenue  Coal  and  Mining  Company,  located 
north  of  the  city  of  Evansville.  On  my  last  visit  they  were 
driving  an  air-course  in  a  northwesterly  direction,  which  is  in- 
tended to  reach  the  main  west  entry  and  bring  the  air  up  to 
its  face.  When  this  is  completed  the  mine  will  be  in  a  first- 
class  condition. 

Echo  Mine, 

Owned  by  the  Echo  Coal  and  Mining  Company,  located  north- 
east of  the  city  of  Evansville.  This  mine  is  ventilated  by  a  jet, 
and  was  in  bad  condition  when  last  visited.  I  have  the  prom- 
ise of  the  company  that  they  will  sink  an  air  shaft  as  soon  as 
the  weather  will  permit  in  the  spring. 

The  Belt  Road  Coal  Company  are  sinking  a  shaft  just  east  of 
the  city  of  Evansville,  on  the  line  of  the  Belt  railroad.  They 
have  had  considerable  difficulty  in  sinking,  as  they  have  been 
troubled  with  a  bed  of  quicksand.  At  this  writing  (January 
1,  1886)  they  have  not  finished  sinking.  The  other  mines  are 
the  deepest  in  the  State. 


WARRICK  COUNTY. 

Star  No.  2, 

Owned  by  Love  &  Angle,  located  one-half  mile  up  the  Ohio 
river  from  Newburg.  The  general  condition  of  this  mine  is 
bad.  On  my  last  visit  the  company  promised  to  fix  it  up  im- 
mediately. 

Locust  Grove, 

Owned  by  Albert  M.  Hazen,  located  east  of  Newburg  one  mile. 
This  mine  was  shut  down  on  December  1,  1884. 

Chandelier, 

Owned  by  M.  M.  Freed,  located  on  the  line  of  the  L.,  E.  &  St. 
L.  R.  R.,  about  six  miles  southwest  of  Boonville,  the  county 
seat  of  Warrick  county.  This  mine  was  visited  twice  and 
found  in  fair  condition  on  both  visits. 
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No.  3  Mine, 

Owned  by  M.  M.  Freed,  located  one  mile  and  a  half  southeast 
of  Chandelier,  on  the  L.,  E.  &  St.  L.  This  mine  was  reopened 
the  1st  of  May,  1885,  and  is  very  poorly  ventilated.  During 
the  time  it  stood  idle  water  had  accumulated  at  the  bottom  of 
the  air  shaft,  and  they  had  not  succeeded  in  getting  it  out 
when  I  was  there  last. 

DeForest, 

Owned  by  Bettram  Menden,  located  one-half  mile  east  of  No. 
3,  on  the  line  of  the  L.,  E.  &  St.  L.  R.  E.,  was  shut  down  May 
1,  1885. 

BooNviLLE  Mine, 

Owned  by  Robert  Golf,  located  one-half  mile  east  of  Boon- 
ville,  on  the  L.,  E.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.  There  was  an  air  shaft  put 
down  at  this  mine  in  June,  1885.  The  mine  is  in  fair  condi- 
tion and  is  ventilated  by  natural  draft. 

Wilkinson  Mine, 

Owned  by  the  Evansville  and  Warrick  Consolidated  Coal  Com- 
pany, located  one  mile  and  a  half  southwest  of  Boonville,  on 
the  L.,  E.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.     This  mine  was  shut  down  in  May, 

1885. 
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It  is  with  a  feeling  of  pardonable  pride  that  I  refer  to  th,e 
improvements  made  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of 
fans  is  eight,  number  of  furnaces  three,  number  of  air  and  es- 
capement shafts  is  fifteen.  Besides  these  improvements  there 
have  been  several  safety  catches  put  on  cages,  a  number  of 
abandoned  mines  have  been  fenced,  and  in  several  instances 
there  have  been  stairways  put  in  es-capement  shafts  that  hereto- 
fore had  none.  While  this  is  as  many  or  perhaps  more  im- 
provements than  were  made  in  any  one  year  since  the  passage 
of  the  mining  laws  of  Indiana,  still  there  is  room  for  further 
improvements.  With  this  end  in  view  I  invite  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  miners  of  the  State  to  aid  in  bringing  about  the 
improvements  designed  by  the  law.  There  are  many  causes 
for  complaint  in  a  mine  which  an  inspector  might  overlook,  or 
fail  to  notice.  I  shall  at  all  times  be  pleased  to  hear  from  any 
miner  in  the  State  notifying  me  of  any  violations  of  the  law, 
and  their  communications  will  receive  prompt  attention,  and 
will  be  considered  strictly  confidential. 

On  the  next  page  will  be  found  the  number  of  mines  in  the 
various  counties  of  the  State,  also  men  employed  in  them. 
Gibson,  Martin  and  Spencer  appear,  but  have  no  mines  in  them 
that  employ  the  required  number  of  men  to  bring  them  under 
the  statutes.

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REPORT    OF   INSPECTOR. 


To  His  Excellency,  Isaac  P.  Gray, 

Governor  of  Indiana: 

In  compliance  with  Section  5i54  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Indiana,  making  it  the  duty  of  the  State  Inspector  of  Oils  to 
make  an  annual  report  of  all  inspections  made  by  himself  and 
deputies  to  the  Governor,  I  hereby  submit  the  same.  I  also 
submit  the  report  for  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  1885, 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  E.  H.  Swayiie,  my  predecessor  in 
oflice,  as  found  on  the  official  record. 

The  quantity  of  oil  rejected  in  this  State  during  the  last  year 
was  1,033  barrels,  an  excess  of  over  85  per  cent,  over  any  pre- 
vious annual  report,  which  shows  well  of  the  efficiency  of  the 
Inspectors  employed  to  protect  the  public  against  dangerous 
and  adulterated  oils. 

On  next  page  I  present  tabulated  statement  of  oils  inspected 
and  fees  collected  for  same  by  myself  and  deputies  from  April 
1,  1885,  to  January  1,  1886.  Also,  report  of  E.  H.  Swayne  and 
deputies  from  January  1,  1885,  to  April  1, 1885.

Indianapolis,  November  1, 1885. 

To  his  Excellency,  Isaac  P.  Gray, 

Governor  of  the  State: 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Indiana  Reformatory  Institu- 
tion for  Women  and  Girls,  submit  to  your  Excellency  their 
Annual  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1885. 

For  detailed  and  specific  information  they  refer  to  the  ap- 
pended reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Secretary,  and  Physician, 
which  are  submitted  herewith  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  BOARD. 

At  the  making  of  the  last  report,  the  Board  of  Managers 
was  composed  of  Eliza  0.  Hendricks,  who  served  as  President, 
Claire  A.Walker,  and  Mary  E.  Burson. 

Mrs.  Burson  resigned  on  the  1st  day  of  December,  1884,  and 
Sarah  J.  Smith  was  on  the  same  day  appointed  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy, and  after  qualifying  assumed  the  duties  of  Manager. 

On  the  i'th  of  March,  last,  Martha  M.  James  succeeded  Mrs. 
Smith.  No  other  change  has  occurred.  Mrs.  Hendricks  has 
continued  to  act  as  President. 

The  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  held  at  the  In- 
stitution on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every  month,  in  which  the 
business  requiring  attention  has  been  carefully  transacted. 

Special  meetings  have  been  held  when  necessary. 

SALARIES  OF  THE  BOARD. 

By  a  special  provision  of  the  general  appropriation  act  of 
the  last  General  Assembly,  passed  March  5,  1885,  the  salaries 
of  the  managers  of  this  institution  were  increased  from  one 
hundred  and  sixty  dollars,  as  provided  by  the  original  act  of 
March,  1869,  to  three  hundred  dollars  each. 


OFFICERS    AND    EMPLOYES. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  December  2,  1884,  the 
Superintendent,  Mrs.  Johnson,  was  continued  in  office  without 
a  reappointment  for  any  definite  period  of  time.  The  resigna- 
tion of  Miss  M.  M.  Pray,  as  Assistant  Superintendent,  was  ac- 
cepted, to  take  place  December  25.  January  6,  1885,  Mrs.  E.. 
A.  Winsor  was  appointed  to  fill  the  office  at  the  salary  as  fixed, 
and  it  was  ordered  that  the  office  of  Steward  be  left  vacant. 
The  several  duties  of  the  office  w^ere  assumed  by  the  Assistant 
Superintendent  and  Secretary.  Miss  Elizabeth  Gwin  was  ap- 
pointed Associate  Matron  of  the  Penal  Department  the  6th  of 
January. 

Owing  to  the  serious  accident  which  befell  Mrs.  E.  J.  Tarl- 
ton,  Associate  Matron,  on  the  16th  of  the  same  month,  Miss 
Gwin  immediately  assumed  the  entire  charge  of  the  Penal  De- 
partment as  Matron,  at  a  salary  of  |480  per  annum,  with  Mrs. 
M.  Yule  as  assistant,  at  a  salary  of  $800  per  annum. 

Other  changes  have  occurred  in  the  officers'  list,  and  have 
been  filled  as  follows,  during  the  year: 

The  resignation  of  Miss  M.  D.  Scott  was  received  and  ac- 
cepted on  March  1,  and  June  1,  Mrs.  M.  D.  Zimmerman  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Miss  Anna  DeVee  was  appointed  January  17,  Assistant 
Laundry  Matron  of  the  Reformatory  Department,  and  held  the 
position  until  October  1.  The  same  date  Miss  Ella  DeYee  re- 
signed her  position  as  Laundry  Matron,  and  Mrs.  Tiachel  Mc- 
Grail  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

September  8,  Mrs.  Rachel  JS^esbit  was  appointed  Matron  at  a 
salary  of  $300  per  annum,  and  October  21,  Mrs.  M.  B.  Harbison 
was  appointed  Housekeeper,  at  a  salary  of  $800  per  annum  ; 
both  of  the  Reformatory  Department. 

After  serious  consideration  it  was  decided,  January  1,  1885, 
to  appoint  Dr.  Marie  Haslep  as  Attending  Physician  in  the 
place  so  acceptably  filled  heretofore  by  Doctors  Parvin  and 
Maxwell,  thus  giving  us  a  corps  of  officers  composed  entirely  of 
women,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Institution.  She 
has  accordingly  served  as  physician  for  the  past  ten  months. 

The  highest  number  of  officers,  resident,  connected  with  the 
immediate  supervision  of  the  institution  has  been  ten!  One 
officer  in  charge  of   caning-room  is  non-resident.     There  are 


three  non-resident  employes.  The  physician  and  secretary  are 
also  non-resident. 

We  call  attention  to  the  list  of  resident  officers  employed  in 
carrying  on  the  work  in  its  several  departments. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  number  required  to  direct  and 
supervise  the  operations  of  the  institution,  with  the  congregate 
system,  is  much  less  than  would  be  required  under  the  family 
system,  and  the  cost  to  the  State  is  correspondingly  lessened. 
Yet  we  feel  forced  to  admit  that  this  gain  is  at  the  expense  of 
the  reformation,  as  classification  is  necessarily  almost  impos- 
sible with  so  many  in  our  peculiarly  constructed  building. 

We  think  that  the  advantages  afforded  of  more  personal  and 
social  influence  under  the  family  system  more  than  counter- 
balance the  extra  expense. 

Reformation,  not  simply  restraint,  being  the  object  of  our 
work,  only  those  who  can  grasp  the  real  end  and  are  willing  to 
•devote  to  it  their  best  energies  and  thoughts  should  be  em- 
ployed as  officers.  Women  of  culture  and  refinement,  who 
<5an  teach  by  precept  and  example,  may  here  find  a  large  field. 

Every  successful  laborer  in  this  field  must  be  moved  by  en- 
thusiasm and  anxious  desire  for  the  best  results,  and  will  look 
beyond  the  trials  of  each  day  for  the  larger  results  of  years  for 
their  reward.  There  must  be  a  deep  interest  in  the  formation 
and  reformation  of  the  characters  of  those  under  their  care  to 
lift  them  above  the  mere  routine  work  of  every  day's  duty. 
Manual  labor  is  not  required  of  the  officers  in  charge,  but 
that  they  shall  train  and  instruct  those  under  them  in  such 
manner  that  they  may  be  able  to  perform  well  the  ordinary 
•duties  of  domestic  life. 

Too  much  stress  can  not  be  laid  upon  the  conduct  of  officers 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  as  the  impressions  left  upon 
the  girls  never  leave  them,  and  their  influence  for  good  ceases 
when  an  inmate  perceives  that  things  are  required  of  her  which 
those  in  charge  do  not  regard  themselves. 

PENAL     DEPARTMENT. 

There  are  now  in  this  department  forty-five  convicts.  Dur- 
ing the  year  eighteen  haye  been  received,  and  twenty-one  have 
been  discharged  upon  expiration  of  sentence.  One  has  been 
pardoned  and  one  has  died. 


We  take  pleasure  Id  noting  that  the  number  of  re- commit- 
ments has  materially  decreased,  as  of  the  eighteen  received 
during  the  year  but  two  were  re-commitments,  and  those  second 
convictions.  Again,  as  we  said  last  year,  we  hold  previous 
short  sentences  responsible,  as  these  two  were  originally  sent  ta 
us,  but  for  terms  of  one  year's  imprisonment. 

A  s^^stem  of  indeterminate  sentences  might  profitably  be 
established  to  cover  this  class  of  offenders. 

The  average  number  of  inmates  has  dropped  from  fifty  last 
year  to  forty-eight  this,  about  the  average  of  previous  years. 

We  are  unable  to  account  for  the  largely  decreased  number 
of  commitments  received  as  compared  with  last  year. 

As  in  past  years,  the  average  length  of  sentence  is  short,  and 
the  possibility  of  reformation  proportionately  lessened.  With 
prisonors  on  long  sentences  our  eftbrts  have  been  reasonably 
fruitful. 

We  have  continued  to  credit  convicts  with  "good  time"'  as 
as  provided  by  (Senate  bill)  law,  discharging  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  same. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  bad-conduct  marks  should  add  to 
the  term  of  sentence  in  the  same  ratio  that  good-conduct  marks 
take  from. 

REFORMATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

There  are  now  in  this  department  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
two  girls.  During  the  year  forty  have  been  received  on  new 
commitments,  and  four  returned  from  tickets-of-leave;  seven- 
teen have  been  discharged,  thirty-one  have  been  released  upon 
tickets-of-leave,  one  has  died,  and  one  has  been  sent  to  the 
Insane  Hospital.  A  number  of  escapes  have  occurred,  but  all 
have  been  retaken. 

In  the  two  departments  the  average  number  of  inmates  dur- 
ing the  year  has  been  one  hundred  and  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight. 

ESTIMATE    OF    EXPENSES    FOR    REFORMING    INMATES. 

As  required  by  Section  6192,  Revised  Statutes,  the  Board  has 
estimated  and  determined  the  "  actual  expense  per  annum  of 
clothing  and  subsisting  an  inmate  committed  to  the  Reformatory 
Department  of  the  institution,"  and  has  fixed  the  amount 
thereof  at  $140. 
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The  collections  made  from  counties  by  the  Treasurer  of  State 
on  account  of  this  institution  during  the  year  amounted  to 
|9,-262.52. 

The  general  features  which  relate  to  the  instruction,  employ- 
ment, discipline  and  domestic  arrangements  remain  about  the 
same,  though  numerous  changes  have  been  made  in  details  of 
management  in  each  of  these  departments  by  the  Assistant 
Superintendent,  who  has  especial  charge  of  this  department. 

The  daily  life  is  made  up  of  exercises  designed  to  promote 
the  physical,  industrial,  intellectual  and  moral  education  of  the 
girls. 

The  "Time  Table"  on  page shows  how  they  are  occu- 
pied between  the  rising  and  retiring  bells. 

A  specified  time  is  given  for  refreshments,  religious  exercises, 
work,  study  and  amusement.  A  strict  observance  of  these 
fixed  appointments  affords  the  best  possible  drill  for  acquiring 
prompt  and  regular  habits. 

Drill  in  punctuality  constitutes  an  indispensable  part  of  the 
training  required  to  qualify  for  the  common  duties  of  life,  and 
should  be  continued  from  the  time  of  entering  to  the  time  of 
leaving  the  institution. 

With  our  utmost  care  it  is  never  possible  to  give  the  girls 
thorough  and  proficient  training,  so  as  to  make  of  them  good 
servants  upon  first  going  out,  as  no  real  "family"  life  is  possi- 
ble in  our  building.  To' give  this  training,  as  far  as  possible,  a 
record  book  of  employment  of  girls  has  been  opened,  which 
shows  from  the  entrance  of  a  girl  until  her  discharge  just  in 
what  departments  and  how  long  in  each  she  has  served. 

Girls  serve  in  each  department  from  three  months  to  one 
year,  and  are  not  changed  from  one  work  to  another  until  rec- 
ommended by  the  officer  in  charge  as  in  a  measure  proficient. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  schools,  as  provided  in  section  thirty-eight  of  the  act 
governing  the  institution  (Rev.  Stat.,  6,198)  are  kept  up  through- 
out the  year  in  the  reformatory,  except  in  garden-making  time, 
when  the  school  was  disbanded,  that  the  girls  might  be  de- 
tailed to  that  work. 
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HEALTH, 


The  general  health,  as  usual,  has  been  good.  Two  deaths 
have  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  daily  routine  of  institution  life,  with  regular  habits  and 
wholesome  diet,  tend  to  keep  the  inmates  from  serious  sickness^ 
and  to  recruit  rapidly  those  who  come  to  us  with  health  im- 
paired by  neglect  and  ill  treatment. 

The  food  is  substantial,  wholesome,  well  prepared  and  abund- 
antly supplied,  and  every  precaution  of  a  sanitary  nature  ha& 
received  attention. 

The  report  of  the  physician  will  give  more  extended  particu- 
lars on  this  subject. 

EXERCISE. 

Feeling  that  more  out-door  exercise  was  necessary  to  over- 
come the  lassitude  which  comes  from  in-door  institution  life^ 
and  having  no  exercise  room  or  gymnasium,  a  more  deter- 
mined effort  has  been  made  this  year  to  have  the  women  and 
girls  out  doors  for  exercise  during  the  recreation  hours. 

One  of  the  needs  of  the  institution  is  a  play-room,  which 
could  be  fitted  up  with  some  gymnastic  appliances,  and  used 
only  for  that  purpose. 

PUNISHMENTS. 

Two  new  punishment  rooms  have  been  fitted  up,  and  very 
little  corporal  punishment  has  been  used,  solitary  confinement 
having  been  resorted  to  almost  exclusively. 

One  of  our  problems  is,  what  to  do  with  those  who  are  con- 
stantly being  reported  for  punishment,  who  refuse  to  partake 
of  the  benefits  ofi'ered  them  and  stand  in  the  way  of  others, 
who  consume  the  time  and  try  the  patience  of  teachers  and 
disturb  the  peace  of  the  whole  family.  Their  examples  are  in- 
fectious, and  lead  others  into  foolish  and  disgusting  imitations. 
Solitar}^  confinement  is  used  as  the  remedy,  yet  it  seems  not  to 
be  eftectual.  Of  these,  it  seems  useless  to  expect  complete  re- 
formation, but  we  feel  convinced  that  the}^  are  benefited  by 
their  life  with  us. 

INDUSTRIES. 

We  have  received  during  the  year,  from  work  of  inmates, 
$2,808.91,  and  expended  for  material,  $2,419.59.  Net  earnings 
up  to  October  31,  $389.32,  have  been  paid  into  the  State  Treas- 
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•ury,  together  with  board  of  United  States  prisoners,  $36.80. 
Total,  1426.12. 

On  account  of  increased  supply  of  clothing  used  by  the  fam- 
ily, work  for  patrons  has  largely  diminished  in  the  reformatory 
■department,  aijd  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  quality  rather 
than  quantity  of  work  done. 

The  history  of  the  institution  shows  that  the  aim  of  those  in 
•charge  has  been  from  the  first  to  produce  practical  training  in 
the  several  household  departments  of  work,  rather  than  remu- 
nerative labor  by  letting  of  contracts  for  labor,  etc. 

We  have  endeavored  to  follow  the  plan  inaugnrated  by  our 
predecessors. 

EXPENDITURES. 

jSTo  special  appropriation  having  been  made  for  the  year 
1884-5,  we  continued  to  draw  from  the  treasury  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  permanent  appropriation  from  November  1  until 
March  5,  1855,  when,  special  appropriation  having  been  made 
by  the  Legislature,  we  began  to  draw  from  the  special  appro- 
priation of  that  date,  which  covered  in  its  provisions  the  entire 
fiscal  year. 

The  expenditures,  including  all  salaries,  repairs  and  improve- 
ments, have  been  $29,826.08.

And  we  have  the  total  expense  of  the  Institution  to 
the  State  for  clothing,,  support  and  care  of  188, 

average  number  of  inmates  for  the  year $15,495  98 

Or  each,  per  annum,  $82.42. 
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The  cost  of  the  Institution  for  provisions,  salaries,  clothing, 
fuel,  light,  general  expenses,  nriedical  attendance  and  discharge 
allowance  has  been  for  each  inmate,  for  the  year,  $133.95,  being 
per  week,  $2.57,  and  per  day,  36.6  cents. 

REPAIRS    AND    IMPROVEMENTS. 

There  has  been  expended  for  repairs  and  improvements  during 
the  year  $4,641.46,  nearly  one  thousand  dollars  more  than  last 
year. 

The  outside  sewer  connections  having  been  so  satisfactorily 
settled  by  the  completion  during  the  last  year  of  the  State 
sewer,  we  have  spent  much  time  and  money  during  the  present 
year  in  making  such  plumbing  changes  and  repairs  as  would 
make  our  sanitarj'  condition  as  nearly  perfect  as  possible. 

A  number  of  small  alterations  have  been  made  in  the  general 
contour  of  the  building;  several  new  doors  and  windows  have 
been  put  in  where  found  needed  to  add  to  the  comfort  of  in- 
mate^. All  these  minor  repairs  are  described  at  length  in  the 
Superintendent's  report. 

FIRE    PROTECTION. 

After  the  disastrous  fire  at  the  Insane  Asylum,  and  the  nu- 
merous similar  conflagrationsthroughout  the  country,  we  became 
concerned  as  to  our  defenses  against  fire,  and  had  the  Chief  Fire 
Engineer,  Mr.  Webster,  make  a  thorough  and  careful  exam- 
ination. As  the  result  of  this,  and  upon  his  recommendation, 
we  purchased  hand  grenades  and  fire  extinguishers,  had  stand 
pipes,  connected  directly  with  city  water,  erected  in  the  east  and 
west  ends  of  the  corridors,  with  hose  boxes  on  each  floor,  and 
eight  hundred  feet  of  hose  constantly  attached;  also  had  all 
openings  about  steam  pipes  in  floors  covered  with  a  non- 
conductor, the  total  expense  being  nearly  one  thousand  dollars. 

REFORMATION. 

The  plan  and  purpose  of  the  Institution  have  been  repeatedly 
set  forth  in  former  reports,  and  the  gratifying  results  attained 
have,  we  think,  fully  justified  those  who  worked  so  faithfully 
to  found  it;  and  also  the  State,  for  its  liberality  in  sustaining 
what  was  at  the  first  so  much  of  an  experiment. 
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We  repeat  that  we  are  painfully  aware  that  there  are  persons 
discharged  from  the  Institution  who  do  but  little  credit  either 
to  themselves  or  the  Institution,  and  some  are  incredulous  at  our 
claim  of  the  percentage  reclaimed  and  reformed,  but  these 
figures  have  been  obtained  by  careful  computation  that  80  per 
cent,  of  those  discharged  from  the  Reformatory,  and  76  per 
cent,  of  those  from  the  Penal  Department,  are  now  leading 
useful  and  orderly  lives. 

Just  closing  the  thirteenth  year,  those  who  have  watched  the 
progress  of  the  work  from  its  inception  can  look  back  on  the 
result  with  a  renewed  and  gratifying  assurance  of  its  usefulness. 

Begun  in  fear  and  trembling,  it  has  demonstrated  two  things  : 
First,  that  women  are  capable  of  being  reformed,  lifted  up  and 
started  anew  upon  the  paths  of  honesty,  sobriety  and  usefulness; 
second,  that  women,  as  managers  and  officers,  are'  capable  of 
managing  large  financial  and  moral  interests  in  a  manner  to 
I'eflect  credit  upon  themseHes  and  the  State,  who  so  bravely 
placed  her  trust  in  them. 

We  are  indebted  to  your  Excellency  for  the  interest  you  have 
manifested  and  the  support  you  have  given  us.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Indiana  Reformatory  Institution,      \ 
Indianapolis,  ISTovember  1, 1885.  / 

To  the  Board  of  Managers : 

Ladies — I  respectfully  submit  my  report  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  October  31,  1885. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  advancement  and  pros- 
perity, and  we  think  permanent  results  have  been  obtained  in 
the  reformation  of  both  v^omen  and  girls  who  have  gone  out 
to  stand  upon  their  own  unaiided  power  against  the  world  and 
its  conflicts. 

I  desire  to  acknowledge  my  appreciation  of  your  considera- 
tion, support  and  direction  throughout. 

It  has  been  my  earnest  desire  and  pleasure  to  know  and  do 
your  will  concerning  the  affairs  of  the  institution. 

My  report  varies  from  those  of  previous  years  only  in  the 
special  occurrences  of  the  year  and  must  of  necessity  be  of 
similar  import  as  regards  the  work  itself. 

Our  internal  affairs  are  in  as  satisfactory  a  condition  as  is 
possible  under  the  crowded  condition  of  our  building. 

Numerous  changes  have  been  made  during  the  year  in  our 
internal  methods  ;  in  many  of  the  departments  quite  important 
ones. 

Many  discouraging  things  have  occurred,  but  the  good  so  far 
outreaches  the  evil  that  the  encouragements  are  many  more 
than  the  discouragements. 

All  things  have  been  held  secondary  to  the  eftbrt  to  make 
this  a  reformatory  institution,  really  as  well  as  in  name. 

The  laundry,  the  sewing-room,  the  overall  work,  the  finan- 
cial matters,  the  personal  preferences  of  oflicers  and  employes, 
everything  of  that  nature,  when  placed  in  the  balance,  should 
be  light  and  secondary  when  the  great  principle  of  reformation 
is  placed  upon  the  other  half  of  the  scales.

RELIGIOUS    SERVICES. 


As  in  previous  years,  the  Sunday  afternoon  services  have  been 
in  charge  of  Brother  Wilson  Morrow,  assisted  by  others  from 
the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  and  Mr.  Stanton  from 
the  Friends'  Church  and  Mr.  Sinclair. 

Occasional  evening  services  have  been  held  by  Messrs.  Palmer, 
Smith  and  Roll,  and  the  liev.  Mr.  Prentice. 

Revival  meetings  two  evenings  in  each  week  for  several  weeks 
during  last  winter,  were  conducted  by  Mr.  Sullivan  and  Mr. 
Cobb,  assisted  by  christian  ladies. 


REFORMATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

You  will  note  that  the  number  remaining  is  less  than  that  of 
any  recent  years  in  this  department.  Feeling  that  the  greater 
good  was  to  be  done  by  proper  care  and  attention  to  the  less 
jather  than  to  the  greater  number,  I  have  somewhat  decreased 
the  average  number,  though  the  per  capita  expense  is  some- 
what increased  thereby. 

We  have  only  fair  accommodations  for  one  hundred  and  thirty 
girls,  and  when  the  number  increases,  as  it  has  several  times  in 
the  past,  to  one  hundred  and  fifty-five,  it  is  certainly  at  the 
moral  and  physical  expense  of  the  whole  number. 

The  spiritual  training  has  not  been  abated  but  a  determined 
efibrt  has  been  made  to  have  the  girls  prove  by  kindness,  po- 
liteness, cleanliness  and  obedience  that  they  have  really  changed 
in  heart  and  thoughts — to  have  them  keep  their  daily  acts  and 
language  upon  a  line  with  their  professions.  I  think  a  higher 
moral  tone  has  prevailed  among  the  girls  and  less  swearing  and 
vulgar  talk  than  ever  before. 

The  average  age  of  those  received  has  increased  somewhat 
from  twelve  years  ten  mouths  last  year  to  thirteen  years  this. 

Girls  have  been  received  from  counties  which  had  not  before 
been  represented,  while  several  counties  which  at  the  opening 
had  large  representations,  now  have  only  a  very  few,  if  any 
at  all. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  board  limit  the  age  at  which 
girls  shall  be  received  to  ten  years.  Under  that  age  it  has  been 
our  experience  that  girls  are  not  of  the  very  depraved  class, 
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largely  sent  to  us  because  homeless,  aud  it  is  certainly  not  de- 
sirable to  throw  such  young  children  among  the  older  and 
really  depraved  ones. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  board  require  a  medical 
examination  before  girls  are  committed  and  accepted,  and  that 
epileptics  aud  idiotic  girls  be  excluded  from  admission. 

One  insane,  one  feeble-minded  and  two  epileptic  girls  were 
of  the  number  received  this  year,  occasioning  very  great  dis- 
tress and  disturbance  in  the  household. 

WORK. 

A  record  book,  showing  the  employment  of  girls  and  length 
of  time  detailed  to  each  department,  was  opened  early  in  the 
year.  This  record,  if  kept  open,  will  show  just  what  work  a 
girl  has  had  from  her  entrance  into  until  her  discharge  from 
the  institution,  and  also  in  what  she  excels. 

Girls  are  not  changed  from  one  work  until  recommended  by 
the  officer  in  charge  as  being  in  a  measure  proficient,  and  the 
average  period  must  be  three  months,  except  in  laundry,  where 
six  months  must  be  spent. 

Only  the  younger  children,  of  an  average  age  under  twelve, 
being  employed  in  the  caning- room,  their  stay  there  is  not 
limited,  as  they  are  not  strong  enough  for  other  work. 

In  the  caning-room,  about  ten  are  employed  in  the  morning 
and  fifteen  in  the  afternoon.  Earnings  for  the  year,  after  pay- 
ing teacher's  salary,  | . 

In  the  laundry,  there  are  ten  morning  and  fifteen  afternoon 
girls. 

On  account  of  the  increased  quantity  of  clothing  used  by  the 
family,  work  for  patrons  has  largely  diminished.  Greater  care 
has  been  taken  that  the  quality  of  work  done,  both  for  house 
and  patrons,  shall  be  of  a  better  grade  than  formerly,  and  com- 
plaints have  been  lessened. 

In  the  sewing-room  there  are  about  five  morning  and  ten 
afternoon  regular  details.  Monday  mornings  the  school  is  dis- 
missed, and  all  mend  and  patch. 

By  the  report  of  work  done,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been 
a  remarkable  amount  of  sewing  accomplished  during  the  year. 

For  purposes  of  cleanliness  and  health  the  allowance  of 
clothing  to  each  was  increased,  also  several  new  garments 
added  to  those  previously  worn. 
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A  record  was  opened  in  January,  which  shows  all  issues  to 
•each  girl  from  date  of  entrance.  Items  of  outgoing  outfits  are 
here  entered,  also. 

There  being  no  officer  whose  sole  duty  it  was  to  give  out  and  at- 
tend to  the  clothing,  it  was  decided  to  arrange  the  clothing  for 
each  dormitory  in  closets  in  the  rooms,  instead  of  in  one  common 
store-room,  as  heretofore,  and  give  this  in  charge  of  the  officer 
who  has  charge  of  the  dormitory.  This  was  an  added  duty 
for  all  officers,  but  all  have  responded  to  the  demand  pleasantly 
and  willingly,  and  the  lessened  confusion  and  added  comfort 
and  improved  appearance  of  the  girls  confirm  the  wisdom  of 
the  change. 

In  the  schools,  while  the  course  of  study  has  been  somewhat 
restricted,  beiug  limited  to  reading,  writing,  spelling  and  arith- 
metic, and  drill  upon  these,  we  feel  that  very  good  work  has 
been  done,  quite  equal,  if  not  better,  than  in  former  years,  in 
these  practical  branches. 

The  blackboards  have  been  twice  renewed  during  the  year, 
the  last  time  in  a  permanent  manner. 

For  the  general  housework  about  forty  are  detailed,  one  set 
for  morning  and  another  for  afternoon. 

Here,  as  elsewhere,  heedlessness  is  one  of  the  things  most 
•difficult  to  overcome. 

One  of  the  problems  is  how  to  inculcate  habits  of  independ- 
ent thought  and  carefulness.  Very  few  when  set  to  do  a  cer- 
tain work  will  persist  in  it;  the  majority  have  to  be  told  every 
day  and  every  time,  over  and  over  again,  just  what  they  are  to 
do. 

Saturday,  at  3  o'clock,  all  work  is  suspended,  and  the  re'- 
mainder  of  the  day  given  to  rest,  reading  or  play. 

ESCAPES. 

As  usual  a  number  have  escaped,  but  all  have  been  retaken. 

EXERCISE. 

As  we  deem  it  important  that  the  girls  shall  go  out,  even 
when  the  weather  is  cold  and  somewhat  severe,  we  have  pro- 
vided hoods  and  some  wraps. 

Indoors  we  have  no  sufficient  or  suitable  rooms  for  play  and 
recreation. 
2— F.  E. 
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The  sewing-room  is  now  used,  but  this  is  too  small  for  any- 
thing like  safe  play  or  recreation  for  so  many. 

A  large  play-room,  with  some  gymnastic  appliances,  seems  to 
be  one  of  the  urgent  needs  of  the  family. 


PUNISHMENTS. 

Two  new  punishment-rooms  have  been  iitted  up  in  the  year — 
one  of  them  a  dark  room. 

The  punishments  have  been  almost  altogether  confipement 
alone,  on  a  bread  and  water  diet,  very  much  less  corporal  pun- 
ishment having  been  resorted  to  than  formerly. 


TICKETS-OF-LEAVE. 

We  have  continued  demands  for  girls  to  assist  in  house- 
work, etc. 

The  difficulty  to  overcome  is  in  arranging  for  suitable  homes, 
and  supervision  after  they  have  been  placed  out. 

Some  arrangement  should  be  made  by  which  girls  who  are 
located  in  various  parts  of  the  State  shall  be  visited,  and  con- 
tinued supervision  felt  by  them. 

Of  those  returned  from  ticket-of-leave,  two  were  charged 
with  faults  more  or  less  serious,  and  two  failed,  partly  through, 
their  own  imperfections,  and  partly  from  lack  of  proper  super- 
vision. 

DISCHARGED. 

The  girls  dischd,rged  as  of  age  in  the  year  have  done  very 
fairly.  They  have  gone  to  all  parts  of  the  country,  and  seem 
to  be  doing  credit  to  themselves  and  the  Institution.  Man}'  are 
married  and  settled  in  respectable  homes.  I  am  satisfied  that 
no  girl  comes  to  us  but  she  is  elevated  and  helped,  even  when 
it  seems  that  no  reformation  can  be  had,  and  officers  are  dis- 
mayed at  the  utter  apparent  lack  of  success.  With  these  iso- 
lated cases  of  seemingly  total  depravity,  we  can  only  bear  and 
forbear,  help  up  again  and  again,  and  trust  to  the  hand  that 
never  fails  us  to  give  the  increase  to  our  sowing. 
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PENAL    DEPARTMENT. 


There  are  five  less  remaining  at  the  close  of  this  year  than 
'last,  and  the  total  of  new  commitments  has  been  less  than  half 
that  of  last  year.  We  have  always  supposed  that  the  average 
number  in  this  department  would  steadily  increase,  and  can 
■offer  no  solution  for  this  year's  reduction. 

The  very  few  recommitments  as  compared  with  last  year,  is 
gratifying,  proving  to  us  that  our  work  is  indeed  telling  upon 
those  gone  out  from  us.  Xo  escapes  are  to  be  reported.  The 
year  has  been  one  of  no  startling  change  or  occurrence  in  this 
-department. 

A  prisoner  has  been  detailed  to  take  charge,  under  Matron, 
of  the  Officers"  Kitchen. 

One  young  girl,  originally  sent  to  the  Penal,  but  transferred 
to  the  Reform  Department  on  account  of  age,  has  been  returned 
to  the  prison  for  bad  conduct. 

INDUSTRIES. 

We  have  continued  to  make  overalls  for  Messrs.  C.  B.  Cones, 
Son  &  Co.     (See  tables  for  amount  of  work  done.) 

We  have  also  contracted  with  Messrs.  Gallahue  &  Meyers, 
Stocking  Manufacturers,  to  seam  up  toes  and  heels  of  stockings 
for  8  cents  per  dozen  pairs.  An  expert  woman  can  do  five 
dozen  of  these  dailv,  but  the  work  is  done  mainly  by  our  aged 
and  infirm  women,  to  whom  no  other  task  can  be  given,  and 
no  task  amount  is  required. 

In  the  laundry  we  have  somewhat  revised  our  price  list, 
somewhat  increasing: the  price  charged  per  piece,  yet  still  leaving 
it  at  about  half  city  laundry  rates.  And  we  have  endeavored  to 
make  the  grade  of  work  rise  to  the  increased  price,  believing 
that  quality,  not  quantity,  of  work  was  the  thing  requisite  to 
train  these  women  to  become  acceptable  laundresses. 

REFORMATION. 

If  the  re-ordering  of  a  prisoner's  life  stopped  when  she  left 
'US  we  should  still  feel  that  great  good  was  accomplished  through 
their  elevated,  improved  condition  while  with  us.  Some  of  the 
most  gratifying  work  of  reformation  has  been  done  with  our 
women  of  life  and  long-term  sentences.     To  see  them  going 
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about  in  decent  habiliments,  quiet,  respectful,  happy,  and  re- 
moved from  preying  upon  the  community,  is  surely  a  reward 
most  pleasing. 

Visitors  from  abroad  are  amazed  and  delighted  to  find  women 
in  charge,  and  able  to  maintain  discipline  without  guards,  lire- 
arms,  or  other  similar  appliances  of  prison  management. 


HEALTH. 

One  death  occurred  in  the  Prison  and  one  in  the  Reformatory 
Department — both  from  disease  contracted  before  they  came  to 
us,  and  not  at  all  from  local  causes. 

The  health  of  the  family  has  never  been  better  since  my 
connection  with  it,  though,  as  usual  with  us,  some  typhoid  fever 
has  prevailed.  Every  sanitary  precaution  was  taken  to  remove 
the  cause,  with  success,  I  think,  as  there  were  no  fatal  cases. 


EXPENDITURES. 

Due  economy  has  been  practiced  in  the  purchase  of  food  and 
supplies,  but  without  sacrificing  the  health  and  comfort  of  the 
inmates. 

Only  good,  wholesome  grades  of  food  have  been  purchased. 
The  quality  and  quantit}^  of  beef  consumed  has  been  increased 
while  that  of  pork  has  been  decreased. 

The  per  capita  cost  per  inmate  seems  to  have  increased 
somewhat,  but  this  we  do  not  deplore,  feeling  that  the  condi- 
tion of  the  family  has  been  correspondingly  improved. 


LIBRARY. 

We  have  added  about  sixty  volumes  to  our  small  stock  of 
readable  books,  bought  with  money  received  from  sales  of  rags 
and  bones,  saved  by  the  girls  for  that  purpose. 

Since  opening  the  reading  room  in  the  reformatory  depart- 
ment we  feel  more  keenly  than  ever  our  lack  of  a  good  library, 
as  we  have  not  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  books  of  any 
kind  to  ofi:er  our  girls. 
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REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 


I  recount  herewith  the  various  repairs  and  improvements 
made  during  the  year. 

Many  little  conveniences  have  been  added  this  year  which 
we  never  before  felt  able  to  have,  all  adding  greatly  to  our 
comfort  and  happiness: 

Window  guards  at  cell  windows  in  basement ;  door  and  iron 
grating  at  east  end  of  prison  hall,  with  brick  walk  from  same 
to  driveway  ;  bricks  about  foundations  in  courts  relayed  ;  new 
floor  and  joists  in  shop;  partition  in  shop  to  form  soap  room  ; 
board  partitions  in  ofiicers'  rooms  taken  out,  solid  lath  and 
plaster  ones  substituted;  partition  in  office  removed ;  store  rooms 
cut  off  by  partitions  in  basements  front  and  back ;  partition 
to  form  reading  room  in  school  room;  door  cut  into  same 
from  hall ;  punishment  rooms  ceiled  and  fitted  up,  third  story 
front  and  in  basement  room  ;  window  at  head  of  first  flight 
of  stairs  in  main  hall  ;  round  window,  in  front  stairway  hall, 
two  hose  boxes  on  each  floor;  cupboards  in  halls,  dormitories 
and  basements  ;  floor  in  front  kitchen,  shutters  to  cupola  win- 
dows ;  all  necessary  minor  carpenter  repairs  such  as  tables, 
racks,  stools,  benches,  etc. 

PLUMBING   AND   DRAINING. 

The  following  are  the  very  extensive  and  complete  plumbing 
and  steam-fitting  changes  made  in  year : 

Wash  room  in  No.  1  dormitory,  steam  trap  and  receiver  in 
engine  room,  hydrant  at  stable,  drain  from  pump  house,  waste 
to  sewer,  sinks,  faucets  and  new  waste  pipes  on  second  and 
third  floors,  syphon  flush  to  same,  ventilating  pipe  through 
'roof,  ventilating  pipe  to  officers'  bath  room,  sink  and  new  waste 
pipe  to  yard  sink,  dry  rooms  rebuilt,  new  pipes  throughout ; 
steam  pipes  covered ;  water  closet,  tub  and  enameled  iron  wash 
basins  in  girls'  basement  wash  room,  spring  faucets  over  entire 
building,  etc.,  etc. 

FIRE    PROTECTION. 

With  the  added  fire  protection  given  us  this  year,  we  feel  se- 
cure against  severe  disaster,  but  it  might  not  be  amiss  to  have 
rope  fire  escapes  in  officers'  rooms  where  there  are  no  bars  to 
windows. 
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AUTOMATIC    GATES. 


The  automatic  gates  put  in  last  year  proving  entirely  unsat- 
isfactorj^  they  have  been  taken  out.  and  the  original  iron,  ones 
conforming  to  fence  replaced. 

FURNISHINGS. 

Some  new  furnishings  for  officers'  rooms,  with  carpets  for 
these  and  the  reformatory  office ;  also,  furniture  for  guest  cham- 
ber (old  from  which  was  used  in  fitting  up  officers"  rooms), 
form  the  extent  of  furnishings  gotten  during  the  year. 

The  new  dormitory,  to  be  fitted  up  in  old  soap  room  off  chapel, 
will  require  beds  and  bedding  throughout. 

I  would  suggest  that  all  iron  beds  in  third  floor  dormitories 
be  replaced  with  wooden  ones  as  rapidly  as  possible,  as  more 
cleanly  and  healthful. 

The  carriage  purchased  last  year,  not  having  been  satisfac- 
tory, an  exchange  was  effected  through  Messrs.  I.  Kobbins  & 
Co.  The  new  carriage  promises  to  be  a  most  satisfactory  bar- 
o^ain. 

GAKDEN. 

As  heretofore,  the  garden  has  been  attended  to  altogether  b}' 
the  girls,  except  for  the  one  supervising  prisoner. 

We  had  a  most  abundant  yield,  as  it  furnished  us  with  all 
the  fresh  vegetables  used  by  the  entire  family  during  the  sum- 
mer months. 

The  grounds  have  been  beautified  by  placing  out  some  thirty 
■or  so  trees,  among  them  some  very  large  ones  near  the  front  of 
building. 

HOLIDAYS. 

The  National  holidays  have  been  observed,  Christmas  din- 
ner being  our  own  killing  of  hogs.  A  Fourth  of  July  enter- 
tainment, gotten  up  by  the  girls,  gave  much  pleasure  to  all. 

HOSPITAL. 

Although  no  serious  epidemic  has  visited  us,  we  feel  the 
urgent  need  of  the  hospital  cottage  which  we  have  so  long 
asked  for,  and  which  was  provided  for  by  the  last  Legislature, 
had  the  special  appropriation  act  not  failed  of  passage. 
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The  funds  which  have  come  into  my  hands  during  the  year 
have  been  promptly  paid  out,  as  shown  by  bills  and  vouchers 
on  file  in  the  Auditor's  ofiice,  and  no  outstanding  accounts 
remain  unpaid. 

In  closing  my  report,  I  should  feel  that  full  justice  had  not 
been  done  if  I  failed  to  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  officers 
and  employes  who  have  so  efiiciently  and  helpfully  aided  me 
throughout  the  year  to  make  the  work  of  the  Institution  what 
you  would  have  it  to  be,  and  to  oui  Heavenly  Father  for  his 
guidance  and  direction.

PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


Indianapolis,  iNovember  1,  1885. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Indiana 

Reformatory  Institution  for  Women  and  Girls: 

Ladies — The  following  is  a  report  from  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment of  this  Institution  for  the  ten  months  ending  October 
-80,  1885. 

In  the  Penal  Department  there  have  been  very  few  cases  of 
acute  sickness,  and  the  usual  amount  of  chronic  and  venereal 
diseases.  In  this  department  we  liave  had  operations  for 
cystocele  and  lacerated  perineum  with  very  favorable  results. 

In  the  Reformatory  Department,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
amountof  malarial  and  venereal  diseases,  we  have  had  erysipelas, 
typhoid  fever,  scarlatina,  and  a  verj"  large  number  of  skin  dis- 
eases. 

The  most  serious  results  of  accidents  were  dislocation  of 
patella,  complicated  fracture  of  tibia,  concussion  of  brain  and 
hernia. 

From  the  Keformatory  Department  one  was  sent  to  the 
Hospital  for  the  Insane;  one  feeble-minded  and  two  epileptics 
were  returned  home. 

Two  deaths  have  occurred,  one  in  each  department,  both 
from  pulmonary  phthisis,  and  in  both  cases  the  disease  had  been 
contracted  before  entrance. 

Our  sanitary  conditition  is  excellent. 

The  necessity  of  a  hospital  has  long  been  apparent  to  the 
Board.     May  it  be  as  evident  to  the  minds  of  our  next  legislators. 

One  suggestion  I  oifer  for  your  consideration — that  a  dentist 
be  appointed,  at  least  for  the  Reformatory  Department. 
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Extraction  is  now  the  inevitable.  True,  this  is  not  the  cus- 
tom in  like  institutions,  nor  has  it  been  your  custom  to  follow 
in  advance  steps. 

To  my  co-workers,  whose  ever  ready  and  skilful  care  has 
prevented  or  lessened  much  sickness  and  suffering,  I  am  under 
many  obligations. 

To  you,  ladies  of  the  Board,  for  having  so  largely  contri- 
buted toward  making  the  way  of  your  first  woman  physician 
easier  and  pleasanter,  by  helps  of  words  and  deeds,  I  extend 
sincere  thanks.  Courteously,

COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  Isaac  P.  Gray, 

Governor  of  Indiana: 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Indiana  Reform  School 
for  Boys,  as  required  by  statute,  respectfully  submits  this,  their 
Nineteenth,  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  October 31, 1885. 

During  the  past  year  the  School  has  not  only  kept  up  its 
former  good  standing,  but  made  perceptible  improvement  on  its 
previous  record.  The  success  of  this  School,  as  in  other  de- 
partments of  life,  is  shown  by  its  works.  Hundreds  of  boys, 
who  have  been  honorably  released  and  are  now  holding  honorable 
positions  in  society,  demonstrate  the  success  of  the  School  and 
its  management.  True,  some,  after  being  released,  have  fallen; 
it  could  not  be  expected  to  be  otherwise.  Of  the  1,800  boys 
who  have  gone  out  from  the  Institution,  many  of  them  were 
from  the  criminal  classes  of  society;  their  surroundings  at  home 
were  anything  but  good,  and  the  evil  influences  around  them 
were  calculated  to  counteract  the  good  impulses  received  while 
in  the  School.  As  far  as  possible,  such  unfortunate  boys  have 
been  kept  away  from  their  families,  but  the  ties  of  blood  are 
too  strong  to  prevent  it  entirely.  If  the  boys  were  all  orphans 
and  had  no  homes,  then  we  fully  believe  that  ninety-nine  per 
cent,  of  the  released  boys  would  become  good,  useful  citizens. 
As  it  is,  the  records  show  that  ninety  to  ninety-iive  per  cent,  are 
doing  well.  We  do  not  hesitate  to  compare  records  with  any 
Reform  School  in  the  land.  Such  results  are  extremely  grati- 
fying to  the  Board  of  Control,  the  worthy  and  efficient  Super- 
intendent, his  corps  of  faithful  officers,  and  the  friends  of  the 
Institution  throughout  the  State. 

It  will  not  be  expected  of  the  Board  to  give  the  details  of  the 
government  and  management  of  the  Institution,  but  refer  your 
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Excellency  to  the  full  detailed  report  of  the  Superintendent  ta 
the  Board,  whicli  is  submitted  herewith  and  made  a  part 
hereof. 

With  the  exception  of  the  pneumonia  that  prevailed  amon^ 
the  inmates  last  spring,  the  health  during  the  past  year  has 
been  good,  which  is  due  to  the  regular  habits  of  the  boys,  the 
exercise  taken  by  them  in  the  open  air,  the  ventilation  and 
cleanliness  of  their  dormitories,  the  good  and  wholesome  food 
always  furnished  them,  and  the  cleanliness  of  their  persons — as 
each  boy  is  required  to  bathe  once  every  week  in  pure,  clear 
water.  Many  of  the  boys  inherit  disease,  and  are  scrofulous 
when  admitted.  For  further  and  full  particulars  of  the  sanitary 
condition,  we  refer  you  to  the  report  of  Dr.  Amos  Carter,  the 
attending  physician,  which  is  tiled  herewith. 

Year  by  year  the  number  of  inmates  has  gradually  increased,, 
until  now  this  institution  ranks  second  in  numbers  in  the  United 
States;  the  school  at  Lancaster,  Ohio,  having  the  largest  at- 
tendance. 

There  were  received  during  the  past  year  179  boys  ;  there 
Avere  released  on  "  ticket-of-leave  "  211  boys.  Fifty-four  boys, 
who  had  been  heretofore  released,  became  indolent,  or  were  un- 
able to  furnish  satisfactory  certificates  of  character  from  their 
employers,  as  the  law  directs,^  had  their  "  tickets-of-leave  "  re- 
voked, and  they  themselves  returned  to  the  Institution. 

Homes  were  procured  for  38  homeless  boys.  There  were  at 
the  close  of  the  year  440  boys.  The  general  average  for  the 
year  was  421,  while  the  general  average  for  the  preceding  year 
was  395.  There  have  been  admitted  to  the  guardianship  of  the 
Institution  since  its  opening  in  January,  1868,  2,236  boys. 

To  accommodate  the  number  of  boys  now  in  the  Institution 
requires  eleven  family  buildings.  In  each  building  there  is  one 
family,  consisting  of  about  forty  boys,  in  charge  of  an  officer 
called  "  House  Father,"  who  is  responsible  for  the  discipline 
and  condition  of  his  family. 

Family  buildings  3,  4,  5,  10,  11  and  12  will  have  to  be  re- 
roofed  the  coming  3"ear,  otherwise  the  buildings  are  all  in  good 
condition  and  repair. 

We  especially  feel  proud  of  the  efficiency  of  our  schools. 
Every  effort  has  been  made  to  retain  the  high  standard  that 
they  have  heretofore  attained.  Each  boy  has  to  begin  where 
the  culpable  negligence  of  parents  and  local  school  authorities 


has  left  him — frequently  with  the  alphabet  or  primary  reader. 
Each  boy  is  in  school  one-half  of  each  day,  except  during  the 
summer  season  ;  then  only  the  primary  grades  are  in  session, 
furnishing  ample  opportunity  for  instruction  in  all  the  branches 
usually  included  in  the  course  of  good  common  school  educa- 
tion. In  addition  to  the  grades  during  the  day,  the  Superin- 
tendent has  a  class  in  history  or  geography  on  Saturday  even- 
ings, in  the  chapel,  composed  of  all  the  inmates.  The  quality 
of  the  instruction  given  is  better  than  that  found  in  most  of 
the  public  schools  of  the  State,  where  most  of  the  boys  have 
attended  school  if  they  attended  school  at  all. 

The  farm  consists  of  225  acres,  which  is  in  a  high  state  of 
cultivation.  The  jaekl  of  the  cultivated  land  was  very  good. 
About  100  rods  of  tile  were  put  in  during  the  year.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  tiling  mentioned  above,  1,279  feet  of  large  sew- 
erage pipe,  two  feet  in  diameter,  were  put  in  across  the  bottom 
east  of  Main  Building,  furnishing  a  complete  outlet  for  all  the 
surface  water  from  around  the  buildings  and  lawns. 

For  several  years  the  barn  that  was  erected  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Institution,  had  been  settling  and  spreading  apart, 
until  it  had  become  unsafe.  In  our  last  report,  we  asked  an 
appropriation  of.  $4,000.00  for  the  erection  of  a  new  one,  which 
appropriation  was  generously  made  by  the  last  Legislature.  The 
old  one  was  torn  down,  and  upon  the  same  site  was  erected  the 
present  beautiful  and  convenient  structure,  144  feet  long  and 
54  feet  wide.  The  walls  are  everywhere  18  inches  thick,  rest- 
ing on  foundations,  the  footings  of  which  are  3  feet  thick.  The 
front  of  the  barn  on  right  side  is  a  fire  proof  ofiice,  20  feet  by 
12  feet,  where  boys  may  warm  in  cold  weather.  Over  this  ofiace 
is  the  sleeping  room  of  the  same  size  for  the  officer  in  charge 
of  the  barn.  On  the  left  side  is  a  harness  room,  and  above  it 
is  a  room  for  the  milled  feed.  In  the  rear  of  these  rooms  are 
the  horse  stalls,  and  overhead  the  mows.  One  side  of  the  rear, 
72  feet  of  the  barn,  is  set  apart  for  large  box  stalls  for  young 
stock,  and  for  other  purposes  for  which  they  are  needed.  Op- 
posite is  a  double  row  of  cow  stalls.  The  roof  is  slate.  In 
every  respect  the  barn  combines  convenience,  strength  and 
beauty,  and  the  work,  except  the  roofing,  was  done  by  the  boys, 
thirty  of  whom  learned  to  lay  brick  in  its  erection.  It  required 
for  its  construction  more  than  five  hundred  thousand  brick,  all 
of  which  were  made  here  by  the  boys. 


The  Legislature  also  generously  appropriated  $800.00  to  erect 
a  new  kitchen  fo'-  the  boys,  in  connection  with  their  dining 
room,  w^hich  was  needed  very  much,  as  the  old  one  was  too 
small,  and  was  needed  for  pantry  and  to  wash  dishes  in. 

Early  in  the  spring  we  excavated  30  feet  square,  in  the  rear 
of  the  old  kitchen,  and  with  the  appropriation  erected  a  beauti- 
ful building,  two  stories  in  hight,  out  of  brick  left  over  from 
last  year.  The  walls  of  the  old  kitchen  were  raised  to  the  same 
hight  as  the  dining  room,  and  another  cistern  was  dug,  for  use 
of  the  new  kitchen.  The  first  story  is  ten  feet  high  and  the 
second  eighteen  feet  high.  In  the  basement  are  two  large  bake 
ovens.  The  iioor  of  the  basement  is  well  cemented;  there,  all 
vegetables  and  meats  are  baked.  In  the  upper  story,  other  kinds 
of  cooking  are  done.  The  kitchen  now,  in  every  particular,  is 
first  class,  and  entirely  adequate  for  the  Institution  for  years 
to  come.  This  work  was  done  also  by  the  boys,  twelve  of  whom 
became  good  brick  layers  in  its  erection. 

We  also  report  that  with  the  $2,000.00  appropriated  b}'  the 
last  Legislature,  for  the  completion  of  the  gas  works,  that  they 
have  been  completed,  and  are  now  in  fullcomplete  running  or- 
der. The  buildings,  and  grounds  surrounding  them,  are  now 
lighted  with  gas  making  the  family  rooms  of  the  boys  cheerful,, 
and  suflacient  light  that  the  study  of  evenings  will  not  injure 
their  eyes.     The  advantage  of  good  light  can  not  be  estimated. 

In  addition  to  the  improvements  mentioned  above,  an  out- 
door water-closet  and  coal  house  were  erected  adjoining  the 
hospital,  two  new  chimneys  erected  in  the  hospital  building, 
and  two  new  grates  placed  in  the  wards. 

As  required  by  Section  12  of  the  act  governing  the  institu- 
tion, the  Board  estimates  the  cost  of  keeping  and  caring  for 
each  inmate  for  the  ensuing  year  at  $120.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  OCTOBER  31,  1885. 


To  the  Board  of  Control 


of  Indiana  Reform   School  for  Boys: 

It  has  been  nearly  six  years  since  this  same  Board,  with  a 
change  of  but  one  member,  elected  me  as  Superintendent  of 
the  State  Reform  School  for  Boys. 

In  that  time,  as  it  should  be,  many  improvements  have  been 
made.  Progress  has  marked  each  year,  until  now  the  School 
stands,  I  think,  second  in  the  number  of  inmates  in  the  country^ 
and  in  its  success  in  its  special  work  of  reforming  bad  boys  is 
second  to  none.  The  year  that  has  just  closed  has  been  one  in 
every  respect  successful. 

HEALTH. 

With  the  exception  of  the  latter  part  of  February  and  the 
month  of  March,  the  health  of  the  boys  has  been  as  good  as 
usual.  Dr.  Amos  Carter,  our  regular  physician,  has  been  very 
successful  in  his  practice  here.  During  the  year  he  has  made 
four  hundred  and  thirty  (430)  visits,  each  visit  varying  from  one 
to  three  hours.  On  each  of  his  visits  every  boy  in  the  School 
is  allowed  to  go  and  consult  the  Doctor.  He  is  a  young  man  of 
great  professional  learning,  and,  being  full  of  human  sympathy^ 
he  has  cared  for  these  boys  as  if  they  were  his  own  children. 

Dr.  Thomas  Evans,  the  consulting  physician,  has  been  called 
upon  in  all  critical  cases,  and  has  aided  materially  in  the  cAre  of 
the  sick.  Dr.  W.  N.  Wishard,  Superintendent  of  the  City 
Hospital  of  Indianapolis,  has  been  called  to  perform  some  diffi- 
cult surgical  operations  during  the  year. 

The  Hospital  is  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Mattie  S.  Givan,  the  wife 
of  the  Assistant  Superintendent.     She  is  energetic  and  sympa- 
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thetic.  Our  sick  boys  receive  as  good  medical  care  and  as  good 
nursing  as  is  usually  given  in  the  best  homes  of  our  country. 
In  this  connection  I  must  acknowledge  the  assistance  ren- 
dered by  the  trained  nurses  from  the  "Indianapolis  Training 
School  for  Furses."  Upon  two  occasions  we  were  provided 
with  nurses  from  that  school,  and  some  of  our  boys  owe  their 
lives  to  their  care  and  skillful  nursing. 

SEWERA(^E    AND    OTHER    SANITARY    MEASURES. 

Underground  sewerage,  on  a  large  scale,  has  been  secured 
during  the  year.  Hitherto  all  the  sewer  water  was  emptied  in 
either  of  the  two  ravines  running  one  along  the  north  and  the 
other  on  the  south  of  the  buildings.  The  one  on  the  north 
side  was  carried  with  great  difficulty  through  the  open  ditch  in 
front  of  the  Institution,  and  sluggishly  emptied  its  contents 
into  the  south  ravine,  near  the  barn.  Each  year  this  increased 
in  its  noxious  influence.  During  the  year,  with  your  approba- 
tion, I  purchased  1,279  feet  of  stone  sewer  pipe  two  feet  in  di- 
ameter, delivered  here  at  ninety  cents  a  foot.  Two  great  sewers 
were  laid  underground,  which  are  amply  sufficient  to  carry  all 
the  surface  and  sewer  water  to  the  White  Lick  Creek.  This 
completes  all  the  sewerage  most  needed  at  the  present  time. 
During  the  coming  year  a  sewer  should  be  laid  to  connect  with 
the  Institution  water  closets.  When  this  is  done,  the  sewerage 
system  of  this  Institution  will  be  complete.  At  present  every 
building  is  connected  with  sewers,  and  there  can  be  no  local 
cause  for  the  generation  of  any  disease. 

CLOTHING. 

With  the  closest  economy  in  the  matter  of  clothing,  yet  it  is 
a  fact  that  no  boys  are  better  clothed  than  ours ;  each  boy  has 
at  least  two  complete  suits  of  clothing.  This  consists  of  a  jeans 
coat,  jeans  vest  and  jeans  pants,  a  cap  or  hat  and  two  pairs  of  good 
shoes.  All  these,  except  caps  and  hats,  are  made  here  in  the 
tailor  shop  or  shoe  shop.  In  summer  the  boys  wear  shirts  made 
of  what  is  known  in  mercantile  circles  as  "Hamilton  stripe,*' and 
in  winter  their  shirts  are  made  of  Iron  Mountain  flannel.  In 
summer  they  wear  cotton  socks  and  in  winter  woolen,  all  made 
by  the  Connersville  Hose  Manufactory.     Overcoats  and  gloves 
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are  supplied  to  boys  who  are  most  exposed,  but  others  but  little 
exposed  wear  the  ordinary  dress  suits  hitherto  described.  Boys 
are  allowed  to  receive  overcoats,  mitts  and  scarfs  from  their 
friends,  but  are  given  rewards  with  which  they  can  and  do  pro- 
vide these  on  their  own  account. 

FOOD. 

Our  school  deservedly  has  the  reputation  of  feeding  the  boys 
as  well  as  any  other  school  in  the  country.  The  past  year 
has  witnessed  a  decided  progress  in  this  respect. 

OUR    NEW    KITCHEN 

has  greatly  increased  our  facilities  for  better  cooking,  and  in 
the  person  of  Mrs.  Jane  Hawkins  we  are  fortunate  in  having 
the  best  chief  cook  that  we  have  ever  had.  As  a  rule  we  have 
from  three  to  four  kinds  of  cooked  food  every  meal  during  the 
year.  Besides  this,  an  abundance  of  vegetables  and  fruits  from 
the  garden  and  orchards  are  served  raw. 

OUR    INDUSTRIAL    SYSTEM. 

Our  rule  has  been  to  teach  boys  farming,  gardening,  and  the 
useful  trades.  Early  in  March  we  opened  the  brick  yard  and 
made  900,000  bricks.  More  than  500,000  of  these  were  re- 
quired to  erect  the  new  brick  barn,  the  finest  in  the  State. 
Nearly  150,000  were  used  in  the  new  kitchen,  50,000  more  in 
the  walks  and  cisterns  erected.  The  remainder  are  still  in  the 
kiln  ready  for  the  enlargement  of  the  chapel  when  spring  opens, 
should  this  much  needed  improvement  be  made. 

•  OUR    SHOE    SHOP. 

During  the  past  year  every  shoe  worn  by  our  boys  was  made 
by  our  boys  in  our  shoe  shop,  without  the  aid  of  machinery. 
But  for  the  coming  year  I  recommend  that  the  bulk  of  the 
shoes  needed  be  purchased,  so  as  to  confine  the  work  of  the 
shop  to  repairing.  The  training  of  the  shoe  shop  should  be 
confined  to  repairing,  inasmuch  as  this  is  an  age  of  machinery, 
where  the  bulk  of  shoes  are  made  not  by  hand  but  by  the  aid 
of  machinery.    I  would  recommend  that  each  boy  be  taught 
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how  to  make  a  few  shoes  by  hand,  and  then  stop.  Should  boys 
select  this  trade  as  their  vocation  they  would  have  the  essential 
preparation.     Practice  alone  would  be  needed. 

OUR   SOHOOLS 

These  are  graded  as  closely  as  any  of  our  best  public  schools 
in  cities.  During  the  past  summer  the  higher  grades  of  the 
schools  were  given  a  vacation,  so  as  to  enable  the  boys  to  learn 
something  of  farming,  and  also  to  enable  others  to  acquire 
some  of  the  trades  taught  in  connection  with  the  new  buildings. 
As  soon  as  the  work  was  accomplished  the  schools  resumed, 
and  are  all  now  in  full  operation  under  competent  and  zealous 
teachers.  "We  confine  the  work  of  the  schools  to  the  common 
branches,  so  as  to  secure  advancement  in  the  branches  of  most 
value  to  the  boys.  We  still  adhere  to  the  half  day  system,  be- 
lieving it  to  be  the  best.  When  a  boy  attends  school  one-half 
of  each  day  he  finds  it  less  wearisome  than  under  any  other 
system.  Besides  the  day  schools,  where  the  hours  of  study 
correspond  with  the  hours  of  work,  we  do  considerable  school 
work  in  the  families.  United  States  History  being  omitted  in 
the  regular  school  work,  is  systematically  taught  in  each  family, 
and  the  lessons  of  the  week  are  recited  to  me  on  Saturday 
evenings,  in  the  chapel.  Besides  this  each  boy  is  provided 
with  a  Scholar's  Hand-Book  of  the  International  Sabbath 
School  Lessons.  This  is  studied  of  evenings  in  the  families, 
and  recited  in  the  Sabbath  School  to  me  on  Sabbath.

It  seems  to  be  a  weakness  in  the  character  of  some  boys,  who  at 
heart  are  not  desirous  to  do  well,  when  they  get  a  long  distance 
from  the  Reform  School,  to  imagine  that  I  will  not  hear  of  their 
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conduct,  and,  as  they  conclude,  after  doing  well  for  a  time,  to 
resume  their  former  life.  They  write  glowing  letters  and  fur- 
nish false  certificates  from  others  in  sympathy  commending 
them  for  their  excellent  conduct.  When,  to  their  surprise,  they 
receive  a  letter  of  warning  from  me,  even  then  they  flatter  them- 
selves that  I  will  go  no  further.  When  placed  under  arrest  and 
returned  they  realize  the  true  situation,  and  resolve  that  when 
they  are  turned  out  in  the  world  a  second  time  they  will  do 
better.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  this  class  of  boys  usually  keep 
their  good  resolutions,  and  it  is  seldom  that  I  am  compelled  to 
return  a  boy  a  second  time. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline  of  the  school  is  good,  neither  too  lax  nor  too 
rigid.  The  boys  are  obedient,  respectful  and  polite,  and  yet 
retain  their  individuality  and  a  proper  degree  of  liberty. 

PUNISHMENTS. 

• 

The  system  adopted  requiring  permits  to  be  granted  before* 
corporal  punishment  can  be  administered  works  well.  It  is  a 
wholesome  check  on  some  officers  who,  from  inexperience  or 
defective  managing  abilities,  might  punish  unduly.  It  requires 
the  officer  who  asks  for  a  permit  to  study  the  case  and,  first  of 
all,  to  determine  whether  the  boy  is  guilty  or  not,  then  to  use 
his  judgment  as  to  the  amount  of  punishment  needed  to  pre- 
vent the  repetition  of  the  offense  and  to  reform  the  boy.  Then 
the  conclusion  of  the  officer  is  subjected  to  the  investigation  of 
the  Superintendent,  who  may  reduce  or  refuse  it,  as  he  may 
deem  proper.  I  would  never  return  to  the  old  system,  where 
the  power  rested  in  one  man.  Below  I  give  the  form  of  this 
permit:

In  addition  to  the  space  allowed  for  statement  of  the  offense 
the  back  of  the  coupon  on  which  the  application  is  made  is  to 
be  used  in  fully  stating  all  the  circumstances.  The  boy  has  the 
privilege  to  appear  before  the  Superintendent  along  with  the 
application  and  present  his  side  of  the  affair.  In  controlling 
these  matters  I  have  tried  to  keep  in  constant  view  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  boy,  and  to  let  mercy  temper  justice.  I  believe 
that  there  have  been  but  very  few  improper  punishments  and 
in  those  cases  I  discharged  the  officers  who  inflicted  them.  We 
require  a  respectful  obedience  on  the  part  of  all  boys,  that  they 
abstain  from  their  previously  formed  vicious  habits,  and  that 
they  form  such  habits  that  will  insure  to  them  success  and  hap- 
piness when  they  are  released  from  our  watch-care. 

A  boy's  record. 

By  a  system  of  promotions  and  demotions  a  boy's  stay  is 
lengthened  or  shortened  accordingly  as  he  deports  himself.  It 
is  something  on  the  same  plan  as  our  prisons  are  adopting  un- 
der the  name  of  "Good  Time"  record.  The  prisons  obtained 
this  from  the  reform  schools,  and  in  the  near  future  they  will 
be  compelled  to  adopt  many  more  of  the  features  of  reform 
schools.  When  a  boy  enters  the  Reform  School  he  is  given 
a  standing  which  we  call  here  his  "badge."  This  is  represented 
by  a  number  which  indicates  the  number  of  months  he  has  to 
stav  in  the  institution  by  a  moderately  good  course  of  conduct. 
Extra  good  conduct  hastens  his  release,  while  bad  conduct 
postpones  it.  Each  month  all  the  misdeeds,  small  and  great, 
of  each  boy  are  brought  before  the  Superintendent,  and  after 
determining  the  weight  they  should  have  on  his  record  for  the 
month,  the  officer  in  charge  is  required  to  explain  orally  all  he 
knows  about  the  bov.     Other  officers  are  then  called  to  give 
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i;heir  observations,  and  finally,  aided  by  all  these,  the  Superin- 
tendent fixes  the  boy's  record,  or  "  badge,"  for  the  month. 
This  requires  much  labor,  but  it  is  like  milestones  along  a  road. 
The  boy  can  see  how  his  course  is  tending. 

MORAL    AND    RELIGIOUS    WORK. 

^While  we  do  not  teach  creeds,  yet  we  aim  to  teach  those 
great  fundamental  principles  which  underlie  a  good  life. 

Oar  chaplain,  John  G.  Blake,  now  in  the  middle  of  his  sixth 
year  of  service  here,  grows  year  by  year  more  efficient  in  his 
work.  Admirably  adapted  by  education  and  experience  for  deal- 
ing with  boys,  he  adds  to  this  fitness  a  zeal  which  enables  him 
to  greatly  influence  each  boy's  life  here  for  good.  His  sermons 
and  talks  are  strong,  and  his  personal  work  among  the  boys  is 
of  the  most  effective  kind.  Every  boy  knows  that  in  him  he 
has  a  true  friend  and  helper. 

CATHOLIC    BOYS. 

The  quarterly  visits  of  Rev.  August  Bessonies,  to  the  Catho- 
lic boys,  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  aids  in  our  work.  Gratui- 
tous, as  his  work  has  been  so  far  as  the  State  is  concerned,  it 
has  done  great  good.  He  holds  two  meetings  with  the  Catholic 
boys  during  each  visit  and  a  marked  change  for  the  better  is 
seen  as  a  result  of  his  teachings.  I  trust  that  life  may  be  spared 
this  distinguished  prelate,  so  that  he  may  continue  this  good 
ivork  for  years  to  come. 

OBJECT    OF    OUR    SCHOOL. 

Our  school  was  not  founded  for  the  purpose  of  making  it  a 
^'work-house,"  where  task  masters  should  drive  gangs  of  boys 
to  and  from  hateful  work.  It  was  not  founded  for  the  purpose 
of  working  small  and  growing  boys  all  day,  without  schooling, 
to  clear  money  to  put  into  the  Treasury,  regardless  of  the  moral 
and  intellectual  culture  of  the  boys.  It  was  not  founded  to 
furnish,  as  many  seem  to  think,  an  asylum  for  broken-down 
hacks  and  ward  politicians  who  lack  the  energy  and  character 
to  make  an  honest  living  at  home,  but  it  Avas  founded  to  rescue 
boys  beginning  lives  of  crime  from  its  terrible  consequences, 
and  to  make  out  of  them  good  citizens.  No  employe  that 
sneers  at  religion  or  moralit}^,  or  whose  character  is  not  a  proper 
2— H.  OF  R. 
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model  for  the  imitation  of  the  boys,  should  be  allowed  to  remain 
here  for  a  day.  I  have  had  on  several  occasions  to  discharge 
persons  who  were  here  on  trial,  because  they  proved  unfit  for 
the  work;  and  I  thank  you  for  your  support  at  such  times. 

OVERSIGHT    O'F    RELEASED    BOYS. 

This  Institution  does  not  have  a  Visiting  Agent,  whose  duty 
it  would  be  to  watch  over  the  boys  out  on  tickets-of-leave. 
Such  an  officer  should  be  connected  with  every  large  Reform 
School.  But  in  the  absence  of  such  an  aid,  I  have  given  special 
attention  to  the  1,700  boys  now  "doing  for  themselves"  out  in 
the  world.  When  I  find  a  boy  is  going  downward  I  first  write 
him  letters  of  advice  and  warning.  If  these  do  not  check  his 
course,  I  order  his  return  by  some  ofiicer  at  his  home  or  I  send 
one  of  our  officers  after  him.  During  the  past  year  I  have  re- 
turned fifty-four  boys  for  doing  badly.

Unlike  some  of  the  State  institutions,  one  half  of  the  ex- 
penses of  this  is  paid  by  the  counties  sending  boys  here  ;  the 
amount  paid,  or  yet  to  be  paid,  by  counties  for  boys  during  the 
past  year  is  as  follows  :

It  will  be  seen  that  this  was  $71.60  more  than  one  half  the 
entire  appropriation,  but  as  the  special  appropriation  for  barn. 
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gas  works  and  kitchen  indirectly  aided  somewhat  iu  the  yearly 
expenditures,  the  estimated  pro  rata  of  $120  for  each  inmate  is 
a  correct  estimate,  and  I  recommend  that  it  be  continued.  It 
will  be  seen  that  the  entire  cost  for  maintenance  to  the  State 
treasury  for  the  year  was  but  |24,928.40.

REPORT  OF  PHYSICIAN. 


Plainfield,  Ind.j  Oct.  31,  1885. 
To  Superintendent   T.  J.  Charlton  : 

Dear  Sir — Our  hospital  record  for  the  past  year  has  been  a 
remarkable  one.     We  have  had  the  following  deaths: 

Lyman  McCoUey  died  Jan.  23,  traumatic  tetanus  (lock-jaw). 

John  Stiles  died  March  21,  congestion  of  lungs. 

Tobe  Waldron  died  March  26,  purulent  pleuritis. 

Frank  Schneidwald  died  April  2,  pneumonia. 

Peter  A.  Baker  died  July  4,  consumption. 

Considering  the  fact  that  we  have  had  fifteeji  cases  of  typhoid 
fever,  twenty-five  cases  of  pneumonia,  four  cases  of  scarlatina 
and  twelve  cases  of  pleuritis,  we  think  our  record  a  creditable 
one. 

Lyman  McCoUey  stepped  on  a  rusty  nail,  which  penetrated 
his  shoe  and  made  a  slight  wound  on  the  foot.  So  slight  was 
it  that  he  paid  no  attention  to  it  until  he  was  attacked  with 
lock-jaw.  John  Stiles  had  congestion  of  the  lungs,  and  lived 
but  an  hour  and  a  half  after  attacked.  So  successfully  did  we 
isolate  and  quarantine  our  scarlatina  cases  that  only  four  had  it. 
Our  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  not  been  of  a  malignant  char- 
acter, and  but  two  of  them  assumed  great  gravity.  One  of 
these  had  hemorrhage  in  the  second  week,  and  the  other  a  re- 
lapse. 

I  have  appreciated  very  highly  the  kind  counsel  of  Drs. 
Helms,  Wishard  and  our  regular  consulting  physician,  T.  E. 
Evans.  I  can  reiterate  the  causes  which  tend  to  general  good 
health  in  last  year's  report. 

I  desire  to  tender  my  thanks  to  yourself  and  Honorable  Board 
of  Control  for  the  bounteous  provision  for  our  sick  boys  and 
the  valuable  additions  to  our  hospital  building.

DIRECTORS'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  Isaac  P.  Gray, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana  : 

lu  accordance  with  the  statute  that  requires  that  the  Di- 
rectors "  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  December,  submit  to 
the  Governor  a  report  of  the  progress  and  condition  of  the 
Prison,  together  with  suggestions  as  to  improvements  which  to 
them  ma}^  appear  necessary,"  we  make  the  following  report: 

During  the  year  we  have  held  monthly  meetings,  at  which 
we  have  gone  through  the  Prison,  passing  every  convict,  and 
giving  every  one  an  opportunity  to  complain  of  the  treatment 
received  from  the  Prison  ofhcers  or  contractors.  At  each 
meeting  a  session  has  been  held  at  which  convicts  who  desire 
to  have  a  hearing  were  permitted  to  make  formal  complaints. 
All  such  complaints  have  been  investigated,  and  cases  that 
seemed  to  call  for  action  of  the  Board,  either  by  orders  against 
or  advice  to  the  Warden,  were  disposed  of  as  in  our  judgment 
each  of  the  several  cases  required. 

We  may  say  here  that  the  AVarden  has  at  all  times  shown  the 
ready  disposition  to  follow  the  advice  and  orders  of  the  Di- 
rectors, whether  they  related  to  discipline,  food,  clothing,  care 
and  treatment  of  the  sick  or  weakly  convicts,  or  to  matters  of 
assignment  to  labor. 

The  convicts  have  been  comfortably  clad,  abundantly  fed  on 
plain,  wholesome  food,  made  reasonably  comfortable  in  their 
sleeping  apartments,  and  well  cared  for  when  sick. 

The  conduct  of  the  convicts  has  been,  in  the  general,  very 
good.  There  have  been  individual  cases  in  which  special  pun- 
ishments were  inflicted  to  reduce  the  obstinate  to  compliance 
with  the  Prison  laws,  rules  and  regulations. 

For  more  than  two  years  the  cat  or  whip  has  not  been  used 
here  as  a  means  of  punishing  refractory  convicts.     Lighter  and 


less  revolting  mellioJs  of  punishment  have  been  fo^nd  to  be  no 
less  eifective  in  the  maintenance  of  discipline.  We  find  that 
the  forfeiture  of  "good  time,"  and  the  deprivation  of  privileges, 
such  as  to  write  to  or  see  friends,  have  and  use  tobacco,  has 
been  sufficient,  in  a  very  great  majority  of  cases,  to  secure  ready  ■ 
compliance  to  prison  rules. 

After  duly  advertising,  we  leased  35  convicts  to  be  employed 
in  the  manufacture  of  brooms,  for  one  year  from  October  12, 
1885,  with  the  privilege  of  five  years,  at  31  cents  per  man  per 
day  for  18,  and  60  cents  per  man  for  17.  The  former  are  a  low 
class  of  labor,  not  able-bodied,  and  unavailable  for  other  ordi- 
nary contract  work.  By  this  contract  the  earnings  of  the  prison 
will  be  increased  during  the  present  fiscal  year. 

As  to  improvements,  we  would  say  that  as  there  will  be  no 
session  of  the  General  Assembly  until  after  our  next  annual 
report,  we  reserve  recommendations  in  that  regard,  to  present 
all  at  that  time. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings  was  such  that  the  account  for 
ordinary  repairs  has  been  large  during  the  year,  exceeding  that 
of  the  former  year  by  $3,681.69,  while  the  aggregate  cost  of 
management  only  exceeded  that  of  the  former  year  $664,93. 

In  concluding  this  report  we  desire  to  acknowledge  our  obli- 
gations to  Captain  A.  J.  Howard,  Warden,  for  his  uniform 
kindness  and  valuable  services  to  this  Board,  and  for  the  effi- 
cient administration  of  his  office,  and  to  his  assistants  for  the 
painstaking  manner  in  which  they  have  conducted  each  of 
their  departments.  We  also  desire  to  recognize  the  valuable 
services  of  Captain  M.  I.  Huette,  as  Clerk,  whose  resignation 
was  received  October  1,  since  which  time  Mr.  C.  A.  Ballou  has 
been  acting  Clerk,  and  is  very  justly  entitled  to  our  recognition 
for  the  able  manner  in  which  he  has  performed  the  duties.

WARDEN'S  EEPORT. 


Indiana  State  Prison  South,         1 
Warden's  Office,  December  1,  1885.  J 
To  the  Directors: 

I  herewith  submit  the  Financial  Statements  and  Statistical 
Tables  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1885. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  convicts  in  prison  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  was  580,  while  at  the  close  it  was  596. 
The  daily  average  number  in  the  prison  was  572.  For  the  pre- 
ceding year  the  daily  average  was  570. 

From  table  IN  umber  11  it  may  be  ascertained  that  of  the 
whole  number  received  from  the  organization  of  the  prison  in 
1822,  5  per  cent  died,  while  during  the  past  year  the  death 
rate  has  been  1.4  per  cent.  Fourteen  per  cent,  of  all  the  con- 
victs, from  the  beginning,  were  pardoned,  while  li  per  cent, 
were  pardoned  in  1885. 

Of  the  596  in  prison  at  the  close  of  the  year,  284  were  born 
in  Indiana;  92  in  Kentucky;  56  in  Ohio:  124  in  other  States, 
and  40  in  foreign  countries. 

At  the  time  of  conviction  74  per  cent,  were  thirty  years  of 
age  and  under;  71  per  cent,  could  read  and  write;  10  per  cent, 
could  read  only,  and  19  per  cent,  could  neither  read  nor  write; 
56  per  cent,  were  single;  38  per  cent,  were  married,  and  6  per. 
cent,  were  widowers.  At  the  time  of  conviction  47  per  cent, 
admitted  that  they  had  been  intemperate.  Fifty-one  were 
sentenced  for  life.  The  average  period  below  lite  was  3  years 
and  4  months.  One  hundred  and  eleven  were  convicted  of 
murder  in  the  several  degrees;  27  of  manslaughter;  30  of 
assault  and  battery  with  intent  to  committ  murder;  12  of  as- 
sault and  battery  with  intent  to  rape;  13  of  rape — aggregating 
82.     Of  these,  25  were  twenty  years  of  age  and  under,  and  38 


were  twenty-five  years  of  age  and  over  twenty ;  (fr  it  may  be 
said  40  per  cent,  of  the  convicts  sentenced  for  the  offenses 
above  mentioned  were  twenty -five  years  of  age  and  under.

PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


Indiana  State  Prison  South, 

Jeffersonville,  October  31,  1885 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Directors: 

Gentlemen — Pursuant  to  law  and  established  custom  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  following  report  of  the  medi- 
cal department  of  this  institution  for  the  year  ending  October 
31,1885: 

Owing  to  the  limited  time  I  have  •been  connected  with  the 
prison  in  the  capacity  of  physician  and  surgeon  previous  to 
the  date  of  this  report,  my  report  must  necessarily  be  confined 
to  the  state  of  facts  exhibited  by  the  prison  records,  as  it  would 
be  unwarranted  presumption  on  my  part  to  make  suggestions 
or  advance  theories  not  heretofore  made  or  advanced  by  my 
w^orthy  predecessors,  who  have  had  the  benefi.t  of  years  of  ex- 
perience in  the  position  and  ever}^  opportunit}^  for  making  ob- 
servations and  forming  conclusions  therefrom. 

I  would  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  report  of  Dr.  W.  F. 
Sherrod  for  the  3'ear  ending  October  31,  1884,  and  say  in  con- 
nection therewith  that  the  state  of  affairs  there  set  forth  largely 
obtains  at  the  present  time,  and  that  I  heartily  indorse  and 
commend  to  your  attention  the  suggestions  and  recommenda- 
tions therein  contained. 

During  the  present  year  Dr.  W.  F.  Sherrod,  who  has  been 
in  control  of  this  department  since  1875,  was  found  to  be  in 
failing  health.  Consequent  upon  physical  debility  and  advanc- 
ing age  he  became  so  prostrated  that  he  was  unable  to  dis- 
charge the  onerous  duties  devolving  upon  him  by  virtue  of  his 
position,  and  his  relinquishment  from  this  dut}'  became  neces- 
sary. His  efficient  management  of  this  department,  and  the 
wise  suggestions  for  improvement  made  b}^  him  from  time  to 
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time,  ure  so  plainly  attested  and  so  clearly  set  forth  in  his  an- 
nual reports  submitted  to  you  heretofore  that  no  words  of 
mine  are  needed  in  corroboration  or  conformation  thereof. 

Dr.  J.  D.  McClure,  formerly  hospital  steward,  and  a  physi- 
cian of  acknowledged  worth  and  ability,  was  chosen  to  succeed 
him.  He  had  hardly  begun  the  administration  of  his  official 
duties  when  death  came  and  terminated  his  career.  He  served 
as  physician  to  the  prison  from  the  1st  day  of  July,  1885,  to 
the  first  day  of  October,  1885. 

At  a  meeting  of  your  honorable  board  I  was  chosen  to  suc- 
ceed him,  and  have  served  in  my  present  capacity  from  that 
time  up  to  the  filing  of  this  report. 

The  prison  records  show  that  the  following  inmates  have 
died  during  the  year  from  the  diseases  specified  : 

Dodds,  JSTovember  8,  1884,  fracture  of  the  skull. 
Thomas,  January  10,  1885,  typhoid  fever. 
Bush,  January  27,  1885,  typhoid  fever. 
Petway,  Marcli  7,  1885,  congestion  of  the  lungs. 
Geiser,  April  28,  1885,  Bright's  disease. 
Unzeiger,  June  7,  1885,  gastritis. 
Kelly,  July  26,  1885,  consumption. 

As  the  above  report  indicates,  the  mortality  for  the  year  has 
been  unusually  low. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  permit  me  to  return  ray  thanks  for 
the  honor  conferred  upon  me  by  my  election  to  the  place  of 
Prison  Physician,  and  for  the  uniform  treatment  I  have  received 
from  your  hands. 

-Deeply  conscious  of  the  responsibility  resting  upon  me,  I 
will  endeavor  to  discharge  my  duty  faithfully  according  to  my 
ability,  and  will  endeavor  as  best  I  can  to  ameliorate  th-e  con- 
dition of  the  unfortunate  ones  entrusted  to  my  care.

MORAL  INSTRUCTOR'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Directors : 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  the  demands  of  the  laws 
of  our  State,  I  submit  to  you  my  third  annual  report  as  Moral 
Instructor  of  this  institution.  I  am  fully  persuaded  that  my 
efforts  in  this  work  of  reformation  have  not  returned  to  me  at 
the  close  of  the  year  wholly  devoid  of  good  results.  During 
the  year  many  have  confessed  conversion,  and  the  wholesome 
example  they  have  given  the  remainder  of  the  prisoners  leads 
me  to  believe  that  the  reformation  is  based  upon  honest  and 
sincere  motives.  It  is  no  unusual  thing  to  hear  twenty  or  thirty 
of  those  who  thus  profess  give  clear  and  open  confession  of  the 
sins  which  led  them  to  a  convict's  life,  and  as  clear  resolves  for 
a  nobler  life  in  the  future,  in  the  hour  frequently  given  to  this 
kind  of  service.  Many  of  the  prisoners  will  voluntarily  lead 
the  exercises  in  prayer,  and  seldom  fail  to  convince  those  who 
hear  that  their  petitions  are  the  outflowing  of  an  honest  but 
broken  heart.  This  is  reasonably  true,  as  many  are  here  who 
are  unskilled  in  the  arts  of  crime,  and  whose  offenses  are  so 
trivial  as  to  render  such  punishment  and  disgrace  a  burning 
shame,  and  to  suggest  some  remedy  to  the  lawmakers  of  our 
State  for  the  punishment  of  this  minor  class. of  offenses.  There 
are  boys  in  this  prison,  serving  twelve  and  twenty-four  months' 
sentences,  for  pilfering  sums  of  less  than  two  dollars  in  value, 
this  often  constituting  the  highest  crime  of  which  they  were 
ever  guilty.  Milder  punishment,  and  entailing  less  disgrace 
than  an  ex-convict  is  compelled  to  confess,  would,  I  am  sure, 
be  productive  of  more  genuine  reform.  The  conduct  record 
of  the  prison  for  the  past  year  is  a  source  of  gratification  to 
me.  The  number  of  violations  of  prison  laws  for  the  past 
year  is  indeed  small  compared  with   the  record  of  past  years. 
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These  violations  are  committed  by  the  few,  while  the  larger 
portion  have  not  forfeited  any  of  the  favors  for  complete  be- 
havior. 

THE    PRISON    SUNDAY    SCHOOL. 


The  prison  Sunday  school  has  been  better  attended  than  ever 
before.  The  general  average  for  the  year  is  402 — a  wholesome 
increase  over  any  previous  year  of  the  prison's  history.  Each 
prisoner  is  furnished  with  a  Berean  Lesson  Leaf.  The  same 
efficient  corps  of  teachers  who  assisted  me  a  year  ago  are  still 
active  and  energetic  in  their  labors  for  the  good  of  the  school, 
and  the  instruction  of  the  prisoners  in  hol}^  things.  Their  la- 
bors are  performed  by  much  sacrifice,  and  may  their  reward  be 
full  of  joy. 

PRISON    LIBRARY. 

Last  year  our  library  contained  two  thousand  volumes  of 
reading  matter.  During  the  year  just  closed  I  have  added  four 
hundred  and  twenty-five  volumes  to  that  number,  which,  with 
about  seventy-five  volumes  contributed  by  friends,  makes  the 
total  number  of  volumes  now  about  twenty-five  hundred.  This 
comprises  works  of  theology,  law,  medicine,  history,  and  the 
better  class  of  fiction.  I  have,  also,  during  the  year,  purchased 
one  hundred  Bibles  and  fifty  Catholic  prayer-books,  which  en- 
ables me  to  furnish  each  prisoner  with  a  Bible  or  prayer-book 
as  he  may  choose.  Believing  all  men  should  be  allowed  to 
worship  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  his  own  regenerated 
conscience,  no  sectarian  proscription  is  tolerated,  our  Chapel 
being  open  to  the  worship  of  God  by  all  denominations  who 
are  striving  for  the  salvation  of  men;  and  we  try  to  furnish 
each  man  with  that  class  of  religious  literature  most  acceptable 
to  his  religious  faith.  Our  library  at  present  will  compare  very 
favorably  with  the  best  prison  libraries  I  have  ever  seen.  Our' 
books  are  kept  covered  with  heavy,  clean  paper,  and  are  dis- 
tributed by  my  Librarian,  G.  W.  Martin,  who,  because  of  his 
faithful  performance  of  duty,  has  held  the  position  for  eight 
years.  Each  man  may  have  a  change  of  books  every  two  weeks, 
and  no  one  is  allowed  to  keep  the  same  book  for  a  longer  pe- 
riod than  one  month.  I  have  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  val- 
uable contributions  to  the  library  by  the  Hon.  Jonas  Howard, 
M.  C,  and  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Beaman,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio.     Any 
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contribution  to  the  library  is  gratefully  received  and  duly  noted. 
I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a  growing  disposition  upon  the 
part  of  the  prisoners  for  good  literature.  I  regard  it  a  hopeful 
indication,  as  the  filling  of  the  mind  with  the  thoughts  of  great 
and  good  men  will  arouse  nobler  emotions,  and  prove  a  power- 
ful environment  against  vice. 

DEATHS. 

Only  seven  deaths  have  occurred  in  the  prison  during  this 
fiscal  year.  Five  of  these.  I  interred  in  our  prison  cemetery 
with  appropriate  religious  ceremonies,  and  the  other  two  I 
shipped  to  their  friends,  that  their  ashes  at  least  might  lie  in 
peace  with  those  of  their  friends.  Our  cemetery  has  been  en- 
closed by  a  substantial  fence  during  the  year,  and  a  painted 
slab  marks  'Ihe  resting  place  of  the  dead^  with  the  full  name 
inscribed  upon  it.  Our  prison  physician,  Dr.  T.  A.  Graham, 
and  our  hospital  steward.  Dr.  Jno,  C.  McFadden,  are  kind  and 
attentive  to  the  sick,  and  have  rendered  me  many  favors  in 
my  work  with  this  class. 

CONCLUSION. 

This  has  been  the  most  pleasant  year  of  my  connection  with 
the  institution.  I  believe  I  have  the  good  will  of  every  pris- 
oner, and  this  reflection  is  one  of  the  most  cheering  features  of 
my  work.  I  am  fully  persuaded  to  the  theory  that  it  is  better  to 
rule  by  love  than  by  fear.  My  association  with  the  officers  and 
guards  has  been  pleasant  throughout.  The  Deputy  Warden, 
Capt.  Jno.  Craig,  who  has  charge  of  the  chapel  during  services, 
has  my  thanks  for  his  courtesy  to  myself  and  those  who  have 
assisted  me  from  time  to  time.  The  Warden  has  been  very 
kind  in  rendering  me  every  service  in  his  power,  and  granting 
me  the  greatest  possible  liberty  for  the  teaching  and  moral 
training  of  the  men.  Capt.  D.  M.  Allen  and  Clerk  C.  A. 
Ballou  have  my  thanks  for  many  kindnesses  rendered,  and  I 
thank  you,  gentlemen,  for  many  favors  rendered,  and  will  ever 
endeavor  to  do  the  greatest  possible  amount  of  good  in  the 
sphere  in  which  you  have  assigned  me.

DIRECTORS'  REPORT. 


Indiana  State  Prison  North, 
Michigan  City,  December  22,  1885. 

To  His  Excellency,  Isaac  P.  Gray, 

Governor  of  India fia  : 

"We  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  favorable  consideration 
our  annual  report  of  the  condition  and  management  of  the 
State  Prison  North,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31, 1885, 
together  with  the  reports  of  the  Warden,  Clerk,  Physician  and 
Moral  Instructor,  which  severally  are  herewith  respectfully  sub- 
mitted for  more  detailed  and  specific  information. 

We  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  report,  that  during  the  year  the 
prison  has  been  self-sustaining,  including  in  the  expenditures 
necessary  repairs  and  improvements. 

The  receipts  and  earnings  for  the  year  have  been...  $103,221  67 
The  expenditures,  including   officers'  salaries,  to- 
gether  with    expenditures   for   repairs,   have 
been 99,662  52 


Leaving  a  balance  of $3,559  15 

Owing  to  expiration  of  contracts  at  a  time  of  great  financial 
depression  and  a  consequent  failure  to  secure  a  prompt  renewal 
of  contracts,  we  were  compelled  to  carry  140  men,  unemployed, 
during  the  months  of  February,  March,  April  and  May,  and  on 
account  of  the  further  reason  of  the  employment  of  fifty  men 
during  June,  July,  August  and  September,  in  erecting  new 
buildings  for  the  State,  as  herein  set  forth,  our  cash  receipts 
have  not  been  so  large  by  several  thousand  dollars  as  under 
I  ordinary  conditions  they  would  have  been. 

For  a  full  and  complete  itemized  statement  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures,  as  also  the  number  of  prisoners  received  and 


discharged  during  the  year,  the  number  committed  from  each 
county  of  the  State,  in  what  State  born,  the  nationalities  of 
convicts,  the  cost  of  feeding  and  clothing  each  convict  per  day 
(in  separate  items),  and  for  a  general  fund  of  information,  de- 
tailed and  general,  with  reference  to  the  practical  workings  of 
the  prison,  reference  is  made  to  the  very  full  and  comprehen- 
sive report  of  the  Warden. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  expenditure  of  ^99,662.52,  above 
set  forth,  we  have  expended  for  permanent  improvements  and 
increase  of  library — the  entire  sum  being  from  the  earnings  of 
the  prison — the  further  sum  of  $26,657.25. 

For  a  full  and  complete  itemized  statement  of  this  expendi- 
ture, the  various  items  thereof,  as  also  for  the  most  minute  de- 
tails incident  thereto,  reference  is  made  to  the  very  full  and 
comprehensive  special  report  of  the  Warden  to  the  Board,  in 
relation  thereto.  The  entire  work  of  construction  was  done 
under  the  immediate  personal  supervision  of  the  Warden,  by 
appointment  and  direction  of  the  Board,  and  the  Board  being 
advised  to  most  minute  details,  accepted  and  approved  said  re- 
port, and  hereby  adopts  the  same  as  the  act  of  the  Board  in  the 
premises.

Messrs.  John  C.  Shoemaker,  Henry  Manning  and  George  Major, 
Directors : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  this,  my  report  of  the  completion 
of  the  buildings  authorized  to  be  erected  by  the  last  Legisla- 
ture, and  by  your  order  under  my  supervision,  to-wit.:  A  bath, 
wash  and  dry-house,  a  store-room  for  fuel,  and  a  hospital  for 
insane  and  refractory  prisoners;  also  the  purchasing  of  bath 
tubs  and  washing  machinery,  and  of  two  boilers  and  heating 
machinery,  and  of  the  repairing  and  overhauling  of  the  old 
heating  apparatus,  and  of  the  purchase  of  a  library  for  the  use 
of  prisoners.  For  all  of  which  the  sum  of  $20,000  was  appro- 
priated by  the  last  General  Assembly.  Of  which  I  have  ex- 
pended as  follows : 


For  the  bath  and  dry-house,  the  sum  of  $3,625,  ouf  of  $8,- 
000  appropriated;  for  the  bath  tubs  and  washing  machinery, 
$866.12,  out  of  the  $2,000  appropriated  ;  for  the  construction  of 
hospital  for  insane  and  refractory  prisoners,  the  sum  of  $3,- 
676.08,  out  of  $4,000  appropriated ;  for  the  purchase  of  two 
boilers  and  heating  machinery,  and  of  overhauling  and  repair- 
ing the  old  heating  apparatus,  and  construction  of  a  store- 
room for  fuel,  the  sum  of  $4,673.61,  out  of  $5,000  appropriated; 
for  the  purchase  of  a  library  for  the  use  of  the  prisoners,  the 
sum  of  $1,000  appropriated,  making  the  total  amount  expended 
by  me  $13,840.81,  leaving  a  balance  of  amount  appropriated 
unexpended  of  $6,159.19.  I  have  also  completed  the  building, 
by  your  order,  of  a  smoke-stack,  116  feet  high,  of  sufficient  ca- 
pacity for  the  three  boilers  now  being  used.  Also  the  com- 
pletion of  the  three-story  brick  building,  142  feet  long  by  60 
feet  wide,  and  a  boiler  house  20  feet  by  30  feet,  erected  by  your 
order  for  the  present  use  of  the  Amazon  Hosiery  Co.,  and  of 
the  completion  of  a  two-story  brick  dry  kiln,  40  feet  by  60  feet, 
and  of  a  new  engine  house  for  present  use,  by  Messrs.  Ford, 
Johnson  &  Co.,  contractors;  also  the  erection  of  a  dry  kiln  for 
Messrs.  J.  R.  &  J.  Winterbotham,  contractors.  The  cost  of 
erecting  said  smoke  stack  was  $1,075;  the  cost  of  erecting 
building  occupied  by  the  Amazon  Hosiery  Company,  $8,250  ; 
the  cost  of  building  dry  kiln  and  engine  house  occupied  by 
Ford,  Johnson  &  Co.,  $2,500  ;  the  cost  of  erecting  dry  kiln  for 
J.  R.  &  J.  Winterbotham,  was  $991.44,  making  an  aggregate  of 
expenditures  for  all  said  improvements  the  sum  of  $26,657.25. 
Of  said  amount  I  have  paid  $24,266.05,  being  amount  on  hand 
as  shown  by  my  report,  November  1, 1885,  the  diiference  being 
$2,391.20,  which  amount  I  have  paid  from  moneys  advanced  to 
me  by  the  Amazon  Hosiery  Company  on  prison  labor. 

•For  all  said  amounts  expended,  I  now  present  to  you  vouch- 
ers and  bills  receipted  for  your  examination  and  approval. 

You  will  see  by  the  above  I  have  expended  the  sum  of  $24,- 
266.05,  said  amount  being  the  surplus  receipts  and  earnings  of 
the  prison  over  expenditures  for  the  maintenance  of  prisoners, 
including  officers  and  guards,  salaries  and  all  other  expenses  con- 
nected with  the  management  of  the  prison. 


Permit  me  here  to  return  my  thanks  to  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude  for 
his  wise  and  judicious  selection  of  1,470  volumes  of  the  choicest 
and  best-adapted  reading  matter  for  the  use  of  the.  prisoners, 
which  were  purchased  at  exceedingly  low  figures.

To  provide  against  a  recurrence  of  the  moral  evil  and  the 
financial  loss  experienced  during  the  year  through  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  convicts  being  unemployed,  the  Board  deemed  it 
for  the  best  interest  of  the  State  to  provide  an  additional  in- 
dustry, which  has  been  done  by  the  erection  of  a  new  three- 
story  brick  factory  building.  The  erection  of  this  building 
gives  an  increase  of  capacity  for  employment  of  convicts  greater 
than  is  likely  to  be  required  for  several  years  to  come,  and  is 
now  occupied  and  successfully  operated  by  the  Amazon  Hosiery 
Company. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  abnormally  rapid  increase  of 
prisoners  during  last  year  has  about  ceased,  the  increase  being 
for  the  present  year  from  689  to  703,  an  increase  of  only  14, 
against  an  increase  from  566  to  687  for  1884,  an  increase  of  123. 

The  convicts  are  all  employed  at  remunerative  rates.  For 
full  and  complete  details  in  relation  thereto  reference  is  made 
to  the  report  of  the  Warden. 

Contractors  promptly  meet  the  requirements  of  their  several 
agreements,  and  all  seem  satisfied  with  the  discipline  of  the 
prison  and  the  amount  of  labor  performed  by  the  convicts. 

The  health  of  the  convicts  during  the  year  has  been  good. 
For  full  information  pertaining  thereto,  we  refer  to  the  report 
of  the  Prison  Physician. 

We  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  recommendations 
which  we  had  the  honor-  to  suggest  in  our  last  annual  report 
with  reference  to  the  need  of  proper  facilities  for  bathing  have 
been  amply  provided.  The  Board  has  caused  to  be  constructed 
a  bath-house,  containing  adequate  and  suitable  facilities  for 
bathing  all  convicts ;  and  also,  connected  therewith,  as  a  part 
of  the  same  building,  a  wash  and  dry-house  for  laundry  pur- 
poses— the  whole  based  upon  approved  and  well-tested  plans  in 
relation  thereto. 
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It  is  also  a  source  of  additional  gratification  that  our  repeated 
recommendations  and  appeals  for  better  provision  for  the  treat- 
ment of  insane  prisoners  have  been  followed  by  greatly  im- 
proved facilities  for  caring  for  this  class  of  persons. 

Responding  to  the  act  of  the  Legislature  making  appropria- 
tions for  this  purpose,  we  have  caused  to  be  erected  separate  and 
apart  from  the  main  prison  buildings,  a  suitable  building  con- 
taining apartments,  prejjared  esyecially  for  this  class  of  prisoners, 
the  entire  structure  and  its  appointments  being  as  well  adapted 
for  the  retention,  medical  aid,  and  general  treatment  of  this 
class  of  unfortunates  as  existing  conditions  would  admit. 

The  liberal  addition  of  about  fifteen  hundred  (1,500)  volumes 
to  the  prison  library,  as  also  the  improved  methods  of  handling 
the  same,  with  reference  to  prompt,  judicious  distribution  of 
the  books  to  the  convicts,  is  a  matter  of  special  pleasure  and 
congratulation  to  the  Board. 

Our  thanks  are  specially  due  to  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude  for  his  val- 
uable services  in  connection  with  the  selection  and  purchase  of 
the  books  for  the  library,  and  for  his  general  services  in  con- 
nection therewith.  There  is  no  room  for  doubt  as  to  the  large 
measure  of  good  resulting  from  an  adequate  volume  of  good 
reading  for  the  use  of  prisoners.  We  would,  therefore,  earnestly 
urge  added  interest  in  the  good  work  of  building  up  and  main- 
taining, unimpaired,  an  adequate  librarj^  for  the  use  of  the 
prisoners.  We  beg  leave  to  repeat  our  suggestion  of  last  year, 
that  reading  matter  is  the  prisoner's  companion,  and  if  provided 
therewith,  in  addition  to  the  permanent  benefit  which  prisoners 
derive  therefrom,  it  proves  a  strong  moral-  force  in  aid  of  disci- 
pline, by  keeping  the  mind  healthfully  employed  during  the 
very  time  of  the  prisoner's  life  when  there  is  the  strongest  ten- 
dency to  restlessness  and  evil  generally. 

Another  year's  experience  has  fully  confirmed  the  convictions 
we  expressed  last  year,  with  reference  to  the  good  efi'ect  of  the 
act  of  1882,  known  as  the  "good  time  law."  It  is  proving  an 
invaluable  moral  force  in  the  administration  of  the  prison. 

We  venture  the  opinion  that  the  cash  expenditure  of  $26,- 
657.25  in  necessary  permanent  improvements,  as  elsewhere 
specifically  recited,  including  the  erection  of  the  large  factory 
building  now  occupied  by  the  Amazon  Hosiery  Company,  will 
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prove  a  wise  and  timely  expenditure  of  the  surplus  earnings  of 
the  prison.  The  money  expenditure  therefor  does  not  represent 
near  the  real  value  of  these  improvements. 

The  materials  were  bought  exceptionally  cheap,  even  for 
these  times  of  depression,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  labor,  in- 
cluding stone,  brick  and  carpenter  work,  was  done  by  convicts, 
who  would  have  otherwise  been  unemployed.  It  is  quite  safe 
to  say  that  the  fair  value  of  the  improvements  is  fully  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  (|10,000)  more  than  the  cash  outlay  therefor. 

In  this  connection  we  would  tender  to  Warden  Murdock  our 
best  thanks  for  his  special  extra  services  in  connection  with 
these  improvements,  therewith  according  to  him  the  meas- 
ure of  worth  due  only  to  the  highest  merit.  "We  desire  to 
repeat,  as  the  best  mode  expressing  the  conviction  of  the  Board, 
after  an  additional  year's  acquaintance  and  experience,  that  it 
would  be  difficult  to  accord  undue  merit  to  Warden  James 
Murdock,  Deputy  Warden  Thomas  E.  Donnelly,  and  their  as- 
sistants, for  the  high  order  of  discipline  of  the  prison  which  has 
coiitributed  so  largely  to  its  prosperity  and  general  satisfactory 
condition. 

The  excellent  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  is  a  gratifying 
tribute  of  merit  to  the  physician,  Dr.  R.  H.  Calvert.  The  faith- 
ful and  efficient  labors  of  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude,  our  moral  instructor, 
calls  for  an  expression  of  approval  and  thanks.  Clerk  J.  D. 
Cowdin  has  continued  the  same  neat,  accurate  and  business-like 
accountant  that  is  ever  worthy  of  all  praise.

MORAL  INSTRUCTOR'S  REPORT. 


Indiana  State  Prison  ISTorth, 
October  81,  1885. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Directors,  Indiana  State  Prison  North  : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  my  third  annual 
report  as  Moral  Instructor  in  this  institution  under  your  con- 
trol. The  usual  ministrations,  in  the  line  of  my  duty,  have 
been  given,  including,  among  others,  the  religious  services,  care 
of  the  library,  choir,  etc.  The  "  chapel "  has  been  greatly  im- 
proved in  appearance  by  painting,  calcimining  and  new  furni- 
ture, while  still  further  improvements  are  in  prospect.  The 
prisoners  are  attentive  during  religious  services ;  indeed,  no 
congregation  anywhere  shows  more  deferential  interest  at  such 
times  than  do  these  unfortunates. 

The  weekly  school,  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  can  not  read 
and  write,  has  been  maintained,  under  the  tutorage  of  certain 
of  the  convicts.  The  prisoners  under  training  seem  grateful 
for  the  instruction  given,  and  it  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  no 
more  time  can  be  given  to  such  instruction.  One  hour  each 
day  would  be  well  spent  in  this  work.  Many  of  these  men  are 
in  prison  less  than  one  year,  and  forty  or  fifty  lessons  are  in- 
sufficient to  do  much,  especially  when  they  are  a  week  apart. 

A  long  step  forward  has  been  taken  in  the  purchase  of  a 
library  of  some  1,500  volumes  of  miscellaneous  reading,  which, 
with  the  books  previously  purchased  under  your  direction, 
gives  us  a  library  of  over  2,000  volumes.  The  prisoners  show 
a  most  practical  appreciation  of  them. 

The  young  men  and  boys  in  the  prison  have  given  me  much 

concern.     If  any  are   capable  of  reformation,  these  certainly 

are  the  ones.    Few  of  them  are  hardened  criminals,  many  could 

be  reclaimed  to  honorable  and  useful  citizenship,  and  nearly  all 

2 — Prison  North. 
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of  them  improved  to  some  extent.  In  my  judp^ment,  special 
attention  should  be  paid  to  their  moral  and  intellectual  devel- 
opment, rather  than  to  their  earnings  for  the  State.  In  view 
of  the  prosperous  iinancial  condition  of  our  institution,  it  seems 
to  me  proper  to  consider  what  experiments  might  be  made  in 
this  direction.  I  suggest,  therefore,  that,  as  a  beginning,  boys 
twenty  years  of  age  and  under*  have  a  certain  portion  of  each 
day  devoted  to  their  intellectual  and  moral  needs,  with  special 
reference  to  their  duties  and  privileges  as  citizens,  and,  above 
all,  fitting  them  for  some  avocation  in  life,  such  as  teaching 
them  a  trade  or  some  settled  employment.  What  steps  may  be 
necessary  to  the  inauguration  of  such  an  experiment  must,  of 
course,  be  left  for  j'our  determination,  but  I  most  earnestly 
commend  its  consideration  to  your  careful  attention. 

I  would  put  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of 
ministers  of  the  gospel  and  others,  who  have  shown  practical 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  our  prisoners,  and,  from  time  to  time, 
have  aided  me  in  the  work.  To  the  Warden  I  express  my 
gratitude  for  ready  help  in  all  matters  within  his  control,  and 
to  you,  gentlemen  of  the  Board,  for  your  uniformly  courteous 
consideration  of  such  subjects  as  I  have  presented  for  action, 
and  for  the  manifestations  of  sympathy  with  me  in  my  work.
